Menino takes some positive steps toward meeting 


housing needs — and so should Beacon Hill 





T A TIME when downtown devel- 
opment plans make regular front- 
page news, Mayor Tom Menino 
has correctly identified an issue equally 
crucial to the health of the city: the lack of 
affordable housing. The two phenomena 





are not unrelated. The economic boom that 


gave rise to ambitious 
building proposals for the 
Seaport District, China- 
town, and the Back Bay 
has brought with it the un- 
welcome side effect of 
soaring house prices and 
skyrocketing rents. 

Menino, in his State of 
the City address, warned 
that Boston could be trans- 
formed into a city of rich 
and poor. To an extent that 
His Honor may be unwilling to admit, that 
has already happened. Members of the 
hard-pressed middle class, already wary of 
a school system that, despite improve- 
ments, remains grossly inadequate, must 
now calculate whether they can even afford 
to live here. 

To address that need, Menino made two 
important announcements on Monday 
evening. 


First, he unveiled plans to double the num- 


ber of housing units built in the city last year,

from 1000 to 2000, and to increase housing 
funds from $15 million to $25 million. 

Second, he named state representative 
Charlotte Golar Richie (D-Dorchester) to 
run his Department of Neighborhood De- 
velopment, and made that department part 
of his cabinet. Richie, a ris- 
ing political star and possi- 
ble future mayoral con- 
tender, is co-chair of the 
legislature’s Committee on 
Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, a post that enabled 
her last year to push 
through a $296 million 
housing bond bill. Her 
presence on Beacon Hill 
will be missed, but she 
should be able to have 
more of an impact in a 
high-profile executive position. 

Though the focus on housing for 
Boston’s middle class is vital, the poor also 
need help. Currently, two proposals are 
pending in the legislature that represent 
sensible steps toward maintaining the stock 
of affordable housing — not just in Boston, 
but in other cities and towns as well. 

One measure would create a state hous- 
ing tax credit, emulating a similar federal 
credit, that would benefit developers who 
agree to build housing for low- and moder-

What Cellucci left out 


Sure, Governor Paul Cellucci’s feel-good inaugural speech before the 
legislature last week, with its sunny calls for bipartisanship and “common 
sense for the common good,” offered a refreshing contrast to the impeach- 
ment farce playing out in Washington. 

But if Cellucci’s extra-gentle tone 
seemed a little disingenuous, perhaps it 
was because it came so soon after a nasty 
campaign in which Cellucci routinely 
mocked Beacon Hill Democrats as a 
bunch of tax-and-spend psychopaths. 

Or perhaps it was because of Celluc- 
ci’s complete omission of two central 
— and controversial — themes from 
his campaign. 

Although Cellucci devoted a good chunk 
of his brief speech to a call for “account- 
ability and excellence in our schools,” he 
avoided any mention of his plan to re- 

quire that all public-school teachers take 
competency tests. During the campaign, 
however, Cellucci considered the issue 
worthy of its own television ad. 

And although candidate Cellucci postured in front of maximum-security 
prisons and anuuud with Robert Curley — whose son’s 1997 murder be- 
came a rallying cry to restore capital punishment to Massachusetts — Gov- 
ernor Cellucci had nothing to say about the death penalty he believes is so 
important to the safety of the Commonwealth. 

To his credit, Cellucci was more forthcoming about his economic ideas, 
repeating his devotion to restrained budgets and pledging for the umpteenth 
time to chop the state’s income tax from 5.95 percent to 5 percent. 

So should we read any larger significance into Cellucci’s selective explana- 
tion of his governing agenda?

Boston’s Lord of the Rings 
on the Utah scandal 


One Bostonian with an insider's 
perspective on the scandal 
surrounding the 2002 Winter 
Olympics in Salt Lake City — 
where Utah boosters are accused 
of bribing International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) members with 
scholarships, jobs, and 
expensive presents — is 
Stephen Freyer. For much of 
this decade, Freyer, a 
Peabody-based sports and 
media agent, chaired the 
Boston Organizing Committee 
(BOC), a collaborative of 
businesspeople and community 
leaders who tried to land the 
Olympics in the Hub. The bid 
eventually fizzled when the 
financial risks were deemed too 
great. 

Freyer, a former professional 
football player, is not surprised 
by the Utah allegations. 
Experience dealing with the 
Olympics taught him that the 
city-selection process is 
unequivocally political — and 
rampant with potential for 
bribery. “The notion that people 
might be interested in 
compensation for their vote was 
not at all strange to us,” Freyer 
says, adding that at no point did 
the BOC members consider 
offering gifts. 

Freyer says he learned about 
the shady side of the Olympics 
nearly a decade ago, when a 
German colleague trying to land 
the 2000 Summer Games for 
Berlin discovered that several

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Fred Hopkins, a jazz bassist 
familiar to Boston audiences 
through his many appearances at 
clubs such as the Green Street Grill 
and the 1369 Club, and widely 
regarded as one of the major voices 
to emerge on his instrument in the 
last three decades, died last 
Thursday night in Chicago of 
complications from an enlarged 
heart. He was 51. 

Hopkins was a child of Chicago's 
South Side housing projects. He 
Studied bass at DuSable High 
School, a breeding ground for jazz 
talent, where he was recognized as 
a prodigy. He later studied with a 
member of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Hopkins made his first mark with 
the trio Air, which included the reed 
and flute man Henry Threadgill 
and the drummer Steve McCall. 
Although the trio first came together 
(as Reflection) to perform Scott 
Joplin’s ragtime music for a theater 
production, the bulk of its work fell 
into the free-jazz camp. But

Threadgill’s compositions were as 
notable for their formal rigor as for 
their passages of spontaneous 
collective improvisation, and the 
band demanded the equal division 
of supporting and leading roles — 
usually simultaneously — among all 
three players. 

In Air, and in Threadgill’s later 
sextet, as well as on recordings by 
Anthony Braxton, David Murray, 
Hamiet Biuiett, Don Pullen, and 
others, Hopkins’s contribution was 
singular. Like his great Chicago 
predecessor Wilbur Ware, Hopkins 
had a strong, percussive attack 
informed by a sophisticated sense 
of harmony and group interaction. 
But in an era when bassists favored 
either a blunt, overamplified sound 
or light, guitar-like lines, Hopkins’s 
tone was rich and supple, and his 
agile fingerwork made him capable 
of stunning legato-like runs and 
other virtuoso displays. His buoyant 
personality imbued his work. 

Throughout the '80s, based in 
New York, he was constantly in

Provizer, the station was shut down 
by the FCC for operating without a 
license. “Kennard has spoken 
favorably about this idea several 
times, but the sense is that there’s 
strong opposition,” says Provizer, who 
now runs the nonprofit Citizens’ Media 
Corps. “I think the ammunition that 
Kennard has to have is evidence that 
it really has a lot of community and 
organizational broad-based support.” 

US Representative Barney Frank 
has sent a letter to the FCC supporting 
Kennard’s proposal, and the Al/ston- 
Brighton Tab recently editorialized in 
its favor. 

The biggest danger nationally, 
according to Cheryl Leanza, staff 
attorney for the Washington-based 
Media Access Project, is that elected 
officials, acting at the behest of 
corporate-radio lobbyists, will pressure 
the FCC to reject Kennard's proposal. 
The best way to counter that, she 
adds, is for people to write to their 
representatives and senators.

Republicans are fielding an all-star lineup 
for a wild 2000 presidential primary 
campaign. But is there really a future 
president in the bunch? 


They’re 
hee eere!

T HERE IS A right way and a wrong 
way to seize control of the White 
House. And the Republican Party is 
currently pursuing both of them at once. 

The wrong way, the one being embraced 
by the conservative ideologues of Congress, 
is to subversively manipulate the Constitu- 
tion to force a leadership change the public 
opposes. 

The right way, which has been attracting 
a growing number of GOP stars over the 
past few weeks, is a little more old-fash- 
ioned and a lot more democratic: running 
for president. 

Yes, the 2000 presidential campaign has 
begun. And while Vice President Al Gore’s 
aura of inevitability seems to be discouraging 
many of his serious Democratic challengers, 
the Republican primary process is shaping 
up as a wild free-for-all featuring an all-star 
cast that could include Texas governor 
George W. Bush, outgoing American Red 
Cross president Elizabeth Dole, former vice 
president Dan Quayle, and up to a half 
dozen others. 

Just over a year from now, the final field 


of candidates will do battle on the frozen

steppes of New Hampshire, home to the 
crucial first primary of the presidential sea- 
son. And Republicans up north are giddily 
awaiting the spectacle. “This will be the most 
open presidential primary that New Hamp- 
shire has seen in at least a quarter-century,” 
says state Republican chairman Steve 
Duprey. “It’s wide open, and anyone could 
win it.” 

There is a rare unpredictability to this 
GOP contest. In the past, the party hierarchy 
has typically fallen into line behind one pre- 
ordained nominee, as it did for Bob Dole in 
1996 and George Bush in 1988. This time 
the GOP has no obvious choice — no single 
candidate who rises above all others in 
Stature, money, experience, or organization. 

By contrast, traditionally quarrelsome 
Democrats are shaping up to be an unusual- 
ly unified bunch. Al Gore’s only competition 
so far is former New Jersey senator and one- 
time basketball star Bill Bradley; several oth- 
er Democrats are balking at a run. This 
week, liberal Minnesota senator Paul Well- 
stone joined Nebraska senator Bob Kerrey in 
the surprise no-show pool, and even House 
Democratic leader Richard Gephardt, once 
considered Gore’s greatest primary threat,

seems likely to stay in Congress. (Massachu- 
setts senator John Kerry will announce his 
own decision soon.) Nor is Bradley much of 
a pit bull; his success really depends on 
Gore’s doing himself in. 

All of which is bad news for the GOP. 
While Gore may stroll to his party’s nomina- 
tion, the absence of a clear and unifying 
leader among Republicans could lead to a 
chaotic rumble in which party factions — 
religious conservatives, supply-siders, pop- 
ulists, social liberals — run amok and 
bloody up the candidates. 

And yet Republican leaders believe the 
party will eventually unify around its com- 
mon goal. “When you’ve been out of power 
a while, you want to win,” says Duprey. Par- 
ty activists, he says, will suppress their desire 
for ideological purity to focus on whether a 
candidate can beat the Democrats in 
November. 

And at the moment, party leaders think 
they’ve got several potential Gore-slayers 
lined up. Unlike 1996’s quirky, little-known 
faces, the 2000 GOP field will be filled with 
experienced, high-profile figures. At the mo- 
ment, for instance, party activists are posi- 
tively giddy over the thought of political 
celebrities like Dole, Bush, and Arizona sen- 
ator John McCain joining the race. 

But the emerging field of GOP presiden- 
tial hopefuls may not be as strong as it looks. 
Take Bush. Reelected to his second term in 
November with 69 percent of the vote, the 
rakish son of the former president is widely 
described as the early front-runner. Thanks 
to his moderate views and famous name, 
he’s the darling of party leaders. But while 
Bush is expected to run, he still hasn’t com- 
mitted. Perhaps he has a clearer grasp than 
his cheerleaders do of how tough a cam- 
paign will be. In a race where personal lives 
will be under a post-Clinton microscope, for 
instance, Bush will find his many years of 
womanizing and heavy drinking publicized 
endlessly. (“So, what’s sex like after 50?” he 
reportedly asked a matronly friend of his 
parents at a cocktail party years ago.) Some 
of his public comments suggest that Bush, a 
relative newcomer to politics, isn’t ready for 
the trials of a national campaign. 

Should he run, not everyone will wel- 
come him. Bush will be harangued by

Christian conservatives suspicious of his 
laissez-faire social philosophy. And in a 
general election, Bush’s ballyhooed moder- 
ation will be closely scrutinized. It would be 
interesting to watch him defend his state’s 
1998 execution of doe-eyed Karla Faye 
Tucker, perhaps the most sympathetic 
death-penalty victim of all time. 

(A local footnote: Though Massachusetts 
governor Paul Cellucci, a long-time ally of 
the former president, would be a key Bush 
campaign booster, Republican National 
Committee man and Cellucci confidante 
Ron Kaufman dismisses talk that Cellucci 
would be angling for a federal appointment 
from a President Bush. “[Bush] is like a sib- 
ling,” Kaufman says, “and we all want to see 


our brother do well. And it has nothing to do

with what it may or may not get Paul Celluc- 
ci down the line.”) 

The only name that gets GOP activists 
even more excited than Bush is Dole. Eliza- 
beth Dole, that is. The former would-be First 
Lady stepped down from the Red Cross last 
week, hinting about running. With her expe- 
rience at the Red Cross and as US trans- 
portation secretary, Dole has the credentials. 
Equally important, she’s got the campaign 
touch. Campaigning with her husband in 
’96, she may have outshined her spouse 
(Dole had her own campaign staff of 30, her 
own jet, and her own $1.5 million travel bud- 
get). According to Duprey, Dole is the talk of 
New Hampshire Republicans, who eagerly 
await her scheduled February 8 visit. 

“I really believe this country’s ready for a 
woman president,” Dole told the New York 
Times in 1996. She’s right. But are we ready 
for her? It’s hard to see how Dole can es- 
cape from the shadow of her husband’s pa- 
thetic campaign in 1996, forever defined by 
the old man’s tumble from a stage. However 
independent and strong-willed she may be, 
her husband’s face will conjure all the wrong 
images in a campaign about the next centu- 
ry. She has her own problems, too: an eerie, 
Stepford-wife quality that could turn people 
off, and a pro-life stance that will dampen 
her appeal to female voters. 

Dole and Bush must still make up their 
minds, but a host of lesser names are already 
committed to running. Few hold much 
promise. One of them is former Tennessee 
governor and Bush administration education 
secretary Lamar Alexander, a returnee from 
the 1996 campaign. On paper, Alexander is 
a strong candidate — a skilled fundraiser 
who’s practically been living in New Hamp- 
shire and Iowa for the past two years. But 
while Alexander has forsworn the red-and- 
black plaid shirt that earned him ridicule in 
’96, he hasn’t gotten past lame gimmickry. 
He’s already wielding inane new slogans — 
“Mr. Gore, we don’t want any more” — 
and pitiably facile ideas, such as making 
Congress pass two-year budgets so it can 
spend half its time repealing old laws instead 
of writing new ones. What’s more, although 
Alexander spent much of his last campaign 
casting himself as a moderate alternative to 
his rivals, he announced his candidacy last 
week with a shot at George W. Bush’s habit 
of labeling himself a “compassionate conser- 
vative.” “Those are weasel words,” Alexan- 
der said. “I think we need to say in plain 
words, ‘I am a conservative.’ ” (“I am a pho- 
ny” would be more like it.) 

And we can’t forget former vice president 





Dan Quayle. It’s been said that Quayle is far 
more popular with Republican voters than 
with the national media, but it’s hard to be- 
lieve poor Danny could survive the sheer 
weight of the derision he’ll encounter. 
What’s more, here’s a guy who would have 
to run an entire presidential campaign with- 
out making a single gaffe. Forget about it. 
Billionaire publisher Steve Forbes, the 
flat-tax prophet of 1996, is also back for an- 
other try. Now Forbes has added a new em- 
phasis on social issues such as abortion to 
woo the powerful religious right. That shift, 
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right primary voters. Gary Bauer of the 
Family Research Council, a long-time voice 
of the radical right, is moving toward a cam- 
paign that would focus on religion and 
morality. Missouri senator John Ashcroft, 
who would have pursued a similar audience, 
stopped short of running last week. But New 
Hampshire’s own Senator Bob Smith, who 
once took to the Senate floor with a plastic 
fetus and toy scissors to demonstrate the 
evils of “partial-birth” abortion, did throw 
his hat in days before. (Smith is expected to 
be entertaining but politically insignificant in 
his home-state primary.) 

Though not as awe-inspiring as a George 
Bush or a Liddy Dole, perhaps the most 
formidable candidate of the entire bunch is 
Arizona’s John McCain. McCain is a Viet- 
nam veteran with a reputation for bravery in 
both war and politics. He’s built a reputation 
for bipartisanship through his leadership on 
good-guy issues like campaign-finance re- 
form and tobacco, and he’s stood out for 
spotlighting budget pork. McCain, too, has 
personal issues to worry about. His first 
marriage was wrecked by his flair for 
carousing. And he’s known for the kind of 
thermonuclear temper that can cause big 
problems on the campaign trail. Some Re- 
publicans also question whether McCain has 
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WHO, ME? Even New York’s Giuliani 
hasn’t ruled out a run. 


the campaign experience and fundraising 
touch to go all the way. For now McCain is 
moving in the shadows of the Bush and Dole 
names; but he may yet emerge as his party’s 
savior. 

Other ambitious Republicans are still 
thinking about running, including Ohio con- 
gressman John Kasich, a boyish aw-shucks 
Midwesterner with a populist streak. The 
ever-present Pat Buchanan is apparently still 
measuring the market for his brand of class = . = 
rage. And Steve Duprey of the New Hamp- , & 
shire GOP insists that New York’s Rudy Giu- 
liani — who visited the state twice last year to 
“enthusiastic receptions” — is still a possibili- 
ty (although the New York media seem more 
doubtful). But time is running out for the Ka- * - 
sichs, the Giulianis — and even the Bushes 
— of the Republican party to make a deci- 
sion. A successful primary campaign could 
cost more than $20 million dollars, and most 
of that money needs to be raised this year. So 
expect the field to be settled within just a few 
more weeks. And then wish the Republicans 
luck. They'll need it. %

Justice Rehnquist’s sartorial sins 


Dressed 


to kill?

UPREME COURT Chief Justice 
Si Rehnquist will be presiding 

over the Senate trial of the president 
this weck, enjoying increased visibility. 
Well, maybe not enjoying. He does not al- 
low his Supreme Court to be televised, and 
we have not seen many images of this man 
in action. 

The first thing everyone has noticed is 
that Rehnquist wears gold stripes on the 
sleeves of his judicial robe. If you have been 
living under a rock and have not heard the 
explanation for this yet, it is that Rehnquist 
watched the Gilbert and Sullivan opera 
lolanthe a while ago, saw similar stripes on 
a costume, and decided to add them to his 
own robe. 

There was no one to stop him from doing 
this. He is the top honcho of the top court, 
and he is appointed for life. 

His wife, Natalie, a former Junior Lea- 
gucr from San Diego, might have talked 
him out of it, but she died in 1991. He has 
not remarried, so there is no one to tell him 
about his ear hair, either. 

Most Americans have seen Mr. Rehn- 
quist’s silly costumes only 
in the Senate chamber. 
But he walks around 
Capitol Hill all the time 
looking like a badly 
dressed homeless person. 
In the wintertime he wears 
a cap with carflaps that 
seems to have been hand- 
ed down by Tom Poston 
when his last sitcom died. 

Last June, Rehnquist 
went to another Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera, The 
Mikado, at Wolf Trap, and 
met with the cast after- 
ward. So perhaps we may 
see him in a pink kimono 
for final arguments. 
Worsc yet, he posed for a 
photograph with the cast. 
He’s the doofus in the 
beige car coat. It looks 
about right for cleaning 
out the gutters, but not for 
an evening of theater — 
even outdoor theater. 

Liberals, by the way, have more prob- 
lems with Rehnquist's politics than with 
his clothes. He is, after all, the leader of 
the Supreme Court's right wing. He has 
helped to reverse the judicial activism of 
the 1960s, and he reads the Constitution 
as allowing states to do silly and even un- 
fair things as long as they are not strictly 
prohibited. Thus, it is okay with him if 
states allow prayer in public schools or 
prohibit abortions. 

He was brought into government by 
President Nixon, who appointed him as an 
assistant attorney general in 1968. Rehn- 
quist arrived from Phoenix wearing Elvis- 
style sideburns on his cheeks and desert 
boots on his feet. His sartorial taste did not 
improve when Nixon appointed him a 
Supreme Court justice in 1972, or when 
President Reagan made him chief justice in 
1986. 

It was, of course, Rehnquist’s politics — 
not his haberdashery — that attracted 
Nixon to him. They shared certain views. A 
Swedish-American from Milwaukee (hardly 
the nation’s fashion capital), Rehnquist 








grew up in the all-white suburbs and adopt- 
ed their provincial view. 

In the course of his two confirmation 
hearings, his opponents discovered 
“covenants” in deeds to his home in 
Phoenix that prohibited its sale to non- 
whites, and to his summer home in Ver- 
mont that prohibited its sale to Jews. Rehn- 
quist said he hadn't read the deeds. He was 
probably out shopping for hats. But suffice 
it to say that neither Nixon nor Reagan ad- 
vanced the judge’s career because they ex- 
pected him to champion minority causes. 

Conservatives, whatever other shortcom- 
ings they might have, usually dress decent- 
ly. They wear shined leather shoes, Brooks 
Brothers suits, overcoats with scarves. That 
sort of thing. But Rehnquist doesn’t get it. 
When he arrived at the Capitol last week to 
begin presiding over what we are told will 
be the most somber trial in living memory, 
he showed up with some kind of big-and- 
tall men’s casual winter jacket zipped up 
over his suit, as if he were on a mission to 
the 7-Eleven. This is not just a conserva- 
tive, but a dangerous conservative. 
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YIKES, STRIPES! Rehnquist's outfits 
aren't as conservative as his opinions. 


It hasn’t become entirely clear yet how 
Rehnquist will affect the trial. He was the 
single justice who ruled against the presi- 
dent's lawyers last year when they tried to 
claim “executive” and “protective” privi- 
leges to keep White House officials and 
Secret Service agents from testifying be- 
fore the Starr grand jury. Most likely, he 
will merely act as something of a time- 
keeper and parliamentarian, hulking over 
the Senate chamber like some badly 
dressed turkey vulture. But we can expect 
him toside with the Senate majority on 
any close calls. So brace yourself, Ameri- 
ca. The trial of the century is going to be 
presided over by a man who does not 
know when to wear a topcoat. Bad taste 
and a lifetime appointment — seems to 
me like a nasty combination. me

Explaining the media’s elitist disdain for the phony Clinton 
love-child story. Plus, the Hera/d and the Globe do battle over 


Fenway, and two slices of newspaper history. 


Code of silence

T WAS ACTUALLY the New York Times 

— not Matt Drudge, not the Star, not the 

New York Post — that broke the story 
about Bill Clinton’s nonexistent love child. 
Trouble is, the Times’ reporter, Katharine 
Steele, didn’t know what she had. 

In a January 2 front-pager about the 
“Weekend,” the conservative Republican 
get-together in Phoenix formerly known as 
the “Dark Ages,” Steele reported that “cy- 
berscoop bad-boy” Drudge was teasing 
those on hand “with the promise of a re- 
port that he said would rock the world.” 
She condescendingly quoted Drudge as 
telling an anti-Clinton radio host: “It’s a 
story of worldwide import. People have 
been moved into safe houses today, await- 
ing medical results. This is all I will say on 
this. Stay tuned to the Drudge Report.” 

That evening, Drudge — on his Fox 
News Channel show and in his electroni- 
cally distributed newsletter — rocked 
Washington by reporting that the Star, a 
supermarket tabloid, was conducting DNA 
tests on 13-year-old Danny Williams to 


verify his ex-prostitute mother’s long- 
standing claim that Clinton is his father. 

And that, in turn, led to a media feeding 
frenzy — but one very different from the 
sort we’ve become accustomed to in recent 
years. 

In the past, stories such as Gennifer 
Flowers’s affair with Clinton and Frank 
Gifford’s cheatin’ heart rose above their 
tabloid origins when the New York Times, 
the Washington Post, and other elite news 
organizations published thumb-sucking 
pieces on What It All Means. As New Re- 
public media critic William Powers, now 
with National Journal, once observed, a 
common conduit for tabloid stories is 
through Howard Kurtz’s media column in 
the Post, which “launders the news for 
mainstream resale.” 

But in the case of Danny Williams and his 
mother, Bobbie Ann Williams, the big, elite 
media stayed far, far away until it was all 
over. Time reported on its Web site Satur- 
day that the test results were negative. On 
Monday, Kurtz reported that it was an “ut- 
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terly bogus charge.” And the Times contin- 
ues to maintain its silence, leaving those 
readers whose only news source is the Great 
Gray Lady to wonder what, precisely, 
Drudge was raving about out in Phoenix. 

In other words, the legitimate press — 
or most of it, anyway — behaved exactly 
the way bluenosed media critics say it 
should. By refusing to traffic in rumor and 
unproven allegations, the media elite played 
the gatekeeper role it all too often seems to 
have abdicated. 

So the Times, the Post, CNN, and the 
broadcast networks deserve the thanks of a 
grateful nation, right? Well, no. Indeed, by 
trying to re-establish their traditional 
standing as a social filter, the media merely 
demonstrated the obsoleteness of that role. 
Despite near-silence from leading news or- 
ganizations, the love-child story became the 
talk of the nation. By refusing to deal with 
it — to report on it, to evaluate it, to ob- 
serve that the White House was in turmoil 
over it — the media came across as repres- 
sive rather than responsible. Not to men- 
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tion naive, if they really thought their re- 
fusal to cover the story would prevent any- 
one from learning about it. 

“Why was the so-called ‘love child’ story 
reported at all?” asked an indignant Kurtz 
in his Monday column. Actually, it wasn’t, 
not in any traditional sense. 

Drudge, as is his wont, flogged it hard for 
his audience of media and political insiders 
and anti-Clinton conservatives, and that 
alone was enough to get it into general cir- 
culation. (Brill’s Content recently reported 
that Drudge’s Web site received more than 
13.5 million visits during one month last fall, 
and that doesn’t even count readers who get 
the Drudge Report by e-mail instead.) 

It was, of course, covered on page one in 
Rupert Murdoch’s New York Post (CLINTON 
PATERNITY BOMBSHELL, blared the January 3 
cover) and in the Reverend Sun Myung 
Moon’s Washington Times, the two leading 
papers for Clinton crazies, but neither has 
any pretensions to journalistic respectabili- 
ty. The New York Daily News talked it up 
in its gossip column, and MSNBC and the 
Boston Herald briefly alluded to it. But 
that’s hardly a major breakout. 

The story reached millions more through 
entertainment media. Imus in the Morning 
lampooned it through song and parody. Jay 
Leno, on The Tonight Show, was particular- 
ly vicious, quipping, “We’ve seen what Clin- 
ton’s girlfriends look like. I can’t imagine 
what his hookers look like. Oh my God.” 

Thus, despite the best efforts of the me- 
dia elite, the story was almost as widely 
known as if it had led every newspaper and 
newscast in the country. And, naturally, the 
elitists were buzzing about it too — among 
themselves, anyway. 

The online magazine Slate — whose edi- 
tor, Michael Kinsley, has defended the pub- 
lic’s right to share in the buzz and who re- 
portedly once offered Drudge a job — last 
week became a veritable tip sheet for the lat- 
est in sleazy Clintonalia. Its “Explainer” col- 
umn reported that because the Star did not 
have a complete set of Clinton’s DNA test 
results, but only what was contained in the 











Starr report, even a positive match would be 
less than definitive. (The Slate reader who 
suggested that particular topic, by the way, 
was Boston civil-liberties lawyer Harvey Sil- 
verglate, a Phoenix contributor.) And in its 
“Keeping Tabs” roundup column, Slate re- 
ported not only on the Danny Williams story 
but also on the National Enquirer's recent 
claim that, Clinton — under physical attack 
from an enraged Hillary — had ordered a 
Secret Service agent, “Keep that bitch away 
from me!” 

The New York Observer also tackled the 
sleaze head-on, with Clinton defender Joe 
Conason denouncing right-wing efforts to 
promote both the Williams affair and a dis- 
credited rumor that Clinton had once 
forced himself on a woman sexually. 

But then, Slate and the Observer are elite 
publications for elite readers — briefing 
papers, in effect, for the very media and 
political players who don’t trust the hoi 
polloi enough to share such explosive infor- 
mation with them. 

Significantly, British and Canadian pa- 
pers have covered the Williams story exten- 
sively. (Expatriate lefty Christopher 
Hitchens, a columnist for Vanity Fair and 
the Nation, wrote in London’s Evening 
Standard that the not-yet-disproven allega- 
tion was further proof that Clinton is a 
“psychopath.”) 

The difference between US and British 
media coverage, Martin Kettle wrote in 
the Guardian, is that the British see the 
Clinton scandals primarily as entertain- 
ment, whereas Americans “are embar- 
rassed by what has happened to their 
president, and hence to their country. 
That’s why their overriding desires, in the 
clichés of the moment, are for closure and 
for moving on.” 

Kettle may be on to something, but I think 
it’s simpler than that. American journalists 
like to think of themselves as members of a 
profession, with standards and qualifications 
and secret handshakes. They don’t like re- 
porting on sex, and even when they have to 
(as with the Lewinsky revelations), their first 


postcoital instinct is not to light a cigarette 
but rather to convene a seminar so they can 
wax self-indulgent about how awful they 
(and, even worse, their colleagues!) are to 
dwell on such matters. 

In most respects, the British press is no 
match for its American counter- 
part. But give it 


this: it knows 
a story when it sees one, and it 
reports with a minimum of angst and hand- 
wringing. The American media, by ignoring 
the Danny Williams story until it was over, 
merely contributed to suspicions that they 
have an agenda, and that it’s about some- 
thing other than news. 
oa 
A top Boston Globe editor once had this 
to say when I asked him about a story that 
the Boston Herald had broken: “There are 
a lot of one-day wonders over there.” His 
point — that the Herald often hypes minor 
stories simply because it has an exclusive 
— will be put to the test as the Red Sox 
prepare, at long last, to unveil their plans 
for a new ballpark. 
The Herald played its January 4 exclusive 
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as though the Sox had just declared 
war on the Fenway neighborhood. 
RED SOX EYE MASSIVE MEGAPLEX FOR 

FENWAY, screamed the front-page 

banner. The story, by Cosmo 
Macero Jr., Jack Meyers, and Scott Farme- 
lant, reported that the Sox are considering 
a $1 billion proposal to build a new baseball 
stadium, two or three hotels, and entertain- 
ment and retail centers. The Herald added 
that the team would seek $200 million to 
$250 million in public funding. 

Given House Speaker Tom Finneran’s 
well-known opposition to spending tax dol- 
lars on sports teams, the Herald scenario 
should have struck any knowledgeable 
reader as unlikely — or, perhaps, as a trial 
balloon, to be followed later by a more rea- 
sonable proposal. Indeed, the same story, 
further down, quotes “a source close to 
Red Sox CEO John Harrington” as being 
“wary” of such a grandiose scheme. 

The next day, the Globe’s Anthony Flint 
reported that an unnamed Red Sox “advis- 
er” was calling the $200 million-plus figure 
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“outrageous” (he put the amount of public 
money to be sought at $60 million to 
$100 million) and the word megaplex “just 
a scare term.” 

Feverish speculation is inevitable. The 
Patriots are leaving for Hartford, the Sox 
can’t hang on to their best players, and the 
secretive Harrington has brought in two 
wired politicos: former Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority head Bob Walsh, an inti- 
mate of Mayor Tom Menino, and Dukakis- 
era bigfoot John Sasso. 

But we're going to have to wait until 
February 2, when the Sox are expected to 
announce their plans publicly, before we'll 
know whether the Herald blockbuster was 
for real or just a one-day wonder.

Two recent pieces on newspaper history, 
one to savor, one to avoid. 

The good one is in the current Vanity 
Fair, in which contributing editor David 
Margolick takes a look at PM, a pathbreak- 
ing New York tabloid that published from 
1940 to 1948. Often considered to be a 
distant forefather of alternative and “new” 
journalism, the staunchly liberal PM helped 
start I.F. Stone on his muckraking career, 
gave birth to Parade magazine (okay, so 
not all of its children deserved to live), and 
inspired Clay Felker, the pioneering editor 
of New York magazine. 

The bad one, a reminiscence about being 
introduced to New York’s newspaper cul- 
ture as a boy in the 1950s, is in the Decem- 
ber 28/January 4 New Yorker. Written by 
longtime contributor George Trow, it is 
bloated with the sort of writerly pretentious- 
ness I thought had died years ago, and 
punctuated by two absolutely gratuitous uses 
of the term cum shot. Call it the mutant off- 
spring of William Shawn and Tina Brown. 

The effect is rather like a buttoned-down 
father telling his teenage son that he thinks 
Marilyn Manson is “really cool,” and be- 
lieve me, it’s not attractive in the least. @

Double jeopardy

HE POLICE RECEIVE a call that a 

whacked-out man is harassing people 

on Boston Common. When they ar- 
rive, officers find a middle-aged male, clean 
but somewhat disheveled, pacing back and 
forth. He unloads disjointed and almost in- 
coherent bits of wisdom on anyone who 
walks by. It’s the kind of scene that’s not 
uncommon in Boston. 

A brief search reveals a small bag of 
white powder in the man’s coat pocket. An- 
other junkie vagrant disturbing the peace, 
the cops figure; they cuff him, throw him in 
the back of the cruiser, and take him to jail. 
He receives a court date and fails to show 
up, which doesn't really surprise anyone at 
the courthouse. To them, he is just an ad- 
dict on the run. 

But is he? Though it’s easy to blame his 
behavior on drugs alone, it’s not unlikely 
that he also suffers from a mental illness — 
one he can’t control, and one that both 
mimics and amplifies the symptoms of his 
addiction. Schizophrenia and manic de- 
pression, for example, can cause people to 
become agitated, delusional, paranoid, and 
even violent — much like crack, cocaine, 
and other drugs. Now, thanks to a grant 
from the Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration 
(SAMHSA), Massachusetts is devel- 
oping a treatment plan to help peo- 
ple with both mental-health and 
substance-addiction problems. 

Of the 700,000 Massachusetts 
residents suffering from some 
form of mental illness, no one is 
sure exactly how many are also 
struggling with drug or alcohol 
addiction. Nationally, an estimated 
7.2 million people between the 
ages of 18 and 54 suffer from so- 
called co-occurring disorders, ac- 
cording to the National Co-Mor- 
bidity Survey, funded in 1996 by the 
National Institute of Mental Health. 
Fifty percent of those being treated 
for mental illness by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Mental Health 
have substance-abuse problems, ac- 
cording to Ken Minkoff, medical direc- 
tor of Boston’s Arbour Fuller Hospital, 
which helps such patients. Similarly, 
about 40 percent of those being treated by 
the Department of Public Health for less- 
severe psychiatric disorders, such as pho- 
bias, are substance abusers. And 30 per- 

cent of substance abusers receiving treat- 
ment in Massachusetts have some sort 
of psychiatric condition. 

It seems like common sense that peo- 
ple suffering from co-occurring disor- 
ders need treatment for both mental 
illness and addiction. Yet for a variety 
of reasons, such patients often do not 
get the help they need. Sometimes one 
disorder or the other is ignored or over- 
looked because the symptoms overlap. 
Even when both conditions are 
diagnosed, addressing them 
simultaneously has proved dif- 
ficult: for many years, sub- 
stance-abuse specialists have 
regarded patients’ mental ill- 
ness as merely a symptom of 
their addiction, while mental- 
health experts have seen sub- 
stance abuse as a symptom of 
mental illness. And treatment models 
for drug rehabilitation and mental ill- 
ness are so different that each may un- 
dermine the other. “Differences between 


the types of treatments offered to substance 
abusers and the mentally ill perpetuate the 
gaps in services and eliminate the dually di- 
agnosed from existing services,” says Kath- 
leen Sciacca of Sciacca Comprehensive 
Service Development for Mental Illness, 
Drug Addiction, and Alcoholism, who is re- 
sponsible for launching dual-diagnosis pro- 
grams in New York. 

When patients are treated for only one of 
their disorders, their risk of relapse be- 
comes much greater. People suffering from 
both addiction and mental illness are more 
likely to become homeless, to need emer- 
gency services, or to commit suicide. They 
are more prone to violence, as a result of 
which some end up in the prison system. In 
addition, according to SAMHSA, there are 
the social costs of treating, housing, and 
providing financial support for those 
whose dual illnesses leave them unable to 
work. Treatment costs for psychiatrically 
disabled drug abusers are nearly 60 per- 
cent higher than costs for nonabusers, ac- 
cording to a Harvard Medical School 
study published in 1996. 

In Massachusetts, the Department of 
Public Health and the Department of Men- 
tal Health teamed up to work on this prob- 
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lem for the first time in 1973. Unfortunate- 
ly, research suffered from minimal funding 
and inadequate support from the medical 
community. But last year, Massachusetts 
received one of 21 grants awarded nation- 
ally by SAMHSA’s Center for Mental 
Health Services. The grant will allow the 
Department of Public Health, the Division 
of Medical Assistance, and the Massachu- 
setts Behavioral Health Partnership to 
spend the next five years implementing a 
treatment plan for mentally ill substance 
abusers. 

“There have been many national efforts 
to publicize the idea that dual diagnosis 
does in fact exist and to bring to light the 
importance of treating these separate ill- 
nesses in one individual,” says Paul Bar- 
rcira, deputy commissioner of clinical and 
professional services for the Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Health, who has 
headed up the initiative in this state. “But 
there remains the need to establish facilities 
and train staff on the proper way to diag- 
nose, assess, and treat both disorders at the 
same time.” 

Results of a national study funded by the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
brought the need for such treatment to the 

forefront last year. The re- 
port found that 47 per- 
cent of people with 
schizophrenia abuse 
alcohol or drugs. Ac- 
cording to the study, 
the odds of a 
schizophrenic abusing 
alcohol or drugs are 
four and a half times 
greater than for some- 
one in the general popu- 
lation. Among people 
with affective disorders 
such as depression and 
phobias, 32 percent also 
suffer from substance 
abuse. And 55 percent of 
those suffering from bipo- 
lar disorders (manic de- 
pression) are addicted to 
either drugs or alcohol. | 
The relationship be- 
tween the two types of 
disorders is complex. One 
illness may cause the oth- 
er: for instance, according 
to SAMHSA, cocaine use 
may provoke such mental 
symptoms as panic at- 
tacks, psychotic episodes, 
and depression. At the 
same time, mental illness 
may lead indirectly to sub- 
stance abuse: people who 
suffer from panic attacks or 
depression often self-medicate 
with alcohol so that they can func- 
tion socially. Even when the 
two disorders develop inde- 
pendently — as with a 
patient who drinks ob- 
sessively as a teenager 
and then, in later 
years, develops 
schizophrenia — their 
effects become so inter- 
twined that they must be 
treated together, according 
to Barreira. And, finally, special- 
ists believe that severe childhood 
trauma may trigger both mental ill- 
ness and substance abuse. 






The key to the model being developed 
in Massachusetts is that it integrates exist- 
ing treatments for substance abuse and 
mental illness. “The basis of the treat- 
ment,” Barreira says, “is the acknowledg- 
ment that there are fundamental differ- 
ences between mental-health and addic- 
tion treatments and that both must be 
adopted in order for dual treatment to 
work.” 

Mental-health specialists, for example, 
often use medication to control patients’ 
symptoms; in addiction recovery, on the 
other hand, the emphasis is on ridding the 
body of all drugs. Drug rehabilitation re- 
lies heavily on self-help support groups, 
which are less appropriate for those with 
mental illnesses because such patients of- 
ten have trouble discussing their symp- 
toms. Finally, substance abusers can be- 
have normally when they are not using 
drugs or alcohol; as a result, they may 
deny that they have a problem. People 
with mental illness, on the other hand, 
have no control over when their symptoms 
will strike and often cannot be fully cured. 
Whereas drug treatment focuses on absti- 
nence and recovery, mental-health treat- 
ment aims for stability and rehabilitation. 

The first step of the dual-diagnosis 
model is to determine whether a patient 
suffering from a mental illness is, in fact, 
addicted to drugs or alcohol. In some 
treatment programs, such as Sciacca’s 
program at Harlem Valley Psychiatric 
Center in New York, a clinician looks into 
family history to determine whether the 
patient is at high risk for chemical depen- 
dency. The clinician then contacts the 
substance-abuse group at the facility to 
devise a treatment program. 

Before actual treatment can begin, spe- 
cialists must stabilize the patient’s addiction 
and related emotional distress, whether 
through detoxification or group therapy. 
Once that is achieved, patients are educat- 
ed on the effects of substance abuse, the 
symptoms of their particular mental disor- 
der, and how they affect each other. 

“It is not currently explained to patients 
that the depression they feel leads them to 
drinking, which, in turn, causes them to 
feel depressed,” says Barreira. “It sounds 
basic, but the only way to keep a reluctant 
patient involved is to fill them in.” 

Whether patients are receiving residen- 
tial or outpatient treatment, group therapy 
aimed at substance abuse is integrated 
into their mental-health care. Because 
many individuals who suffer from mental 
illness are not comfortable attending 
groups such as Alcoholics Anonymous or 
Narcotics Anonymous, speakers from both 
AA and NA are invited to speak to patient 
groups. 

Once patients are sober, they “feel more 
independent and they are in more control 
of their lives, something that both sub- 
stance abuse and mental illness can rob 
them of,” explains Barreira. “The truth is, 
there are many people who can live func- 
tional, fulfilling lives if they could only see 
how one illness feeds off the other. Until 
recently, there was no way for them to un- 
derstand that correlation when those of us 
treating them were still somewhat in the 
dark. With the development of new treat- 
ments and our own education, we can 
change that.” ®

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To residents of a working-class Lowell neighborhood, 
having a toxic waste site in their back yard was bad 
enough. When a trash-handling plant tried to move 
in next door, they said it was time to stop dumping 

on their community. 
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N AYERS CITY, a blue-collar stretch of 


tightly packed houses south of downtown 


Lowell, kids once played a game unique to 
the neighborhood. They called it “Light the 
Ground on Fire,” and it involved tossing 
matches onto a strip of industrial Tanner 


Street to see if it would ignite, remembers 


Norine Brodeur, who grew up and raised her 


children in Ayers City. “The kids would like 
to watch the fire dance and the dirt burn,” 
she recalls now, nearly 20 years later. “It 
would burn in different colors.” 


Today, it’s clear why. Tanner Street was once home to the 
Silresim Chemical Corporation, which recycled solvents 
from other firms until it went bankrupt in the late 1970s, 
abandoning waste drums just hundreds of feet from nearby 
houses. Chemicals seeped into the ground, contaminating it 
so badly that today the parcel is on the US Environmental 
Protection Agency’s list of “priority” Superfund sites — it’s 
undergoing a $41 million cleanup that will continue for 
decades. “You could call this a chemical trespass,” says 
David Ozonoff, chair of Boston University’s Department of 
Environmental Health, who led a 1983 study that found ele- 
vated rates of respiratory problems, bowel dysfunction, and 
other ailments in Ayers City. “Or a chemical mugging.” 

The drums are gone now, and the land is capped with clay 
and stone while specialists from the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, working behind KEEP OUT signs and barbed wire, 
slowly clean the Silresim site. But two decades after Silresim 
was abandoned, residents have woven its impact on Ayers 
City into a fight against what they call a new threat to their 
neighborhood. In a pending lawsuit, a New Hampshire com- 
pany is asking Lowell Superior Court to overturn the Lowell 
Board of Health’s rejection of its bid to build a trash-transfer 
plant on the lot next to the Silresim site. The board’s 
March 1998 decision followed months of hearings in which 
residents’ groups fought the plan after state environmental 
officials gave it the green light. Ultimately, the health board 
found several reasons to reject Merrimack Valley Process- 
ing’s bid to use Tanner Street for its plant, which if built 
would handle 500 tons of trash per day. Increased truck traf- 
fic. Noise. Possible air pollution. 

But one reason stood out. Citing the damage Silresim had 
already done to the area, the board called the case a matter 
of “environmental justice” — a term academics and activists 
have used for about a decade to argue that poor and minori- 
ty neighborhoods shouldn’t be stuck with the nation’s waste- 
handling facilities and similar burdens simply because they 
lack political muscle. “The natural inclination is to put facili- 

ties like this in neighborhoods that have difficulty defending 
themselves against this kind of project, and where others 
have already gone,” says Evan Slavitt, the board’s attorney. 

The fight in Lowell could help change that decades-old 
trend. It’s all but unheard-of for local governments to factor 
environmental justice into urban planning, yet the Lowell 
health board’s action demonstrates a tool for them to do so: 


boards of health, often staffed only part-time, nonetheless 
wield enormous power in Massachusetts, acting as a check 
on regulations that allow clusters of potentially unhealthy in- 
dustrial uses near residential areas. At a time when the film A 
Civil Action is dramatizing the damage polluters inflict on 
their neighbors, the Lowell fight tests the ability of cities and 
residents to shake off new risks. “It’s very courageous of the 
board of health to use that [environmental justice] 

criteria. . . . It’s not a conventional edict of public-health pol- 
icy,” says Ken Geiser, a professor of work environment at 
the University of Massachusetts at Lowell’s Toxic Use Re- 
duction Institute. 

It took some creativity for Slavitt and the board to work 
the concept into the official deliberations. State law allows 
health boards to examine several factors when deciding 
whether a site is suitable for a wastc-handling plant. Envi- 
ronmental justice is not among them, yct the concept of 
“nuisance” is. Solution? The board called environmental 
justice a “nuisance” issue. “It’s precedent-setting in Massa- 
chusetts. . . . This [sets] a substantial precedent that’s con- 
sistent with modern thinking on how you understand envi- 
ronmental issues,” Slavitt says of the board’s decision. 
Lowell policy, in other words, vaulted beyond state statutes 
on environmental justice. Indeed, the board called the ab- 
sence of that concept from the list of relevant criteria a “re- 
grettable omission.” 

Memories of what Ozonoff calls the “chemical mug- 
ging” of Ayers City have never been far from the move- 
ment against the trash-transfer facility. For Ayers City 
residents like Carol McCarthy, it’s been a very personal 
struggle — not just to improve Lowell's image, but to 
keep their small neighborhood free of new burdens. “They 
[Merrimack] thought we were poor, stupid people who 
would welcome them with open arms, not fight this, not 
even know how to start,” says McCarthy, co-chair of the 
Sacred Heart Neighborhood Improvement Group, one of 
more than 20 organizations that opposcd the plan before 
the board of health. “It has cost thousands and thousands 
for them to fight us. Now, we are still fighting and they 
are still spending.” 

The preschool teacher offers many reasons why Ayers 
City is the wrong site for the trash-handling plant. And 
while residents would undoubtedly have opposed the plan 
even if Silresim had never existed, McCarthy says the 
protest stems partly from Tanner Street's history: “What 
we are saying is that the ncighborhood can’t take it, the 
street can’t take it.” Quoted in 1997 in the Lowell Sun, 
McCarthy complained of “dumping” on Tanner Street. 
“Please leave us alone and Iet us recover from Silresim,” 
she said after the Department of Environmental Protection 
declared the Tanner Street site suitable for the plant. 

“1 think the intensity of their outrage, and the feeling of in- 
sult being added to injury, was heightened by the previous 
burdens borne by the neighborhood, most notably Silresim 
— no doubt about that,” says John Rumpler, an attorney 
with Boston-based Alternatives for Communities and Envi- 
ronment, which is representing a coalition of neighborhood 
groups that have intervened in the court case in an effort to 
uphold the decision.

CHANGING 
THE LAW 


HEN THE LOWELL Board of Health 

blocked the siting of a trash-transfer sta- 
tion next to a Superfund chemical-waste site on 
the city’s south side last year, it relied on a cre- 
ative interpretation of state environmental law. 
Members said the issue was one of “environmen- 
tal justice,” calling it unfair to increase the stress 
on neighborhoods already coping with environ- 
mental burdens. 

It's not certain whether the board’s decision 
will hold; the company secking to build the plant 
has appealed the decision in Lowell Superior 
Court. But the case could spur an important 
change in state environmental codes — one that 
would help low-income and minority communi- 
ties, which often face more than their share of 
hazards, to avoid new risks. 

As part of its work with residents opposing 
the trash-transfer station, the Boston-based 
nonprofit group Alternatives for Communitics 
and Environment (ACE) began lobbying statc 
officials last fall to incorporate environmental- 
justice concerns into Massachusetts policy. Be- 
cause the concept is not part of the state’s cur- 
rent rules, the Lowell Board of Health ad- 
dressed environmental injustice as one of the 
broadly defined “nuisances” that can warrant 
rejection of a plant. Now, the Lowell fight has 
led the Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) to mull over revising the criteria for sit- 
ing new waste-handling plants so as to consider 
the “cumulative burden” existing industrics have 
placed on a neighborhood. 

The state could offer that change for public 
comment within the next two wecks, according 
to James Doucett, the DEP’s deputy director of 
business compliance. Doucett says the proposed 
rules would allow regulators to consider the bur- 
dens placed on a neighborhood by various types 
of contamination — i.e., water pollution from 
one industry combined with air pollution from 
another. 

That’s not easy, though — Doucett notes that 
establishing “cumulative burden” is an inexact 
science. “We know how to add up air pollutants 
and water contaminants,” he says, “but when you 
add the air and water to someone's individual 
health, it is quite complicated.” 

Doucett stresses that the state’s plans are pre- 
liminary and that public hearings and comments 
will be considered once any plans are floated. 
What’s obvious, though, is that the Lowell resi- 
dents’ fight could resonate well beyond their city. 
Says ACE lawyer John Rumpler: “It’s a crucial 
first step toward integrating the idea of environ- 
mental justice into DEP public policy.”

HE SILRESIM “burden” dates back to 1971, when the 
company (its odd name is the last name of its owner 
spelled backward) began operations on Tanner Street. For 
seven years, Silresim reprocessed and stored industrial waste 
from other firms — glue, pesticides, and other compounds 

with far longer names. 

Eventually, after being cited for several violations in the 
mid-1970s, the company fell behind in its reprocessing 
work; it ceased operations and declared bankruptcy in 1977. 
The waste storage drums remained, corroded and leaking — 
about 30,000 of them, soaking the ground. Years after the 
site was abandoned, community organizers — including 
Cambridge environmentalist and recent congressional candi- 
date John O’Connor — began pushing for the site’s cleanup 
and calling attention to reports of illness in Ayers City. 
Norine Brodeur, who served as president of Lowell Fair 
Share and founded an Ayers City chapter, recalls that her 
children were often ill with persistent colds and sore throats, 
problems her neighbors were found to share. Fair Share, in a 
survey of neighborhood residents, 
found a variety of health problems, 
including skin rashes, headaches, and 
respiratory infections. Many local 
women reported miscarriages and 
stillbirths, according to a state report 
that cites the Fair Share survey. (Ac- 
cording to a 1995 state assessment of 
the site, variables such as workplace 
hazards and smoking levels were not 
factored into the survey.) Brodeur, 
who later founded the Greater Lowell 
























nearby residents. 





Environmental Campaign, miscarried 
twice, misfortunes she believes were 
linked to Silresim. “We wanted to think we were safe in our 
own back yards,” says Brodeur, who now lives in Florida. 
“And we were not.” 

Ayers City residents’ belief that chemicals once stored at 
the site were causing illness was backed up in the 1983 clini- 
cal study led by Ozonoff, which found elevated rates of res- 
piratory problems and bowel dysfunction. The study also 
showed that proximity to the site was associated with easy 
bruising or bleeding, chest pains, and headaches. It’s clear 
that even after the barrels were removed, chemicals from Sil- 
resim saturated the ground. Ozonoff recalls a chemical 
stench in the air around the time the study was conducted, 
and his wife complained of her nose burning; “it was obvious 
there were chemicals all over the ground” at the abandoned 
site, he says. In 1983, after intense lobbying, the site was 
placed on the EPA’s National Priorities List and capped to 
limit exposure. 

According to an article by Ozonoff that appeared in a 
scientific journal in 1987, several chemicals — including 
the compound trichloroethylene, which is linked to 
leukemia —were stored at the site and were detected in 
the air nearby. Trichloroethylene is the same compound 
found in the polluted Woburn wells at issue in the case 
that inspired A Civil Action. A public-health assessment 
performed by the state for the federal government in 1995 
reports a “significant” elevation of leukemia among wom- 
en for the period 1982—1989 in the census tract contain- 
ing Silresim. It’s probably impossible to tell whether ex- 
posure in Ayers City will lead to future illnesses — 
Ozonoff notes the long latency period for many cancers 
and the inherent difficulties of trying to study cancer in 
small populations. “What do I think will happen to people 
in the long term? It’s my belief, absent any evidence, and 
my hope that nothing happens,” he says. “But they were 
placed at an unnecessary risk.” 

Brodeur, too, worries about the long-term conse- 
quences of residents’ proximity to Silresim — including 
her own. Her home in Ayers City was among the closest 
to the site. The children she says had a hard time fending 
off sickness while growing up in Ayers City are healthy 
now, but she looks warily toward the future. “You always 
worry,” says Brodeur, 46. “I worry they may get sick 
themselves or not have healthy children.” She sees 
progress — albeit delayed — in the Lowell Board of 
Health’s ruling that Ayers City has, in effect, been 
through enough. “Cities need to learn to grow and pros- 
per in a way that the environment can be preserved,” she 
says. “It seems to be sitting in [city officials’] minds now. 
I hope so. It sounds like they understand that what they 
do in one year can affect them for the next 100.” 


OULD THIS fight be necessary in Wellesley? “In 

my opinion, no way,” says John Rumpler. In the Al- 
ternatives for Communities and Environment (ACE) of- 
fice in Roxbury’s Dudley Square, the 33-year-old attor- 
ney sits before a mass of maps and briefings that he be- 
lieves make a good case for upholding the health board’s 
decision. Rumpler and the neighborhood groups contend 
that emissions from the waste-handling plant would push 
the level of particulate matter in the surrounding neigh- 
borhood above safe limits. It’s roughly the same case that 
ACE and activists made when opposing an asphalt plant 
proposed for the Roxbury/Dorchester border, arguing 
that it would worsen existing levels of respiratory trouble 
in surrounding neighborhoods. 

In this case, Rumpler says there’s proof, in black and 

white, that the fight over the trash-transfer site is a matter 
of environmental justice. He points to the Environmental 





Notification Form that Merrimack Valley Processing filed 
for the project with the Massachusétts Department of En- 
vironmental Protection, which gave the company the go- 
ahead on the Tanner Street site before the Lowell Board 
of Health said no. “If you look at the application by Mer- 
rimack Valley, and you look at where they investigated 
potential sites before they settled on this one, you will not 
find affluent communities at all,” he says. “You will find 
they settled on Worcester and Lowell.” 

Gerald Moore, attorney for Merrimack Valley, calls Rum- 
pler’s analysis flawed. “That’s a misunderstanding of supply 
and demand,” Moore says. “You don’t put 500-ton-per-day 
stations in [small] towns like Carlisle, because the waste 
stream isn’t there.” 

A trash-transfer station is “a sensible and clean environ- 
mental way to deal with a problem that exists locally and will 
always be there locally,” he adds. “The trash fairy doesn’t 
come and take your garbage away at night.” 

And Merrimack Valley Processing, of course, doesn’t 
share the view that a trash-transfer 
station on Tanner Street is bad for the 
environment. Using its own expert 
witnesses before the board of health 
— and noting that it won the go- 
ahead to use the site from state envi- 
ronmental officials — the firm said 
concerns over the plant’s impact on 
the surrounding neighborhood were 
unfounded. Merrimack Valley refutes 
the testimony of the citizen groups’ 
witnesses on several points, notably 
on the plant’s impact on local air 
quality. In its appeal, the company 
contends that the board made a mav-

erick decision, thwarting state laws governing how boards of 
health should determine the suitability of proposed sites. 
“You have people saying we can’t have this heavy industry on 
Tanner Street because it is environmentally incorrect to have 
heavy industry in heavy industrial zones,” Moore says. “Why 
zone land as industrial when you don’t want industry there?” 
Outside of court briefings, the company has focused more 
on the plant’s economic than its environmental impact, argu- 
ing that the facility would add to the struggling city’s tax base 
and employment rolls while cutting its trash budget. On the 
day of the board’s March 4, 1998, decision, the company

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bought a full-page advertisement in the Lowell Sun. iN THE 
LAST 10 YEARS, THIS IS WHAT’S HAPPENED TO LOWELL'S INDUS- 
TRIAL TAX BASE, read the text above a picture of a burly 
man representing 1988, when the tax base was $338 mil- 
lion. Standing next to the Stallone-esque figure is a short- 
er, twiggy Woody Allen look-alike, representing the 
shrunken 1998 tax base of $182 million. The paper’s 
ownership didn’t need convincing, supporting the pro- 
posed plant on the editorial page. 

The company has a point about economic development 
being needed in Lowell. Textile mills on the Merrimack 
River once fueled a thriving economy, but the mills are 
gone. Now, the city of about 100,000 has a per capita in- 
come in the state’s bottom 10 percent, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community 
Development. Still, the plant’s opponents aren’t con- 
vinced that the transfer station makes even economic 
sense. Lowell resident Mark Cote, for example, argues 
that the city needs to draw visitors, not trash. To that end, 
it has turned two of the old mills into textile 
museums and built stadiums for minor- 
league sports franchises. “The city as a 
whole is trying desperately to change its 
image,” says Cote, whose organization, 
Lowell Citizens for Environmental Justice, 
opposes the plant. “This would not help 
what we are working for with the muscums 
and the national park. We’re building a 
tourist industry. We have a baseball team, a 
hockey team.” 

Indeed, even from an environmental 
standpoint the fight over the trash-transfer 
station is not about stopping development. 
Opponents of the facility know Tanner 
Street will never be mistaken for Yosemite 
National Park. Carol McCarthy says she 
hopes less-damaging businesses will come to Tanner 
Street — one possibility, she muses, is a collection of 
used-car lots. “We are not against business,” says Mc- 
Carthy, photos of the old waste drums spread out on her 
dining-room table. “We are against the businesses they 
are trying to put there.” 

The old pictures belie the notion that opposition to the 
transfer facility is just another case of “not in my back yard.” 
Ayers City, plainly, has had plenty in its back yard. Environ- 
mental justice, John Rumpler says, is largely about looking at 
the “cumulative impact” of industries on neighborhoods like 
Ayers City. A waste-handling plant, in and of itself, may not 
overburden a neighborhood. But when it comes on top of a 
Superfund site, a metals-recycling facility, and other indus- 
tries on Tanner Street, it’s a different animal. 

For McCarthy, the concept of environmental justice 
resonates. Walking through Ayers City on a recent night, 
not far from the fence marking Silresim and the lot where 
Merrimack Valley Processing wants to build, McCarthy 
says the history of contamination hasn’t diminished her 
fondness for the area. “It’s a cute neighborhood,” she 
says. “I don’t want to be forced to move.” Forcing Mc- 
Carthy to do anything probably isn’t easy — the 46-ycar- 
old seems so tough as to be unbothered by the winter 
chill, wearing no hat or scarf with her jeans and Toronto 
Blue Jays coat (representing her son’s Babe Ruth League 
team). Still, she says that if the court overturns the 
board’s decision, she may consider leaving Ayers City. “If 
they keep dumping stuff like this,” she says, “I may say to 
my husband, ‘That’s it.’ ” te

January 14, 1994

“Twice in the past eight weeks, 
Brookline has been the staging ground 
of a new, more militant version of the 
anti-abortion movement, one fueled 
by a fanatical zeal aimed not so much 
at abortion-as-an-issue as at individu- 
al women seeking abortions. The 
protesters have turned from peaceful 
picketing to physical harassment, us- 
ing their bodies to try to prevent pa- 
tients from exercising their legal right 
to enter the clinics. . . . The new twist 
has put an unfortunate whipping boy 
in the middle: the town of Brookline, 
which is footing the bill to keep the 
peace.”

“Helms and Hyde are among the 
most conservative members of 
Congress. It is far from certain that 
they would be pushing for [this] bill if 
they thought it likely that liberals 
would use it to outlaw handguns or 
offer federally funded abortions to 
poor women. Similarly, it makes liber- 
als squirm a bit when they find them- 
selves opposing apparently democratic 
reforms — such as the national initia- 
tive amendment, direct election of the 
president, and the Helms-Hyde bill — 
out of fear that conservatives will do 
better with the people than they.”

KAY. YOU'VE GOT this little strapless number to die for. But 
you happen to live in New England, where winter doesn’t 
always stop at the door.

By virtue of their design, they tend to focus attention on the 
bust, which is always popular. And they neatly cover up “bingos,” 
those areas of dreaded upper-arm flab that drive many women to 
swear off sleevelessness entirely. 

For Angela Zampell, the young Boston stylemaker behind Mode 
Merr, the shrug represents a whole way of looking at life. “It’s part 
of a finished look,” she says. “Kind of like the whole retro move- 
ment. It says you’ve got everything you need — this is more some- 
thing you want.” Zampell makes shrugs in a variety of colors and 
materials; there’s a reversible red faux-fur shrug with a black-and-

A coffee underachiever makes a New Year’s resolution

USHERED IN the New Year with a headache that 

suggested a freight locomotive had slammed through 

my cranium. But there was something different about 
this year’s hangover. It came from drinking too little, not 
too much. I ran out of coffee. And now I was suffering the 
crippling symptoms of withdrawal. 

It was only upon hitting bottom that I could finally face 
a decade of denial. My habit was just three mugs a day — 
one in the morning, one for — I mean “with” — lunch, 
and one reserve cup for whatever glittering activities the 
evening might bring, such as Larry King Live. Hell, I 
didn’t even have one of those insulated plastic mugs you 
see the hard-core users toting around town with trembling 
hands. No, I’ve always regarded my coffee as though it 
came with an Rx from the pharmacist: to increase produc- 
tivity, administer one cup before turning on computer; to 
prevent drowsiness during warmup band, dispense auxil- 
iary mug 10 minutes prior to showtime. | controlled coffee, 
not the other way around. 

Or so I thought, until my skull-crushing caffeine with- 
drawal made me realize I had a bona fide chemical depen- 
dency. (Granted, I laced my chemical with half-and-half, 
but confirmed control freaks such as myself can’t stand 
being dependent on anything.) For the first time in my life, 
I made a New Year’s resolution: get off the brown stuff. 

I viewed my resolution not only as a way to get clean, 
not only as a small gesture of empowerment, but also as a 
chance to pay a visit to Mr. Yefim Shubentsov of 
Brookline. I’d heard Courteney Cox raving about him a 
few months earlier on the Tonight Show. According to 
Courteney, whom I had no reason not to trust, he was a 
mysterious healer who had cured her nicotine habit. A-list 
addicts from Billy Joel to Amy Tan have sworn by the 
“Mad Russian” and his “bio-energy,” ostensibly an inter- 
nal healing force to erase problems ranging from chain 
smoking to tennis elbow.

If 
this happened so often to so many women, wouldn't one have 
| been able to escape at one time or another and blow the whistle 
| on the whole operation, sparking an international outcry?

I asked Little Ed to see what he could find in the card file 
under “white slavery.” He came up with “Blond Sluts Ready 
for Whipping.” Ed, I said, the fact that it appeared on a Web 
page asking for your credit-card number argues strongly 
against its having authentic 19th-century origins. Not that sex 
slaves are strictly a 19th-century phenomenon. For that matter, 
Mark, I don’t know where you got the idea that the kidnap vic- 
tims all wound up in some sultan’s seraglio. Maybe we'd better 
take the whole thing from the top. 

Panic over the “traffic in women,” commonly known as white 
slavery, has surfaced periodically in the West, most notably in 
| England in the 1880s and again in the United States in the 
| decade prior to World War I. In the classic telling of the tale, 

young girls were abducted or cajoled from their homes and 
| spirited away to some foreign shore, where they were sold to 
brothels or wealthy rakes. The foreign shore wasn’t necessarily 
all that far away. In Victorian England, the main locus of iniq- 
uity wasn’t the Middle East but France. 

White slavery was a natural target for crusading journalists 
and defenders of public morality. In 1885, the famous English 
muckraker William Stead published a series of sensational arti- 
cles in the Pall Mall Gazette revealing that he’d purchased five 
virgins, one of whom was only 13. The articles described a sor- 
did sexual underworld in which rich men, with the connivance 
of the police and public officials, brazenly trafficked in children 
to satisfy their unspeakable lusts. The ensuing outcry led to the 
passage of antislavery legislation in Parliament. 

A similar uproar arose in the United States in 1910, when 
the US attorney in Chicago proclaimed that an international 
crime ring was abducting young girls in Europe and forcing 
them to work in Chicago brothels. This led Illinois congress- 
man James Mann to introduce what became known as the 
White Slave Traffic Act, or the Mann Act, which forbade the 
| transportation of minors across state lines for criminal purpos- 
es. Whatever impact the Mann Act may have had on white slav- 
| ery (not much, one suspects), its most common use was to 
| prosecute men for having sex with underage women. 

How prevalent was (and is) sex slavery really? I'd hesitate to 
| dismiss the whole thing as a myth, as some commentators have 
| done. There are plenty of child prostitutes in the world, and it’s 
| safe to say few of them got into the business willingly. 
| Kidnapping, as opposed to luring under false pretenses, is 
| probably uncommon, but it happens even today. In 1997, two 
| men in Oregon were charged with*white slavery for transport- 
ing two girls, ages 13 and 14, from Canada and forcing them 
to have sex with different men. There are also numerous 
| reports of sex slavery in Asia. 
On the other hand, the most lurid claims (e.g., that the sex- 
slave trade was a well-organized criminal enterprise with tenta- 
| cles in just about every major city) were almost certainly exag- 
| gerated. Investigators of alleged abductions in Victorian 

England often found that the victims had gone voluntarily. The 
| white-slavery paranoia in English-speaking countries created a 
| climate of prudery that led to campaigns against music halls, 
| racy French novels, and the like, and eventually to the criminal- 
| izing of prostitution, that most ancient of professions. One 
| doesn’t want to wink at kidnapping, child prostitution, and so 
| on. But as Bill Clinton can tell you, just because something's 
| immoral doesn’t mean it should be a crime. B

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Europeans mark the new year by taking a franc look at cultural 
currency. What’s lost in the exchange? 


HE FUN STARTED coming 

to an end on New Year’s Eve 

1992. I was celebrating the ar- 

rival of the new year with 

friends in a remote village of 
northeastern France, doing what the 
French do best: eating. A few minutes be- 
fore midnight, one friend rose to his feet, 
cheap vin du table in hand, and offered a 
halfhearted toast: “In just a few minutes, 
mes amis, we will no longer be French. We 
will be European.” 

The sense of jubilation in the room died 
down a bit. After all, what could upset a 
group of Frenchmen more than a new “na- 
tionality” lumping them together with those 
culinarily inept, rude-to-invade-us-so- 
many-times Germans? But 1993 was the 
birth year of the modern-day European 
Union, and there was nothing everyday cit- 
izens could do about it. 

Two weeks later, I jumped in a car 
bound for Luxembourg, where I would 
catch a flight back to America. When [| ar- 
rived at the border, the customs station 
was deserted and already in disrepair. Just 
three weeks earlier, crossing a European 
border had felt like a scene from an old spy 
novel: a dashing, slightly intimidating gen- 
darme had emerged from the booth, 
peered skeptically at my passport, asked 
me to open the trunk, and demanded to 
know where I was going and whether I had

any farm products. Once the policeman 
waved me on, I exhaled in relief. I felt I 
was getting away with something, even if I 
was just sneaking some cheese from one 
French-speaking country to another. 

But once the calendar flipped to 1993, 
the only thing at the border was a new 
flag: a circle of white stars on a field of 
blue. Just another kilometer marker along 
the roads of Europe. Suddenly, crossing 
from France to Luxembourg was about as 
exciting as driving from Massachusetts to 
New Hampshire. 

That was, in my book, the beginning of the 
end. The little sovereign country of Luxem- 
bourg just didn’t seem as cool any more. I’d 
always had a love affair with Europe, and 
when I was younger I dreamed of driving 
from border to border and filling my passport 
with stamps from every country on the conti- 
nent. My marks on the bedpost, so to speak. 

But in 1993, that dream died. 


ANUARY 1, 1999, brought about an- 
other major event in the short history 
of the European Union: the arrival of the 
ECU, or European Currency 
Unit, affectionately 


called the euro. The euro isn’t cash yet; for 
now it will be used only for large transac- 
tions, such as bank transfers between 
countries. Individuals can choose to write 
checks or make credit-card purchases in 
euros, or not. Stores are scrambling to list 
prices in both the “local” and euro curren- 
cies. The participating countries’ stock 
markets, now trading in euros, underwent 
an overhaul so dramatic that a friend of 
mine who trades stocks in Luxembourg 
has been preparing for months and worked 
well into the late hours on New Year’s Eve. 

Economists, to whom the dawn of the 
euro is a welcome move toward a new “Eu- 
roland” (sounds like an amusement park, 
doesn’t it?), talk about how much easier life 
will be for travelers. Once the euro becomes 
hard currency and begins circulating, in 
2002, tourists won’t have to exchange mon- 
ey (and thus won’t pay commissions, and 
thus won’t lose money) when hopping 
among the 11 participating countries. 

The irony, of course, is that this very 
convenience will make European travel less 
worthwhile. Part of the fun of Europe — 
and a primary reason for my border-to- 
border dreams — has always been the 
complex tapestry of languages, cultures, 
and, yes, currencies that coexist within as- 
tonishingly small distances. With the ar- 
rival of the euro, part of that tapestry 
fades. It means one less difference among 





the countries of Europe. The euro means 
no more division or multiplication when 
I’m in a European restaurant or store as | 
try to figure out how much “real” money 
I’m spending. Those calculations may be 
aggravating, but they’re also part of the 
travel experience. That exchange fee? It’s 
worth it for the novelty. 

Ah, the fun of being in Italy and spend- 
ing 200,000 lira on a meal! That may be 
the only time in my life I spend 200,000 of 
any Currency on anything. How cool it is to 
have a pocketful of gold-rimmed 10-franc 
coins, which make the perfect clink in the 
accordion case of the musician in the 
métro. It all feels like play money, because 
it isn’t green, it doesn’t fit in my dollar-size 
wallet, and the bills have a lot more zeros 
than I’m used to. 

A trip across Europe once meant keeping 
a watchful eye on the ups and downs of 
many financial markets, and being smart 
about the days you exchanged money. Tim- 
ing was essential. I still look back at one 
day in the late ’80s — a day when I cap- 
tured nearly 11 French francs to the dollar 
— as the Intel-investment moment of my 
currency-exchange career. The game was 
to buy high, sell low. Anyone could play. 

Now the franc, the lira, the mark, the punt, 
and others are soon to become artifacts. Over 
the next three years, they will gradually be 
phased out; they’re slated to become museum

pieces on July 1, 2002, when “local” curren- 
cies will be accepted no longer. Not only will 
there be no police at the borders, but those 
CAMBIO/CHANGE signs will slowly disappear as 
well. Soon, money clips won’t see the action 
they used to, just as passports haven’t since 
1993. I can hear myself talking to my grand- 
kids already: “When I was your age, I had to 
exchange money when I traveled.” 


URING THE latter half of 1994 I 

lived in Grenoble, France, where I 
witnessed another casualty of modern Eu- 
rope: yellow headlights. 

Yellow headlights were unique to French 
cars. Legend has it that they were devel- 
oped during World War II so French sol- 
diers could tell if the vehicle coming toward 
them was friend or foe. As with the Mag- 
inot Line, the Germans ended up benefiting 
more from such French ingenuity. (“Yellow 
headlights? Aim, fire!”) Nevertheless, yel- 
low headlights continued to be installed in 
French cars for 50 years after the war. 
When I drove with French friends in Ger- 
many, Belgium, or Luxembourg, they 
would never fail to point out any car with 
yellow headlights; they’d sometimes even 
go so far as to cheer when one passed us on 
the road. And from a practical standpoint, I 
always preferred yellow headlights to white 
ones, because they weren’t as glaring when 
you passed a car at night, and there was no 
need to polarize your rear-view mirror. 

But it was in late 1994 that the word 
came out of Strasbourg (the seat of the 
European Council) that for the sake of uni- 
formity, yellow headlights would be phased 
out. (And they say our Congress wastes 
time?) There were editorials in many 
French papers: “White headlights, another 
threat to our sovereignty.” Or worse yet: 
“A Peugeot just isn’t a Peugeot without 
yellow headlights. Elle n’est plus une 
voiture francaise.” 

Inevitably, yellow headlights began to dis- 
appear. When I returned to France in De- 
cember 1995, they were scarcely to be 
seen. Yet occasionally over the past cou- 
ple of years, when driving around re- 
mote, vineyard-studded areas of France, 

I’ve seen yellow headlights twisting 


along some ridiculously narrow road in the 
distance. And that has made me happy. 


HAVE a habit of getting wrapped up in 

cultural debates with the kind of stub- 
born Frenchman who responds to a dis- 
agreement with “Bah! Americaine!” and a 
Gallic shrug. I most often get this reaction 
when I argue that the loss of traditional 
European traditions—the two-hour lunch 
break, for example—is not a result of the 
“American imperialism” they see in the en- 
croachment of our movies, rock music, 


just a different type of money. In a recent 
report on NPR’s All Things Considered, a 
journalist interviewed a London cab driver: 
“They’re telling us there’s no room for the 
queen’s figurehead on the money,” the 
cabbie said. “Then it’s not my money.” 

In his defiance, the cabbie makes a point:

It’s a financial game open to anyone.

and fast-food restaurants. In a free coun- 
try, no cultural tradition disappears if peo- 
ple choose to keep it alive. That’s why 
most Germans still take an afternoon 
break for kuchen, the Spanish still eat din- 
ner at 10 p.m., the Brits still have teatime, 
the Irish still have Guinness all the time, 
and the French still get five to seven weeks 
of vacation per year (damn them). They 
refuse to settle for anything less. 

And that’s part of the reason the British 
are holding off on the transition to the 
euro. Not only are they rightfully skeptical 
that a single currency can work for 11 
“states” without a single government to 
manage it (you could say it’s always 
worked for Italy, but then they’re used to 
chaos); the British are also acknowledging 
that a currency change means more than 


a country’s currency is more than just the 
means by which it buys and sells goods. It 
says, “I am of this country. I reflect the 
pride of the people.” The yellow headlights 
were more than just yellow headlights. They 
were a distinct branding that said, This is a 
French car. 

European travelers are accustomed to a 
pocketful of diverse coins, a walletful of 
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colorful bills depicting artists and royalty 
(or the mystical Marianne) instead of ea- 
gles or past presidents. And each bill tells a 
different story from the country’s history. 

My mother, a high-school French 
teacher, includes a lesson every year on 
the meaning of French money. She 
shows American bills to students, and 
asks about Washington, Hamilton, and 
Lincoln. Then she passes around French 
bills, and asks about Eiffel, Cézanne, 
and Debussy. She explains how the 
French hold their artistic geniuses above 
their politicians and military heroes. The 
students are always stunned, she says, 
because they’d never thought to imagine 
Mark Twain or Ernest Hemingway on a 
US dollar. 

My favorite currency art is that on the 
French 50-franc bill. It depicts beloved au- 
thor Antoine de Saint-Exupéry, who was 
also a World War II airline pilot, with his 
world-famous sketch of le petit prince. Like 
a warm, crusty baguette morsel topped 
with Camembert, the bill is far more 
French than it could ever be European. 

I saved one of those bills. And even 
though I have more than three years to 
spend it, I can’t imagine I ever will. =

Five-spice beef and duck, 
crispy eel (outstanding, no joke), crispy 
scallops with black-pepper sauce, 
steamed prawns with garlic, whole fish 
with braised bean curd — a consistently 
fine meal handsomely served. You 
could dress up for this. BR Dim sum on 
Sat. and Sun., 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
PEARL DYNASTY, 25 Tyler St., 
Boston, 422-0664. $3-$16. When this 
opened in 1996 as Banana Leaf, it was 
Boston's only full-tiit Malaysian restau- 
rant. Malay food is the mother cuisine 
of Indonesian and Thai food, and there 
are heavy Southern Chinese influences 
from two centuries of migrants. It adds 
up to an amazing asam stingray with a 
vivid curry, numerous other seafood 
novelties, and also plenty of accessible 
soup and noodle dishes. 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as 
China Grove, this family-style restau- 
rant continues in the Mandarin and 
Szechuan tradition of its predecessor. 
Serves hoth standard Chinese fare as 
well as more adventuresome dishes like 
scallops with black-pepper sauce and 
sautéed eel with yellow leeks. BR Dim 
sum on Sat. and Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 





p.m. 
PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've 
been hesitating about Malaysian food, 
hesitate no more. Penang is as much 
fun as the old Trader Vic's, and has 
much more interesting food. The 
sharpest flavors are in the roti canai ap- 
petizer, as well as familiar morsels like 
the Penang popia and chicken satay. 
Lively entrées are the yam pots (featur- 
ing delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or 
crabs with a complex sauce, and the 
fragrant beef rendang. 

PEOPLE’S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edin- 
boro St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not 
a real cafeteria, but fewer frills and low- 
er prices than most of the current wave 
in Chinatown. You could make this your 
personal chow foon palace, but I'd also 
feast on lobster in ginger and scallion, 
clams in black-bean sauce, and salt- 
and-pepper squid. 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good 
attempt to market Vietnamese soup 
with a user-friendly menu describing the 
usual 18 variations of pho with encour- 
aging English prose. The soup is very 
close to what you can get with a little 
more courage elsewhere, once you've 
had a few experiences at Pho Bolsa. 
Stir-fries less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., 
Boston, 451-0247. $3-$5. Superb spe- 
cialist in noodle soups, beef or chicken 
based, with a variety of mix-ins. Also a 
line of drinks and desserts, and some, 
like “avocado juice” (actually a luscious 
milkshake), that are both. Small, 
homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. 
$3-$5. In the funky little 1920s diner 
building at the corner of South and 
Kneeland Streets, this all-hours diner 
serves solid, handmade versions of 
what you'd expect: burgers, fries, 
cheese omelets, and plenty of coffee. 
No beer or wine. BR All day Sat. and 
Sun. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $5- 
$26. In a dramatic and sophisticated 
setting, dishes strongly influenced by 
provincial French cuisine are sparked 
into the sublime by Asian seasonings. 
An emphasis on native New England 
game and seafood, as well as wonder- 
fully imaginative desserts. Lively bar 
scene as the evening progresses. 
BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Av- 
enue (Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425- 
3240. $16-$19. Traditional Parisian 
bistro flavors with some hearty Alsatian 
dishes. A clone of a second restaurant 
by Chicago's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, 
this is a remarkably useful restaurant 
for the Colonnade Hotel, the Sympho- 
ny-Prudential area, and anyone who 
happens by for breakfast lunch, dinner, 
drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for the 
"90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute garni, coq au vin, 
and duckling a l'orange, with important 
cabbage and potato statements on the 
side.

This is actually 
two restaurants in one — a formal din- 
ing room upstairs (jacket and tie re- 
quired) with entrées starting at $17, and 
a more relaxed and romantic café 
downstairs. BR Only on Easter and 
Mother's Day, 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
MAX’S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., 
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Boston, 330-9790. $4-$6. A trendy, 
downtown café with a New York deli 
struggling to get out. Kenya AA coffee 
with surprisingly good chicken soup and 
decent pastrami sandwiches, once you 
turn down the focaccia, Swiss-cheese, 
and Dijon-mustard options. 

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hov- 
ering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York 
in mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new 
wave of downtown lounge-restaurants. 
Cigars are abundant. The kitchen 
serves lunch, dinner, cocktails, and late 
supper. 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin 
St., Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A 
bustling, very moderately priced alter- 
native to the fancy dining room upstairs. 
The food is simple and low in fat, yet 
based on superflavorful ingredients. 
Don't miss anything with arugula, fresh 
basil, or the other great Italian flavor- 
ings. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with 
an adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. 
(off Tremont St., near Downtown Cross- 
ing), Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. 
Known primarily for its bar scene, this is 
a credible restaurant as well. The cook- 
ing is roughly New American; the build- 
ing is tall, narrow, and multistoried; and 
the dining room, upstairs from the after- 
work bustle, is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a 
wine-bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 
ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $10-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his 
life as a fisherman, and his love of the 
catch shines through everywhere. Or- 
der the mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's 
called “seafood aioli”), and whatever's 
on the specials board. 
SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., 
Boston, 567-9871. $3-$8. One of the 
classic Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted 
to a marvelous crisp. And a font of 
wood-fired, East Boston “barbecue” 
items — skewers of lamb or sausage 
served simply with peasant bread and a 
hot cherry tomato. And that's all there is 
in a neighborhood bar with a core of 
boxing fans. Don’t knock Boom-Boom 
Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in here. 


THE FENWAY 
BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restau- 
rant within blocks of Symphony Hall, 
but the nearest to Berklee, with a fine 
list of vegetarian items including fooled- 
me spring rolls and crunchy mee grob 
noodles. Elegant, uncrowded, and the 
food is beautifully presented. Omni- 
vores go for shrimp mermaid, garlic 
fish, and beef jungle. 

CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because 
the menu concentrates on vegetables 
with a little seafood and chicken — no 
red meat and little cheese — and be- 
cause so many of the worid-beat flavors 
work, Call it health gourmet, or call it 
the future, but call it “Kay-nah” as in the 
Latin, because the fun decor is faux an- 
cient Rome. 

MUCHO GUSTO, 1124 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-1020. $8-$14 (lunch, $5- 
$9). Great old Cuban music, kitschy 
collectibles off the sets of / Love Lucy, 
and superb hospitality make this fun. 
Healthful-ized Cuban food makes for 
pretty great dining, especially on the 
Cuban sandwich, black-bean soup, 
Cuban coffee, and anything deep-fried. 
BR Sun., noon to 4 p.m. 

SORENTO'S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. 
$6-$10. A (somewhat yuppie) neighbor- 
hood pizza parlor with food better than 
most “northern Italian” cafés. The se- 
cret: a short list of top ingredients 
worked into al dente pastas, delectable 
calzones and pizzas, and a couple of 
creamy sauces. 

WOODY'S GRILL & TAP, 58 Hemen- 
way St., Boston, 375-9663. $5-$14.

Fugakyu

HILE SUSHI BARS proliferate, the 

rest of the Japanese menu has trailed 

along slowly. No one has opened a 
fancy full-dinner Japanese restaurant since the 
overly ambitious Suntory sank like a cube of tofu 
into the cloudy miso soup of the Theater District. 
Without neglecting an extensive sushi menu — 
nor a really amusing sushi bar surrounded by an 
oval moat full of rapidly circling wooden boats — 
Fugakyu makes up for lost time in the other tra- 
ditional categories of Japanese food, such as 
soups, tempura, noodles, broiled dishes, tableside 
braises, stir-fries, and pickles. And it supplies 
such a good variety of tatami rooms and 
screened-off little dining areas that one hardly re- 
alizes how large the restaurant actually is. Al- 
though the name sounds a little risqué to Ameri- 
can ears, fugakyu apparently means “house of 
exquisite elegance” in Japanese. 

And they have the best version of fried ice 
cream I’ve ever tasted. 

But, of course, they also have sushi, and very 
good sushi. I started with an uni (sea urchin, $6) 
at the bar, and was delighted with the fresh, 
creamy quality of the sea-urchin roe piled onto 
two turrets of unobtrusive sushi rice, just accent- 
ed with a chef’s squeeze of lemon at the end. 
Modern sushi fans may go for something like the 
“caterpillar maki” ($8), and they will be reward- 
ed with a box full of meandering sections of 
roasted eel rolled up in rice and ingeniously coat- 
ed with thin slices of avocado (for the cute cater- 
pillar look). What’s neat is how well the flavors of 
these somewhat oily ingredients combine: this 
looks like fun and tastes 
like heaven. 

Also just right for the 
avant-garde is ikura tanza- 
ku ($6.50), which is 
served in a martini glass 
(glued down to the lacquer 
tray with wasabi paste, 
which looks like green Silly 
Putty underneath the base 
of the glass). This is made 
up of two orange things — 
salmon and slices of 
Japanese yam, topped with 
salmon eggs and some 
black caviar. The whole 
tastes like lox, and the play 
is in the various textures. 

Breaking out just a little 
from the sushi habit, I also 
sampled a vast sashimi 
deluxe ($25), arranged 
around three drifts of 
shredded daikon. This is 
raw fish without the anchoring rice of sushi, and 
in some ways the challenge to the chef is greater. 
The art of cutting sashimi is to make each slice a 
visual triumph, and, of course, these freestanding 
slices of fish are even more demanding of abso- 
lute freshness. (Fugakyu’s menu promises sea- 
sonal specials on “live-fish sashimi,” meaning not 
the notorious fish served still moving, but fish 
freshly killed from live tanks.) If you truly love 
the raw tuna (and not the horseradish-flavored 
green mustard or the seaweed wrapper) in tuna 
sushi, then you must graduate. to the thicker 
slices of tuna sashimi served at Fugakyu. And the 
salmon (interspersed with lemon slices), octopus 
(cooked for more flavor), tilefish, and sea bass 
(wrapped into a rose shape with shiso and flying- 
fish eggs) are almost as remarkable. 

For a cooked appetizer, you won’t go wrong 
with kani shumai ($7.50), six delicate dumplings 
that look like bay scallops wrapped in a thin skin 
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THE FIRST BIG full-dinner Japanese restaurant to open here in years, Fugakyu has a 
warren of screened-off dining rooms, brilliant green-tea ice cream, and sushi that arrives, in 


a moat, on little wooden boats. 


but are actually built of crabmeat and sharpened 
with a white-hot mustard paste on the side. Al- 
though it is listed as an appetizer, tsukemono 
(Japanese pickles, $4) is most handy as a side 
nibble with the soup or rice. (Dinners each in- 
clude a bowl of white miso soup and bowls of 
sticky Japanese rice.) These pickles were espe- 
cially distinctive. The hyper-green cucumbers 
tasted of green shiso, the purple eggplant strips 


of purple shiso, and the carrot sticks of sesame; 
the yellow daikon pickles were wonderfully sweet 
and salty. 

Vegetarian tempura ($17) has a great presen- 
tation — a fan of fried vermicelli propped up by 
a straw boat and in turn supporting fried sticks 
of asparagus, disks of eggplant and zucchini, 
playing cards cut from sweet potato, and smaller 
dominoes of red and green bell pepper. “Fu- 
gakyu Garden” ($18) is a stir-fry of mixed veg- 
etables that advertises matsutake mushrooms, 
the prized autumn mushrooms for which 
Japanese collectors jet to the Pacific Northwest 
and comb the pine forests. I have to say that the 
few pieces of mushroom in this stir-fry are very 
good, but they lack the distinctive piney-spicy 
aroma déscribed by Japanese sources, which I 
have also noted in a closely related species that 
grows on Cape Cod. Since this isn’t the season 
for any wild mushrooms, | will hazard the guess 


that Fugakyu is using canned matsutake — < 
woodsy product somewhere between a fresh shi- 
itake and a fresh portobello. Good, but not excit- 
ing. In a sense, that returns our attention to the 
rest of the vegetables — fresh asparagus, greer 
beans, napa cabbage, red and green bell peppers 
and quite a lot of pea pods and carrots — bu! 
one could have a more satisfying dish for muct 
less money with, say, dried shiitake mushrooms 
Fugakyu does get points for cor- 
rect undercooking of the familia 
vegetables. 

The wine list isn’t all that well- 
tuned to Japanese dishes and 
doesn’t list vintage years, but we 
were happy enough with the 97 
Marquis de Goulane Sancerre 
($25). The more serious defi- 
ciency is in the selection of sake 
(only three brands), which is 
remedied somewhat by a good 
selection of Japanese beers and 
single-malt Scotch whiskies. 

Now about that fried ice cream. 
It’s called “tempura ice cream” 
($5), and it is served, somewhat 
unusually, in a bowl of whipped 
cream. The breading is thicker 
than tempura, and cakey, which 
adds just the right note of sweet- 
ness to the green-tea ice cream. 
Unlike any previous green-tea ice 
cream I’ve tasted, this was bright 

green and had the slightly spinachy flavor of top- 
quality gyokuro tea. A perfect hint of sweetness 
devolves from a dab of red-bean paste atop the 
fried ice cream, itself surmounted by a maraschi- 
no cherry — which in context seemed perfectly 
Japanese. It all adds up to a delicious ice-cream 
treat in any language. 

Fugakyu servers aim to please, but the kitchen 
can get stalled when a large group comes in. 
With the place filling up by 7:30 on a Tuesday 
night in early January, this is bound to happen on 
a regular basis. Everyone is accommodating and 
apologetic, and it’s a swell place to hang out, but 
the pause was noticeable. There is no back- 
ground music at Fugakyu, though there is a 
background looped video of achingly beautiful 
Asian scenery and blossoms. os

Would wine be wood if it could? 


I’m oaky, you’re oaky

IGGING THROUGH SOME old 
columns recently, I came to the re- 
alization that it’s a rare “Un- 
corked” when | don’t mention either terroir 
or oak. The former I've already droned on 
about ad nauseam (fear not; history sug- 
gests it’ll turn up again), but I’m nothing if 
not a pedant, so now it’s time to rant about 





oak. 

I’ll start off this rant by admitting that I 
like oak. But the key, as always, is modera- 
tion. I suspect that if many modern-day 
wines were allowed to evaporate, the 
residue would resemble a sapling (or, in the 
case of older wines, an antique desk). 

Why is there oak in wine to begin with? A 
long time ago, winemakers realized that ag- 
ing their wines in oak barrels worked some 
sort of magic on the juice. It was soon dis- 
covered that the alternatives — concrete(!), 
ceramic, and now stainless steel — don’t do 
something that oak does: breathe. This slow, 
measured oxidation of wine affects the way it 
develops and matures in very desirable ways. 


But the effects of oak don’t end there. 
Along with air, the taste of the barrel also 
leaches into the wine. This can be con- 
trolled by modifying the amount of “toast” 
(or “char” — barrel-makers will literally 
burn the inside of the barrel, which limits 
the transfer of oxygen and changes the fla- 
vor flowing from the wood to the wine). It 
also diminishes over time; take a tour of 
many European winemakers’ cellars, and 
you'll see an awful lot of barrels from the 
18th and 19th centuries that impart no 
more flavor than stainless steel. And the 
smaller the barrel, the more wine is exposed 
to wood. 

As I’ve noted before, winemakers often 
carry a good idea too far. Oak barrels have 
multiplied in cellars (asexually, we hope) un- 
til nearly every wine from some producers 
spends some time in 100 percent new oak. 
(The increasingly common phrase “200 per- 
cent new oak” means that wine was taken 
out of one set of barrels and transferred to a 
second, fresh set.) Winemakers also use spe- 


cially designed square barrels, oak chips, 
barrels with extra oak staves in the middle, 
and even “liquid oak essence,” all in an at- 
tempt to add more oak flavor to wine. 

But oak is a very strong flavor, one that 
can easily dominate all but the fiercest 
grape juice. Big, bold red wines can often 
“soak up” oak and still taste like wine, but 
less-assertive reds and many whites simply 
collapse under the woody assault. Some 
winemakers will use identical oaking tech- 
niques for chardonnay (a big, fruity, “fat”- 
tasting grape) and sauvignon blanc (a more 
angular, subtle, “thin” grape), which results 
in an oaky chardonnay and an undrinkable 
bottle of oak juice labeled sauvignon blanc. 

Winemakers will also claim that barrel- 
aging adds “complexity” to wine. This is 
nonsense: oak doesn’t add complexity, it 
adds oak. Complexity is derived from the 
interplay of all of a wine’s components — 
fruit, acidity, tannin, structure — of which 
oak is but one. Judiciously used oak can 
turn the right juice into a compelling ex- 
pression of the winemaker’s art, but all too 








often it obscures whatever character a wine 
might have had. 

So what does oak taste like? Descriptors 
like toast, vanilla, butterscotch, and spice 
are common; when these flavors dominate, 
or take on a slightly bitter taste on the fin- 
ish, there’s a good chance the wine is 
overoaked. This bitterness can also indicate 
the use of oak chips or liquid oak, especial- 
ly in inexpensive wines (oak is expensive, 
and the chance that a $10 chardonnay is 
extensively aged in high-quality French oak 
is... well, let’s say it’s unlikely). 

The problem — if you want to call it a 
problem — is that people like the taste of 
oak. Early New World winemakers, unable 
to afford expensive French oak, turned to 
strongly flavored American and Slovenian 
oak barrels. By the time they could afford 
the less-intrusive French stuff, the New 
World palate was accustomed to strong oak 
flavors in wine. Of course, this made Old 
World wines taste “thin” to the wealthy 
New World market, so many French and 
Italian winemakers capitulated and started 


burying their wines in oak (often with dis- 
astrous consequences: the big, assertive fla- 
vors of American and Australian wine can 
handle a lot more oak). If you ever see one 
of the new “unwooded” Australian 
chardonnays, try serving it to a few casual 
wine drinkers alongside a regular, heavily 
oaked Aussie chard. Most non—wine geeks 
won’t be able to identify (or like) the taste 
of the pure grape, because they’re so used 
to chardonnay with a large dollop of wood. 

If you’re a fan of oak, then you’re in luck; 
California, Australia, South Africa, Chile, 
much of Spain, southern France, and Tus- 
cany are your playground. There are plenty 
of lightly wooded wines from these areas, 
but a heavy use of oak is the norm. On the 
other hand, oak-phobes (like me) can take 
refuge in Germany, Austria, Alsace, New 
Zealand, the Loire Valley, and (strangely 
enough) Bordeaux, where oak is either 
nonexistent or more gently employed. 

If you’re unsure, the easiest way to find 
out is to do some side-by-side taste tests. 
American winemakers tend to oak their re- 
serve cuvées a lot more than their regular 
cuvées (and single-vineyard wines some- 
where in between). So, for instance, try the 
Chateau Ste. Michelle Chardonnay ($14), 
followed by the single-vineyard versions — 
Indian Wells ($24), Cold Creek ($26), Ca- 
noe Ridge ($28), etc. — and then the Re- 
serve ($31) to get a taste of this sort of oak 
escalation in action. Vina Tarapaca (Chile) 
is useful in this regard; the Chardonnay 
Maipo ($7) is lightly oaked compared to 
the Chardonnay Maipo Reserva ($11). Or 
taste the Trimbach Pinot Gris ($17) 
against the somewhat controversial Os- 
tertag Pinot Gris “Barriques” ($23). Both 
are from Alsace, but the former is oak-free, 
whereas the latter uncharacteristically sees 
small oak barrels. Finally, just to prove the 
sincerity of my earlier statement, here’s an 
oaky California chardonnay that even J love: 

1997 Meridian Chardonnay Coastal 
Reserve (Edna Valley) ($16). Rich aromas 
of pear, peach, kiwi, mango, and fig carry 
through to the creamy butterscotch-and- 
clove palate. There’s a firm, spicy apple 
character, along with some bitter citrus 
carried by the high acidity, and both work 
in harmony with the strongly oaked finish. 
The structure is there to age a few years, 
but this is a delicious wine right now.

Beef brisket and chopped 
(pork) barbecue best show off the 
smoker, and don’t miss the smoke-en- 
riched collards and cowboy beans. 
JAMES'S GATE, 5-11 McBride St., Ja- 
maica Plain, 983-2000. $8-$15. Joining 
Matt Murphy's on the short list of 
Boston's Irish bars with great food, 
James's Gate treats a mixed-age, infor- 
nal crowd to updated Irish pub classics 
‘like shepherd's pie) and truly impres- 
sive contemporary cuisine with Italian 
ind Mexican flavors. Don't miss the 
steamed mussels, the glazed pork chop 
ind salmon platters, or the “veggie que- 
iadilla,” which involves caramelized 
ihallots, spinach, and goat cheese. BR 
jun., 11 a.m. to3 p.m.

TACOS EL CHARRO, 349 Centre St., 
Jamaica Plain, 522-2578. $2-$12. Au- 
thentic Mexican food. Spicy shrimp, 
tripe soup, and soulful burritos and 
tacos. 


KENMORE/BU 
ATLAS GRILL, 3 Lansdowne St., 
Boston, 437-0300. $6-$15. A dark, 
chromed, high-tech sports bar on the 
first floor of Jillian's pool hall. The 
kitchen turns out nice pizzas, salads, 


and a terrific hummus plate; there's 
also a wall-size bank of televisions and 
a series of participatory computer 
games that send patrons on quests 
around the restaurant. 

AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. 
$4-$12. The second baby from the team 
behind Cambridge's Miracle of Science 
is a sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled 
room that produces some of the best 
grilled food you can get in a bar: moist 


chicken slices tossed over a salad, an 
amusing box of Chinese potstickers, 
seared rare tuna steak, a generous 
cheeseburger with the most flavorful 
home fries for miles. 

BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $5-$16. One of 
the city's first brewpubs, this lofty, neo- 
industrial space across from Fenway 
Park offers a large and changing selec- 
tion of beers, from cask-conditioned 
ales to fruit novelties. Since our review, 
the menu has been spruced up to in- 
clude eclectic Americana like mako 


shark skewers. 

CAFE SHIRAZ, 1030 Comm Ave, 
Boston, 566-8888. $10-$17. A large 
and pretty place, with a rotation of exot- 
ic Persian dishes in a generic Middle 
East and American kosher (meat) 
menu. Don't miss the soups, pilafs, ke- 
babs, shishlik, and baklava. Open Sat- 
urday nights, but closed Friday nights 
and Saturday lunches. 

CHOE’S CAFE, 957 Comm Ave, 
Boston, 783-8702. $6-$23 (lunch, $5- 
$8). Down the block from 
the Paradise nightclub, a 
little paradise of sushi and 
savory Korean dishes. 
Don't miss the seafood 
scallion pancake, udong, 
bulgoki, Korean-style spicy 
squid, and “salmon-skin 
fried rice.” Sushi aside, the 
Japanese food is less 
great than the Korean 
food. 

CORNWALL’S RESTAU- 
RANT AND OYSTER 
BAR, 510 Comm Ave, 
Boston, 262-3749. $4-$7. 
English-theme pub with 
excellent beers and ales 
(draft stouts!) and quietly 
homemade food. First- 
class raw bar. A proper 
grilled Reuben sandwich. 
Lean pastrami. Real fried 
potatoes. Small, personal- 
type space, so beware of 
Red Sox fans. BR Only on Sundays of 
Red Sox home games, noon to 3 p.m. 
ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 247-1500. 
$10-$19. Just a great restaurant, doing 
everything well. The Cambodian food, 
like somlah machou, banana-flower sal- 
ad, and amok de fruits de mer, is a 
whole level up from any other South- 
east Asian restaurant in the area. The 
French food is no longer just for cow- 
ards — it’s first-class nouvelle cuisine, 
with gloriously beautiful and delicious 
desserts. 


NORTH END 
ALLORO, 351 Hanover St., Boston, 
523-9268. $12-$25. Simple, inspired 
dishes, in a tiny storefront restaurant. 
No frills — just intensely personal ser- 
vice and truly outstanding food. Cash 
only. Menu changes daily. 

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. 
$7-$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria 
and roastery. See listing under Beacon 
Hill. 

MAMMA MARIA, 3 North Sq., Boston, 
523-0077. $18-$24. Multileveled, can- 
dlelit spot with pink tablecloths and 
fresh flowers on the tables. Seasonal 
menu, with an emphasis on the innova- 
tive. 

MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., 
Boston, 723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a 
Newbury Street bistro with better food. 
Some of the fancy Italian dishes come 
with highly flavored colorless sauces as 
weirdly effective as transparent beer; 
some are just directly tasty. Be sure to 
have the antipasti (which lean on fresh 
grilled vegetables), the veal marsala, 
and seafood with “tomato-water” sauce. 
Try to get the chocolate paté with rose- 
water, too. 

MAURIZIO’S, 364 Hanover St., Boston, 
367-1123. $15-$24. At street level, this 
is a spare, crowded trattoria with off- 
white walls; downstairs, it's roomier and 
feels warmer, with exposed brick and a 
wine cellar. The menu is strong on 
bistro-ized version of Italian standards; 
more inventive dishes are hit-or-miss. 

IL NIDO, 257 North St., Boston, 742- 
4272. $9-$20. Not cheap, not pretty, not 
innovative, but Il Nido wins our hearts 
with a modern Italian menu executed 
reliably, and some extras: reservations, 
brick-oven pizza, and a variety of 
desserts that is positively un-Italian. 

IL PANINO, 11 Parmenter St., Boston, 
720-1336. $7-$12. Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely pre- 
pared and served by a staff that oozes 
charm. A local favorite, as you can tell 
from the line outside the door. 
RESTAURANT POMODORO, 319 


Hanover St., Boston, 367-4348. $9-$20. 
A few-frills storefront offering savory, al- 
most overwhelming platters. The action 
is in the daily specials, but watch for the 
red meat, risotto with lamb sausage, 
anything with fritters, and the roast-veg- 
etable salad. They take reservations 
but use the nearby cafés when tables 
aren't ready. No desserts, so it’s back 
to the cafés. No problem. 

SAGE, 69 Prince St., Boston, 248- 
8814. $15-$21. A treasure trove of fine 
food in a small, understated room. 
Along with the herb after which the 
restaurant is named, chef Tony Susi is 
partial to local ingredients and novel 
combinations: pan-seared sea bass, 
New England shellfish stew in lemon- 
grass broth, oven-roasted sausage with 
braised cabbage and soft polenta. 
TERRAMIA, 98 Salem St., Boston, 523- 
3112. $9-$24. A tiny spot with beamed 
ceiling, terra-cotta floor, and stucco 
walls. Comforting but creative Italian 
cuisine — inventive but not wild. Impec- 
cable seafood, especially the swordfish 
dishes, which are like air. 


SOUTH BOSTON 
ZYDECO GRILLE, 77-79 Dorchester 
St., South Boston, 464-2500. $6-$18. 
Les bon temps roulez, cher, albeit 
somewhat amplified for the heart of 
South Boston. Don’t expect the epony- 
mous Afro-Franco-American music, but 
expect a variety of brews, spicy fried 
seafood, pretty fair barbecued ribs, 
cornbread, and bread pudding. Yes, 
they do have gator nuggets, but we pre- 
ferred the crawfish as “Zydeco pop- 
corn.” 


SOUTH END 
ADDIS RED SEA, 544 Tremont St., 
Boston, 426-8727. $6-$9. Perhaps 
Boston's most exotic dining experience, 
and certainly one of its most rewarding. 
Spicy Ethiopian stews arrive on huge 
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sourdough pancakes as patrons sit on 
stools around woven tables. Be sure to 
start with a warm dip and the cottage 
cheese with red-pepper powder. Eating 
without silverware turns out to be easier 
than you think. 

ANCHOVIES, 433 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 266-5088. $5-$10. A lively 
neighborhood bar whipping up pizzas, 
calzones, and fresh pasta. Terrific value 
— when you can find a booth. 
AQUITAINE, 569 Tremont Street, 
Boston, (617) 424-8577. $16-$23. Seth 
and Shari Woods build on the success 
of Metropolis Café with this new all- 
French bistro that reminds us how good 
foie gras and truffles can be. Hanger 
steak and fries are so deeply flavored 
with truffle demigiace they seem almost 
cheap at $17; same for the duck-and- 
foie-gras ravioli, You'll barely recognize 
the old space of Botolph’s on Tremont, 
now sleek and dark and woody; the 
crowd is huge and so is the somewhat 
pricy wine list. 

BOB THE CHEF'S, 604 Columbus 
Ave., Boston, 536-6204. $6-$14. The 
same mild-mannered soul food in a 
newly (and handsomely) bistro-ized 
space makes this a mellow place for an 
evening out, often with live jazz. Espe- 
cially recommended: the “glorifried 
chicken," catfish fingers, crab cakes, 
and sweet-potato pie. BR Sun., 11 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. with live jazz. 
CLAREMONT CAFE, 535 Columbus 
Ave., Boston, 247-9001. $10-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). A fresh café that suits 
the South End, with informal service 
and a touch of bohemia in the decor. 
The food is serious enough to suit any- 
one, with fine soups, unusual salads, 
deliciously garnished entrées, and 
knockout desserts. BR Sat., 8 a.m. to 3 
p.m., and Sun., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

THE DELUX CAFE & LOUNGE, 100 
Chandler St., Boston, 338-5258. $5-$9. 
The perfect, five-star, not-a-false-note 
postmodern café-bar for people in their 
20s. Deceptively simple great food and 
openhearted, sincere cool make this a 
great visit for anyone else. Wall art and 
music superbly evoke the '50s-'90s 
connection. 

FRANKLIN CAFE, 276 Shawmut Ave., 
Boston, 350-0010. $12-$14. A hidden 
location, a modest sign, and a consider- 
able reputation for simple dishes with a 
twist of brilliance — and it all works, 
nightly, for a variety of South Enders 
and knowing drive-ins. No desserts, 
which means there's no reason to avoid 
the “side starch” dishes like garlic 
mashed potatoes. 

GEOFFREY'S CAFE-BAR, 578 
Tremont St., Boston, 266-1122. $7-$15. 
A lovely, Parisian re-take on the former 
space of Hamersiey's Bistro, with reli- 
able bistro food at most un-Parisian 
prices. A younger South End bohemian 
crowd has noticed, and they can eat re- 
markably well if they stick to the spicy 
grilled shrimp, pastas, Brazilian steak 
sandwich, beef bourguignon, and large 
desserts. 

GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 357-1620. $11-$20. Not hard to 
guess what you want to order. Grilled 
fish of many species are excellent, with 
very complementary sauces. Fried cala- 
mari are neither grilled nor fish, but they 
are great, too. Loud bar/dating atmo- 
sphere, but the informality and friendly 
staff make everyone comfortable. 
HAMERSLEY'S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St., Boston, 423-2700. $18-$27. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale ac- 
cent: guests wear ties while the chefs 
wear baseball caps. Famed for duck 
confit, wild mushroom and garlic sand- 
wich, and roast chicken with garlic, 
lemon, and parsiey — an olfactory and 
culinary triumph. One of Boston's best. 
HARVEY'S, 99 St. Botolph St., Boston, 
266-3030. $8-$20. A modestly priced 
New American joint tucked in the quiet, 
leafy area between Huntington Ave and 
the bistro zone of the South End. The 
renovated-brownstone feel of the place 
(two stories, exposed brick walls) cre- 
ates a sense of homey cool. BR Sat. 
and Sun. 11:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

ICARUS, 3 Appleton St., Boston, 426- 
1790. $18-$28. A longtime favorite 
that's held its own. American ingredi- 
ents with flair in a romantic, festive en- 
vironment. Try the polenta with wild 
mushrooms, grilled shrimp with mango- 
jalapefio sorbet, and venison with ju- 
niper, black pepper, and cranberries. 
Great comfort food, elegantly prepared. 
LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $21-$35. Opened by 
the team behind the successful Galleria 
Italiana, this bistro has garnered fork- 
fuls of attention for its freewheeling 
continental menu with light Asian inflec- 
tions. It's flavorful and fun, but the food 
sometimes loses focus. The prix fixe 
dinner ($38.50) lets you roam the menu 
freely. BR Sun. 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, 
(617) 424-6711. $15-$27. Physically 
and culinarily, this is halfway between 
the innovative South End bistros and 
luxurious verities of the Ritz/Aujourd- 
hui/Biba axis. Laurel is a handsome 
room pushing the $20-per-entrée price 
line with some fun dishes like smoked 
Chilean sea bass and a fresh-fruit mar- 
tini glass dessert, and some solid clas- 
sics like grilled duck breast, Argentine 
sirloin steak, and cookies (with milk!) 
for dessert. 

LE GAMIN, 550 Tremont St., Boston, 
654-8969. $6-$9. A cute little créperie 
decorated with French roadsigns and 
photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and 
all accompanied by a pile of mesclun 
with a fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and- 


goat-cheese crépe, smoked-salmon sal- 
ad, and plain lemon-sugar crépe for 
dessert. Top it off with hot rum punch. 
MASS CAFE, 605 Mass Ave, Boston, 
262-7704. $6-$8. Eritrean and Ameri- 
can food, but clearly run by immigrants 
on their own terms, thus lacking the 
touristy feeling, along with some of the 
amenities. Not every dish on the menu 
will be there, but what there is, is 
choice 

METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St., 
Boston, 247-2931. $12-$18. Wow. In a 
Space that was once an ice-cream par- 
lor, a jewel of a bistro serves consis- 
tently on-target dishes that take their in- 
Spiration from both the French and Ital- 
ian traditions. When this place is three 
times as big and twice as expensive, 
you can say you ate here when. Try the 
elegant salmon pavé, the astonishingly 
rich risotto specials, and any of the 
desserts. BR Sat. and Sun., 9 a.m. to 3 


p.m. 
MING’S CAFE, 160 East Berkeley St., 
Boston, 338-8830. $6-$9. One of the 
cheapest Cantonese restaurants in out- 
er Chinatown, and paradoxically one of 
the best. And it has its own parking. 


Closes in mid-evening though, so come 
early. 

ON THE PARK, 1 Union Park, Boston, 
426-0862. $9-$13. A cut-rate (like half- 
sies) version of the stylish restaurants a 
few blocks away. You can eat pretty 
well with careful attention to the black- 
board specials and quasi-French coun- 
try dishes like confit of duck leg, terrine 
of vegetables, and vegetarian cas- 
soulet. BR Sat., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., and 
Sun., 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 

SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont 
Street, Boston, (617) 338-8884. $8-$15. 
Live in the South End? Feeling hungry? 
Very hungry? The prices aren't bad 
here and the quantities are generous; 
the menu sounds kinda gourmet but is 
pretty much meat-and-veg for the ‘90s. 
We liked the huge plate of fresh potato 
chips, the huge grilled pork loin, the 
huge banana-caconut cream pie. As for 
vibe: well, at ground zero of gay 
Boston, this is a more middle-of-the- 
road scene than you might expect. 
THAI VILLAGE, 592 Tremont St., 
Boston, 536-6548. $6-$13 (lunch, $5- 
$6). Small, high-quality Thai room con- 
tests South End's restaurant row with 
plenty of spice and some innovative 
dishes like fried sweet-potato sticks, 
mussel pancakes, and excellent 
seafood salad. Solid standards (co- 
conut chicken soup, hot-and-sour soup, 
pad thai), though the curries are a lot 
alike. 

TREMONT 647, 647 Tremont St., 
Boston, 266-4600. $14-$19. A well- 
dressed crowd enjoys beautifully grilled 
food, clever but not overbearing, in this 
long and cozy bistro. A duck confit sits 
atop a sauce of red wine and white 
raisins; tater tots are infused with truffle 
oil; the steamed Chilean sea bass 
comes wrapped in a huge banana leaf. 
The chef earned his stripes at Cam- 
bridge's East Coast Grill, but the feel is 
pure South End. BR “Pajama brunch" 
Sun., 10:30 a.m.-3 p.m. 

TRUC, 560 Tremont St., Boston, 338- 
8070. $21-$24. A little pricey, but dead- 
on flavorful versions of French bistro 
classics like pork rillettes and trout me- 
uniére. A stylish, long South End room 
with a food-friendly (and very French) 
wine list. 


THEATER DISTRICT 
BREW MOON RESTAURANT AND Mi- 
CROBREWERY, 115 Stuart St. (Trans- 
portation Bidg.), Boston, 523-6467. $6-

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Chestnut Hill Mall, in Chestnut Hill; and 
at 100 Huntington Ave., in Copley 
Place) are large, loud, good for crowds, 
and perfect for impressing seafood-lov- 
ing visitors from out of town. 
MERCURY BAR, 116 Boylston St., 
Boston, 482-7799. $16-$19. A long bar, 
an open room, a standing, young, well- 
dressed crowd that looks like a crowd 
amid the dark Victorian wood and post- 
modern gilding. Our reviewer found 
“small plates with powerful, world-beat 
flavors,” but the chef has since 
changed.

Hot barbecue sauces. Great fries. 
Meatphobes can eat the grilled fish.

(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 739-1236. 
$8-$13. A pleasant Thai restaurant with 
some unusual Indonesian dishes as 
well, catering to immigrants and foreign 
students, as well as eager Brookline 
Anglos. Don't miss Ayam Goreng and 
Mahtahba for appetizers, chili salmon 
for a main dish, or nasi goreng if you 
are by yourself and want to try a couple 
of the Indonesian treats on one platter. 
BOMBAY BISTRO, 1353 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 734-2879. 
$7-$13. A new, modern look in Indian 
restaurants makes this one suddenly 
popular amid the Szechuan fans of 
Brookline. Well-executed dishes off the 
familiar Punjabi menu, with some new 
ones to this market: chicken or seafood 
xacuti with tamarind-coconut curry, a 
sour herbal chicken soup, a Peshawari 
nan with coconut and raisins. You can 
even dress up a little. BR Buffet on 
Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 

CAFE ST. PETERSBURG, 236 Wash- 
ington St. (Brookline Village), 277-7100. 
$9-$14 (lunch, $4-$8). At last a serious, 
elegant Russian restaurant, featuring 
cool, neoclassical renditions of flavorful 
Russian dishes. Nothing sloppy about 
the borscht here, nor the blini, the 
pozharski cutlet, or chicken tabaka. A 
lot of neat vegetarian surprises, like 
beet pancakes, vegetarian stuffed cab- 
bage with raisins, and a great venigret 
beet-potato salad. Waiters wear tuxe- 
dos even at lunch. 

FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 48 Boylston St. 
(Rte. 9), Brookline, 566-1222. $6-$10. 
Lively, casual Tex-Mex restaurant and 
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margarita bar. 

FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street, 
Brookline, 731-2500. $9-$14 A store- 
front macrobiotic restuarant from Ja- 
maica Plain hits the big time in Brook- 
line. Ignore the contradictions and enjoy 
the excellent chowders, sea-vegetable 
salads, basic grains, stir-fries, and — if 
your diet allows — superb seafood en- 
trees. Just watch out for anything that 
usually employes dairy products, sugar, 
or eggs, such as most of the desserts. 
GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Cir- 
cle), Brookline, 566-9688. $10-$24. Ar- 
guably the best sushi bar in Boston, 
certainly one of the most avant-garde, 
yet well-grounded in tradition, as evi- 
denced by the more than 20 brands of 
sake, the wide range of cooked appetiz- 
ers, and the solid tempura and teriyaki. 
Somewhat random service won't bother 
those who come in expecting to share 
tastes. 

INDIA HOUSE, 239 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 739-9300. 
$6-$12. A handsome room that brings 
the wonderful institution of the Indian 
buffet lunch to Coolidge Corner. The 
dinner menu is rather nondescript so 
far, considering that the same owners 
have an Indian grocery across the 
street stocked with exotic edibles. 
INDIAN CAFE, 1665 Beacon St. 
(Washington Sq.), Brookline, 277-1752. 
$6-$13. Lunch and weekend buffet 
cheaper. Not wildly innovative Indian 
restaurant, but a good hand with the 
spices, both generous and varied from 
dish to dish. Good soups and fried ap- 
petizers, really tasty vindaloo, and 
channa masala that makes those chick- 
peas sing. Modern and trim little dining 
room. 

KIYOSHI SUSHI HOUSE, 398 Harvard 
St. (Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232- 
5800, 739-8679. $8-$17. Authentic ad- 
dition to the several small sushi palaces 
along Harvard Street and Harvard Av- 
enue. Unusual sushi include marinated 
vegetables, but one should not miss the 
many grilled specials, unusual seafood 
dishes, and noodle soups. Soundtrack 
of '50s jazz. 

KOKOPELLI CHILI CO., 1648 Beacon 
St. (Washington Square), Brookline, 
277-2800. $7-$13 Ignore the name and 
the seven kinds of chile and go through 
the New Mexico-style dishes with one 
or more of their superb margaritas. 
Don't miss the sopaipillas, grilled veg- 
etables, and a side of sweet-potato 
fries. A fun, bar kind of atmosphere that 
some kids will also enjoy, but not 
hokey. Probably should be hokier, in 
fact. 

MATT MURPHY'S, 14 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 232-0188. $6-$12. 
Real Irish pub with good food. Actually 
rather Irish good food at that. Very 
bizarre, but everyone else is too busy 
enjoying to make much of the situation. 
Insanely large portions, too. Don't miss 
anything with the french fries and 
homemade ketchup, the various savory 
pies, soups, salads — really, anything. 
BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

NIKO’S RESTAURANT, 187 Harvard 
St. (Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 277- 
2999. $3-$10. A rare find: actual Greek 
food at Greek prices and plenty of it. 
Dips like ultra-garlicky skordalia and 
subtle taramasalata. Cheap, huge 
spinach pies, gyro sandwiches. Full-fla- 
vored meatballs, stuffed grape leaves, 
roast lamb, and real mashed potatoes. 
Very decent fried chicken for the kids. 
Small but sincere. 

PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. 


(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 566-9393. 
$6-$15 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. 
Certainly the best-looking, with a mod- 
ern bistro style. A few highlights of this 
novel cuisine are the pandan-leaf lobak 
as an appetizer, the gado-gado salad, 
the Malaysian yee sang, fine-flavored 
barbecued stingray, spicy Indonesian 
chicken, and a soupy bubur cha cha for 
dessert. Explanatory menu and many 
“safe” dishes make this an easy place 
to jump in, or bring a group. 
PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232-0300 
$13-$22. An elegant postmodern dining 
room with intellectual substance. Chef 
Paul O'Connell has nouvelle-American 
training and Northern Italian experi- 
ence, but hearty, northern-European 
flavors keep sneaking in. BR Sun., 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 

RUBIN'’S KOSHER RESTAURANT, 
500 Harvard St. (Coolidge Corner), 
Brookline, 566-8761. $4-$8. The only 
Boston kosher restaurant that vies with 
the better Manhattan delis in the all-im- 
portant pastrami category. Warm, non- 
exclusionary atmosphere. The only 
problem is, 30 days later you're hungry 
again. 

SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. 
Glatt kosher attempts at the classic 
dishes of pork-loving China, succeeding 
perfectly with the steamed sea bass, 
and pretty well with pan-fried 
dumplings, mu shu veal, and General 
Tso's chicken. Nice service and choco- 
late cake for dessert offset a somewhat 
sweet-and-biand palate. 

TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon St., 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 
(tapas cost less). The most modern 
Spanish tapas place in the city may 
also be the most authentic: there really 
are no dinners per se, and the food is 
tuned salty and small to complement 
the dry sherries of Spain. A great 
evening if you like this kind of eating, 
and better if you connect early and of- 
ten with the grilled asparagus, white an- 
chovies, pollo en pepitoria, shrimp in 
garlic oil, or the cheese platter. 
YOKOHAMA, 238 Washington St., 
Brookline Village, 734-6465. $9-$15 
(lunch, $7-$9). Small jewel box of a 
Japanese restaurant, with some good 
Korean dishes as well. Wide selection 
of appetizers and sushi, generous en- 
trées of tempura, noodle soups, and 
teriyaki. Don't miss the “stone pot 
bibim-bap” or the combo tempura. 
ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 975-0075. $6-$15. 
Despite the name, a very un-nostaigic, 
postmodern kind of delicatessen with 
generally excellent food and very rea- 
sonable desserts. Un-nostalgic means 
low-fat pastrami, chicken soup, and 
such, but also glorious corned beef, 
whitefish salad not to have to die for, 
and excellent daily sorbets. 


APPETITO, 761 Beacon St. (Newton 
Centre), Newton, 244-9881. $10-$19. 
Wildly popular, no-reservation café-bar 
with good Italian food and an interesting 
undertone of what used to be called 
“Continental.” People dress informally, 
but eat nicely arranged salads and an- 
tipasti, al dente pasta, grilled specialties 
with real whipped potatoes, tortes, and 
tarts. BR (Labor Day through Memorial 
Day) Sat., 11:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., and 
Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

CHUNG SHIN YUAN, 183 California 
St., Newton, 964-0111. $2-$7 (brunch). 
Weekdays, this is a run-of-the-mill Man- 
darir/Szechuan restaurant. But the Tai- 
wanese brunch here on Saturdays and 
Sundays is Newton's best-kept secret. 
Line up by 11:15 for the 11:30 opening 
and enjoy jellyfish salad (better than it 
sounds), steamed pork dumplings, and 
fried bread dipped in a bowl of sweet 
soy milk. BR Opens at 11:30 a.m. Sat. 
and Sun. 

JOHNNY'S LUNCHEONETTE, 30 Lan- 
gley Rd. (Newton Centre), Newton, 
527-3223. $5-$12. Too many concepts 
— '50s diner, postmodern revival, Jew- 
ish deli, kid-friendly — but the good 
food makes a certain sense of it. | es- 
pecially recommend the Jewish-identi- 
fied stuff like matzoh-ball soup. Reuben 
sandwiches, stuffed cabbage, and 
kosher-style hot dogs. Only trendoid 
thing is the wall art; otherwise good atti- 
tude, tasteful even. 

MOON WOMAN CAFE, 108 Oak St. 
(Newton Upper Falls), Newton, 630- 
9569. $12-$16. A little place with a big 
menu, Mediterranean (and some 
Parisian) dishes with flavor, texture, 
and real heart. Don't miss the potato- 
leek soup, seafood crostini with bran- 
dade, eggplant ravioli with sage- 
smoked mushrooms, or the seasonal 
pies. Hard to find, but a find. 
NORUMBEGA PARK RESTAURANT, 
287 Auburn St., Newton, 558-7654. 
$10-$18. A very useful suburban road- 
house that reaches beyond reliability 
with truly impressive salads, broiled 
vegetables, a real-wood grill, and a fall- 
en chocolate cake. An open stairwell 
links rooms of an old house into a large 
dining space, so you can dress to be 
seen and heard. 

PAPA RAZZI, 199 Boylston St. (Chest- 
nut Hill Mall, Chestnut Hill), Newton, 
527-6600. $8-$20 (lunch, $5-$11). A 
modestly priced restaurant serving par- 
ticularly good salads, al dente pastas, 
and pizzas. Also look for veal dishes 
and Tuscan sausage. BR Sun., 11:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

SABRA, 45 Union St. (Newton Centre), 
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Newton, 964-9275. $5-$12. A typical Is- 
rael/Middle East restaurant with an out- 
standing luncheon buffet ($6.50). Invest 
heavily in the rice-and-lentil dardara, 
eggplant moussaka, tomato-laced 
wheat pilaf, tabouleh, spicy hummus, 
and such. On the meat side of the 
menu, a cute trick of spicing the shwar- 
ma like pastrami, with coriander seed 
and mustard. 

SEMAR, 80 Langley Road, Newton 
Center, (617) 332-8108. $7-$12. A little 
Indonesian place with some great 
smelis and some exotic dishes. Fried 
things are easy to like here, as are the 
four variations on nasi goreng, the In- 
donesian fried rice. Excellent spicy 
calamari, and don't miss the clear veg- 
etable soups. Iced-syrup desserts in 
parfait glasses with candied morsels 
rather suit this cuisine. 

SOL AZTECA, 75 Union St. (Newton 
Centre), Newton, 964-0920. $10-$15. 
The area's best Mexican restaurant, ad- 
mittedly not a very competitive honor, 
opens a beautifully decorated branch in 
Newton Centre. No dilution in such 
classics as the grilled shrimp in cilantro 
sauce, puero en adobo, and evident im- 
provement in standard Mexican items 
lke chicken enchiladas. Mexican coffee 
with cloves and a homemade cheese- 
cake. 


Somerville 


CHEF LEE'S GOURMET CHINESE, 
296-298 Beacon St., Somerville, 876- 
7666. $5-$13 (lunch, $4-$5). Chef John 
Lee, formerly of Café China, brings 
back the high-powered, distinctively fla- 
vored Szechuan food of yore. Hot and 
authentic yu hsiang dishes, kangsho 
shrimp, and Ta Chien chicken. Even the 
tice has extra aroma. For a fried appe- 
tizer, try the shrimp-stuffed eggplants. 
DALI, 415 Washington St., Somerville, 
661-3254. $17-$22 (entrées); $3.50- 
$7.50 (tapas). A rare outpost for Spanish- 
from-Spain cooking. Tapas capture the 
tone and savor of the original, from slices 
of potato omelet and fresh anchovy filets 
to garlicky potato salad and sautéed por- 
tobello mushrooms. Starting at $3.50 a 
pop, you can afford to experiment. 

EAST ASIA, 868 Broadway (Powder- 
house Sq.), Somerville, 666-8282. $6- 
$9. A tiny, out-of-the-way place with 
great, great Asian food. The menu is 
North Chinese and Thai, but the 
keynote is loving treatment of basic in- 
gredients in dishes like chili eggplant, 
royal tofu, and spicy squid. 

EAT, 253 Washington St., Somerville, 
776-2889. $9-$16. More homey than 
haute, this Union Square hole in the wall 
is at its best with modern takes on Ameri- 
can faves like pork chops, catfish, and 
pear crisp. A pleasant, parlorlike room 
fils up with neighbors who like the friend- 
ly vibe and the owner, Charlie, who circu- 
lates around the tables checking in on 
everyone's dinner. BR Sun., noon to 3 
p.m. 

EVOO, 118 Beacon Street, Somerville, 
(617) 661-3866. $16-$21. Chef Peter Mc- 
Carthy, late of the Bostonian Hotel, boldly 
opens Somerville's most expensive 
restaurant and the foodie stampede be- 
gins. When he's on, he's on: buttermilk- 
fried oysters, sweet marinated quail, and 
wood-griled bass all show spark and sub- 
stance. But the fast-and-loose approach 
to ethnic idioms means the food isn't al- 
ways as consistent as the sculptural pse; 
sentation would have you believe. 
JOHNNY D'S UPTOWN RESTAURANT, 
17 Holland St. (Davis Square), 
Somerville, 776-2004. $8-$16. Where 
else can you eat inventive, healthy food 
while sipping draft microbrews and listen- 
ing to Luther “Guitar Jr.” Johnson? Try 
the conch fritters with sweet-potato fries, 
maverick grits, vegetarian dishes, any- 
thing Southern. BR Sat. and Sun., 9:30 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

JOSHUA TREE, 256 Elm Street (Davis 
Square), Somerville; 623-9910. $6-$13 
It's in Davis Square, but it’s designed lke 
a downtown trendster bar, with industrial 
steel trim and waiters in black T-shirts. 
The menu is mostly by-the-numbers bar 
food and Mexican stuff, but t does have 
its moments: terrific pinto beans; a “mojo 
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roast pork loin” that got our mojo going. 
Thirty-two beers on tap. 

PALENQUE, 300 Beacon St., Somerville, 
491-1004. $10-$15. This great little mole- 
in-the-wall proves to New Englanders that 
classic Mexican cooking can be tangy 
and complex instead of just hot. Try the 
carnitas (pork tips in an unsweetened 
chocolate-orange sauce) or anything with 
the cilantro-heavy salsa verde. Bring your 
own beer. 

REDBONES, 55 Chester St., Davis 
Square, Somerville, 628-2200. $6-$13. 
Big food for big guys. Loud and bright and 
legendary for barbecued, grilled, and 
smoked things, hoofed or otherwise. The 
Arkansas ribs are phenomenal, so are the 
Buffalo shrimp. Try the corn pudding to 
start. The wait is long but worth it. Cash 
and checks only. 

UNION SQUARE BISTRO, 16 Bow St. 
(Union Square), Somerville, 628-3344. 
$12-$17 (lunch, $6-$10). True bistro spir- 
it, and hearty filling food. Outstanding 
bread platter, fine appetizers, good din- 
ners, weak desserts is the profile, so 
graze away. Don't miss any form of crab 
cakes of portobello mushrooms. BR Sun., 
noon to 3 p.m. 

VINNY'S AT NIGHT, 76 Broadway (Suli- 
van Square), Somerville, 628-1921. $7- 
$18. Behind a convenience store called 
Vinny's Superette lurks this den of pure 
East Somerville underworld cool. Great 
chops and profuse pasta served on red- 
and-white-check tablecloths, and more 
antipasti than you can shake a stick at. 
Try the amazing pork chop in vinegar- 
pepper sauce. 


Watertown 


LE BOCAGE, 72 Bigelow Ave., Water- 
town, 923-1210. $28-$38 (four courses). 
Big-hotel French menu (but shorter) in a 
quiet Watertown storefront. Miles from the 
cutting edge, but a competent kitchen. 
Try appetizers like the curried fruit salad 
or the sausage of smoked chicken and 
apple. An easy mix of posh informality. 
KAREEM'’S, 600 Mt. Auburn St. (Cam- 
bridge line), Watertown, 926-1867. $5-$7. 
Cheap and delectable. Also authentically 
homemade, with real lemon juice in every 
dish, and plenty of red pepper and garic. 
No atmosphere, but outstanding platters 
of falafel, kibbeh, hummus, marinated ke- 
babs, and a powerful sautéed chicken. 
Several vegetarian dinners. Closed week- 
end nights. 

STELLINA, 47 Main St. (Watertown Sq)), 
Watertown, 924-9475. $13-$15. Trendy 
northern Italian food with counter-trendy 
pleasant service and reservations. Try 
anything grilled, anything stuffed, and 
your favorite pastas. Appetizers and 
desserts are a notch above entrées, so 
consider a graze. Informal despite popu- 
larity; a loyal crowd with an academic 
tinge. 


Out of Town 


CAMPANIA, 504 Main Street, Waltham, 
(781) 894-4280. $16-$29. Remember 
how much fun Italian restaurants used to 
be, before the experts ruined them? Cam- 
pania, named for the province around 
Naples, is all that — with better desserts. 
It does get expensive, but you won't be 
disapointed by the excellent wood-griled 
and roasted meats, seafood specials and 
pasta dishes, risotto en cartocho, and 
anything creamy or chocolate or both. 
Old-style jumbled décor and hearty vol- 
ume. 

CARAMBOLA, 663 Main Street, 
Waltham, (781) 899-2244. $7-$20. Rather 
posh, rather refined, completely delicious 
version of Cambodian home-style cook- 
ing as it might have been in an affluent 
home. The Perry family of Elephant Walk 
fame have focused on this purely Cambo- 
dian (except well-selected wines and 
desserts) restaurant worth a trip to 
Waltham from anywhere east of Pnom 
Penh. Order from each of five categories, 
but don't miss the spring rolls and the 
carambola salad among the grilled de- 
lights and light curries.

2536. $4-$26. A family place with seafood 
broiled or fried, live lobsters, remarkable 
smoked barbecue (I), some super Por- 
tuguese dishes, gourmet sandwiches — 
something for every conceiveable ap- 
petite. Don't overlook the fried ocean cat- 
fish “vinho dahlos,” Wellfleet oysters on 
the haif-shell, or the divine smoked 
brisket sandwich. 

EL SARAPE, 5 Commercial St., Braintree 
(Weymouth Landing), 843-8005. $8-$12. 
A modest suburban storefront full of real 
Mexican flavors. The *fmat and many 
dishes imitate Sol Azteca, but often im- 
prove on the model, as with the biack- 
bean soup, carniias, and guacamole ap- 
petizers, and the fabulous churros for 
dessert. Not as pretty as the best Boston 
Mexican restaurants, but often tastier 
food and cheap enough to justify a run 
from Providence. 

FLORA, 190 Mass Ave, Arlington, 641- 
1664. $15-$22. The foodie scene arrives 
in Arlington Center in airy, peach-toned 
form. Located in a renovated bank, the 
first solo project of journeyman chef Bob 
Sargent is strong on grillwork and full of 
catchy touches, like the arugula-fennel- 
calamari salad, or the intensely garlicked 
escarole under the leg of lamb. BR Sun, 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

GALA, 138 Mass Ave, Arlington, (781) 
646-1404. $10-$16. Chef Bob Buoniconti, 
late of the East Somerville hideout Vin- 
ny's, gamely sallies around the Mediter- 
ranean with salt cod from Portugal, tapas 
fron Spain, pasta from Italy, and pineap- 
ple pizza from somewhere inside his own 
head. There are a couple standouts on 
the appetizer menu (chourico paté, daily 
antipasto), and otherwise it's not bad for 
the ‘burbs, and good value for money. 
IPANEMA RESTAURANT AND CHUR- 
RASCARIA, 106 Southville Rd. (corner of 
Rt. 85), Southborough, (508) 460-6144. 
$8-$16. Fifty minutes from Boston, but 
close enough to the Brazilian community 
of Framingham for top-notch mandioca 
frita, pastels, a superb muqueca of 
shrimp and halibut, and an uncrowded 
churrasco (Brazilian barbecue). Big 
American-style roadhouse — comfortable 
if unexotic. Live music and feijoada on 
weekend nights. 

KATAHDIN, 106 High St., Portland, ME, 
(207) 774-1740. $9-$15. A terrific New 
American bistro in Portland, which is 
emerging as the hippest of the reviving 
New England cities. Don't miss the crab 
and scallop dishes, the comfort food, or 
any of the several chocolate desserts. 
KONG LUH, 9 Medford St. (Arlington 
Center), Arlington, 643-2456. $5-$13. 
Kong Luh opens up new regions of Chi- 
na, as the chef is a Mongol from 
Manchuria, though also influenced by the 
subtleties of Beijing cuisine. The result is 
a small restaurant of large interest, espe- 
cially the Mongol rolls, parou, “sour and 
spicy vegetable” (actually a pickle), and 
any of the soups. 

MEDITERRANEO BISTRO, 323 Turnpike 
St., Canton, 821-8881. $15-$22. Finally, a 
source for garlic and cumin south of 
Route 128. Excellent regional dishes from 
Spain, Southern France, Italy, Greece, 
and Northern Africa, many innovatively 
prepared. Don't let the exterior scare you 
off. 

PROSE, 352a Mass Ave, Arlington, 648- 
2800. $14-$17. Behind the curious name 
lurks a cheery, if bare-bones, corner 
restaurant entirely dedicated to the cre- 
ative flights of ts chef and owner, Debbie 
Shore. The menu rarely repeats itself 
from night to night, and regular visitors 
are treated to a series of rewarding ex- 
periments with more ingredients than we 
have space to list. Search out the soft 
wild-mushroom polenta and any dish that 
includes grilled fish. 

TUSCAN GRILL, 361 Moody St., 
Waltham, 891-5486. $12-$16. Actually 
focused on the wonderful food of Tus- 
cany, actually featuring outstanding 
grilled squid, shrimp, steak, and duck- 
ling, this is the North Italian boutique 


restaurant that delivers more than it_ 


claims. Food good enough for tuxedos 
in a room informal enough for sweaters. 
Don't miss the gnocchi or the cacciucco 
(fish stew) in your rush for the grilled 
dishes. Terrific wines, too.

ighteen hundred wines. Four hundred wineries. 

Eighteen countries. The numbers are staggering .. . 
and you will be too, if you choose to swallow everything 
being poured at the eighth annual Boston Wine Expo. It’s 
the largest consumer-focused wine event in the country, 
and it’s coming to the World Trade Center next Saturday 
and Sunday. 

For novices and wine geeks alike, the Expo is 

oenological nirvana. Imagine an airline hangar full of wine 
and you have an idea of the scope of this event. Grab a 


complimentary glass at the entrance (frugal types can 
assemble a nice collection of stemware after about three 
years of Expo attendance) and head for one of the tables. 
The choices can be almost overwhelming, but the 
winemakers, distributors, and importers are the ones 
actually pouring the wine, and they’ll cheerfully answer just 
about any question. (An exception: “This wine is okay, but 
don’t you have any Thunderbird?”) 

In addition to the DIY wine tasting going on in the main 
room, a series of informative seminars, ranging from an 
overview of Italian food and wine to an in-depth study of 
the evolution of Mondavi’s Cabernet Sauvignon Reserve, 
will take place in the center’s conference rooms. Hosted 
by a diverse group of experts — including renowned 
author Hugh Johnson, winemakers like Bruno Prats of Cos 
d’Estournel and Randall Graham of Bonny Doon, plus 
local luminaries like Barbara Lynch (No. 9 Park) and 
Master of Wine Sandy Block — these seminars are sit- 
down tastings that are as instructional as they are 
enjoyable. 

Foodies also have their place at the Expo. A collection 
of New England’s best cheesemakers (Calabro, Grafton 
Village, Great Hill Dairy, Westfield Farms, and others) and a 
number of suppliers from further afield (don’t miss the 
imported prosciutto at the Italian Trade Commission table) 
will be scattered among the wines. And as a counterpart 
to the wine seminars, a series of cooking demonstrations 
by local chefs like Todd English (Olives, Figs), Steve 
Johnson (Blue Room), Stan Frankenthaler (Salamander), 
Gordon Hamersley (Hamersley’s Bistro), Edward Gannon 
(Aujourd’hui), Rene Michelena (La Bettola, Galleria 
Italiana), and Jacky Robert (Maison Robert) will run 
throughout both days. Best of all, attendees get to taste 
what the chef has whipped up at the end of each demo. 

For human chimneys, there’ll be a separate cigar 
pavilion and smoker’s lounge, plus a special 4 p.m. 
seminar each afternoon. 

The popularity of the Expo has caused some human 
traffic jams in years past, but the organizers have 
developed ways to handle the pedestrian deluge. 
Nevertheless, the program is essential reading; it has a 
map of all the exhibitors, seminar rooms — and most 
important, the restrooms. Late in the day, these last will be 
filled with people who didn’t heed one critical bit of advice: 
use the spit buckets at each table, or you'll be sorry the 
next morning. 

The Boston Wine Expo takes over the World Trade 
Center (164 Northern Avenue) next Saturday and Sunday, 
January 23 and 24, from 1 to 5 p.m. Tickets are $38/single- 
day, $60/two-day in advance; or $43/single-day, $65/two- 
day at the door.

Paul Schrader enriches the Banks account 


BY PETER KEOUGH At last, a film about family woes that practices 


truth in advertising. Unlike the ironically labeled Happiness and The 


Celebration and the sanctimoniously monikered One True Thing, 


Paul Schrader’s 
adaptation of 
Russell Banks's 
harrowing novel 
Affliction plays it 
straight. From the 
opening scene, the 
oppression, rage, 
and pathos of gen- 
erations of patriar- 
chal violence settles 
in to stay like the 
late-autumn deep 
freeze _lacerating 
the story’s upstate 


New Hampshire 
setting. Starker and 
more primeval than

Affliction unspar- 
ingly lives up to its 
title and transcends 
it, transforming the 
squalid travails of 
its characters into 
the clarity and con- 
solation of tragedy. 

The unlikely hero

Nolte in his finest 
performance), a 
middle-aged loser who makes 
ends meet by drilling wells and 
plowing snow for shifty local 
entrepreneur Gordon LaRiviere 
(Holmes Osborne) and serving 
as the town’s token, part-time 
police officer. His marginal life 
is a concatenation of humilia- 
tions, folly, and bad luck, with 
just enough bewildered aware- 





ness of his condition to worsen 
it. 

His plans are inspired by 
decency and love but spiral 
inevitably to the opposite. 
Divorced twice from his high- 
school sweetheart, Lillian (Mary 
Beth Hurt), and hoping to 
marry his nurturing waitress 
girlfriend, Margie (Sissy 





Spacek), and start a new life, he 
tries to win the affection of his 
sullen young daughter, Jill 
(Brigid Tierney), by buying her 
a cheesy tiger costume and tak- 
ing her to a town Halloween 
party, all of which he admits is 
“kind of pathetic.” While he’s 
out smoking a joint with his 
young pal Jack Hewitt (Jim 





True), Jill calls her mom and 
asks to be taken home. “I did 
not hit anyone,” insists Wade 
when he knocks off the Tyrolean 
hat of his ex-wife’s Volvo-dri- 
ving new husband. “I am not 
going to hit anyone.” 

Not yet, at any rate. The next 
day, as he’s performing one of 
his few official police duties as 
school crossing guard, a refer- 
ence to his daughter causes him 
to freeze in the middle of the 
road_ like Ray  Bolger’s 
Scarecrow, halting traffic. A 
BMW zips by, nearly hitting 
him. When he shows up at the 
ritzy home of the offender, rich 
Bostonian Mel Gordon (Steve 
Adams), to present a citation, 
the ticket is thrown back at him, 
the door slammed in his face. 

“I feel like a whipped dog,” he

ished,” he tells Rolfe — and 
that’s the same compulsion that 
raged through The Sweet 
Hereafter, the need to give 
meaning to the devastations of 
chance and biological determi- 
nation by identifying a guilty 
party.

confesses on the phone late at 
night, nursing a mounting 
toothache, to his younger broth- 
er, Rolfe (Willem Dafoe), a his- 
tory professor at Boston 
University. “But someday I’m 
going to bite back.” 

And so he will, in a scenario 
similar to Paul Schrader films 
dating back to his screenplay 
for Taxi Driver. Mel Gordon’s 
father-in-law, Evan Twombley 
(Sean McCann), has_ been 
killed in a hunting accident 
involving Jack, and Wade is 
goaded by his brother Rolfe’s 
suspicions. (“All | care about is 
what happened,” Rolfe says. “I 
am a_ student of history, 
remember?”) “Playing police- 
man,” as a scoffer puts it, Wade 
begins to put together a con- 
spiracy theory that includes 
Mel Gordon, Gordon 
LaRiviere, Jack, and all the 
demons that torment him — 
and that when resolved, howev- 
er disastrously, will somehow 
vindicate him. 

“Somebody needs to be pun- 





remains mysterious. The most 
elusive quality of Banks’s fic- 
tion is the slippery nature of 
point of view, of truth and its 
perception. Although the chal- 
lenge here is simpler than that 
faced by Egoyan in The Sweet 
Hereafter with that tale’s multi- 
ple narratives, it may be more 
profound. The story is told by 
Rolfe as an attempt to re-create 
after the fact what really hap- 
pened, and it’s telling that the 
first word of his infrequent but 
meticulous voiceover narrative 
is “Imagine.” 

A refugee from his father’s 
violence, Rolfe can be seen as its 
greatest victim. (When he tells 
Wade that he’s escaped “the 
affliction of my father’s vio- 
lence,” Wade laughs and says, 
“That’s what you think.”) His 
alternative to anger is having no 
feeling at all, instead maintain- 
ing the icy detachment needed 
to comprehend it and, like fel- 


low afflicted artists Paul 
Schrader and Russell Banks, to 
reinvent it as beauty. 





Novel experience 


“Now | know how Jane Austen felt,” jokes Russell 
Banks as he ventures onto the publicity tour for the 
second film adaptation of one of his novels. Last 
year saw the release of The Sweet Hereafter, 
directed by Atom Egoyan, which received 
Academy Award nominations for Best Director and 
Best Adapted Screenplay. This year Affliction, 
directed by Paul Schrader, has garnered Oscar 
buzz for its star, Nick Nolte. Meanwhile, Banks has 
been busy writing screenplays for his novels 
Continental Drift and Rule of the Bone, both of 
which are in production. A third novel, The Book of 
Jamaica, is also on the way to the big screen. 

Popularity with filmmakers aside, Banks’s novels 
don’t seem to have much in common with the ele- 
gant and witty 19th-century novelist of manners. 
Set in the frozen north, The Sweet Hereafter relat- 
ed the futile efforts of a small community to 
respond to the death of their children in a bus acci- 
dent. Affliction, which is likewise set in a snow- 
bound small town, is about Wade Whitehouse 
(Nolte), a middle-aged loser who tries to come to 
grips with a legacy of paternal violence, abuse, 
and alcoholism. The recent film, Banks acknowl- 
edges, is perhaps closer to home. 

“It’s based very loosely on family history,” he says. 
“It's inspired by my father’s relationship with my 
grandfather, but it could also have been my great- 
grandfather and his father. There’s an ancestral 
string to these sorts of families. Some of the details 
and events are taken out of my own family history.

The struggle Nolte goes through not to be like his 
father, not to repeat this cycle, that was a central 
conflict in my father’s life too. Just the fact that he 


tried and failed, as did Wade, maybe made it possi- 
ble for me not to have to go through that struggle. 
That’s why the book is dedicated to my father.” 
The subject seems perfect for director Paul 
Schrader, whose films — including Taxi Driver and 
Raging Bull (which he wrote for Martin Scorsese) 
and Hardcore and Patty Hearst (which he wrote and 
directed) — are obsessed with the themes of famil- 
ial politics and male violence. In fact, author Paul 
Auster remarked that the collaboration between 
Schrader and Banks “proves the existence of God.” 
“That was kind of him to say that,” says Banks. “I 
grew up in the ’60s and '70s, and | learned about 
movies through that generation of filmmakers. 
Schrader is the one | felt the most kinship with. Taxi 
Driver, Raging Bull, Last Temptation, and so on. 
When he called and was interested in the option for 
the book, | was really flattered. | knew that there was 
no other director in America who could really get it. | 
don't know if it was predestined, but it was fortuitous.” 
Is a career as a filmmaker also predestined for 
Banks? “There’s the financial reward, which is real 
enough,” he admits. “Certainly that’s the case with 
Rule of the Bone, which | did for a studio, Fox 2000, 
and for which | was handsomely paid. But then 
there’s the loss of language. The novel doesn’t exist 
outside the language in which it’s told, and with 
movies you're using a different language. So | ended 
up writing an 800-page book [C/oudsplitter, a histor- 
ical novel about John Brown] that can’t be adapted.” 
Not even as a mini-series? 
“You could do it in six hours,” he relents. 
“Actually, Martin Scorsese wants to produce it as a 
mini-series.”

Or, homophobia in the heartland 


BY ALICIA POTTER Brandon Teena was a great guy. That’s what 


girl after girl says in the opening minutes of Susan Muska & Gréta 
Olafsdottir’s devastating yet thoroughly engrossing documentary 


about the tragic last weeks of the 
21-year-old’s life. The ex-lovers 
describe Teena as funny, roman- 
tic, and sensual, the kind of 
boyfriend who composed love 
notes, sent flowers, kissed like a 
dream. So magnetic was Teena 
— and, evidently, so dismal their 
previous dealings with men — 
that a couple of young women 
even profess their love for him in 
the face of his shocking secret: 
Brandon Teena was a woman. 

It was the discovery of Teena’s 
status as a transgendered person 
(he had undergone hormone 
treatments in anticipation of a sex 
change) coupled with his mad- 
dening success with the ladies 
that sent the town of Falls City, 
Nebraska, into a spiral of hatred 
in late 1993. Such injustice rings 
all the more urgently in the wake 
of the murders of Matthew 
Shepard and, closer to home, Rita 
Hester, yet the documentary is 
more than an exposé of Middle 
American views on homosexuali- 
ty. Indeed, this fearless film 
uproots the very origins of vio- 
lence to become a plea for sweep- 
ing human rights.

This Robin Hood—like civil dis- 
obedience proved too much for 
the IRS, which, in 1991, seized 
Kehler and Corner’s idyllic coun- 
try house and put it up at auction 
as a way to collect back taxes. The 
$120,000 home sold for $5100 to 
a working-class couple, Danny 
Franklin and Terry Chamesky. 





Although sheepish about the cir- 
cumstances of their purchase, the 
hard-up young marrieds rational- 
ized that they'd never have such 
an opportunity again: a spot in the 
country to raise their newborn 
baby. 

At this point in the film, An Act 
of Conscience really gets fascinat- 
ing, because the two couples — 
one leftist, one conservative — 
seem almost doppelgangers. 





It takes real fortitude for Kehler 
and Corner to stand up for so long 
to the federal government (Kehler, 
a lifetime pacifist, already had 
spent two years in jail for 
refusing to go to Vietnam); 
and their actions bring incred- 
ible stress upon their fricnds 
and family, all of whom are 
pledged to their cause. When 
Kehler and Corner are actual- 
ly locked out of their home by 
the feds, neighbors picket and 
sit in, and many are arrested. 

At the same time, Franklin 
and Chamesky occupy the 
house, fill it up with their 
friends, and bolt the door. 
They do this before a court 
order allows them to take 
over. Outside, Kehler shakes 
his head at the irony, noting 
that his adversarics also have 
committed an act of civil dis- 
obedience! And no matter 
how heinous is their assum- 
ing ownership of the house, 
Franklin and Chamesky have 
been undeniably gutsy in standing 
up to the hostile crowds awaiting 
them. 

Besides, Franklin and Chamesky

The notion that a cool guy like 
Teena could really be a woman 
enraged two men in particular: 
Tom Nissen and John Lotter. In a 
tape of a police deposition, its 
appalling contents heightened by 
the interviewing sheriff's bullying 
prurience, Teena tells how the 
pair of former convicts pulled 
down his pants at a Christmas 
Eve party to prove to his girl- 
friend, Lana Tisdel, that her beau 
was not the man he claimed to be 
(Tisdel, in a demonstration of 
touching loyalty and rampant 
denial, later admits she tried not 
to look). Then Teena explains to 
the sheriff how the two men kid- 
napped, raped, and beat him. One 
week later, on New Year's Eve, 
Lotter and Nissen would gun 
down Teena and two of his 
friends execution-style. 

Without stooping to sensation- 
alism, the film retraces Teena’s 
struggles with his sexual identity 
and the horror of his final weeks 
through his own letters and alter- 
nately tender and raw commen- 
tary from his family, his friends, 
law officials, and even his killers 
(Nissen is serving three life sen- 
tences; Lotter is on death row). 
Scattered throughout are snap- 
shots of Teena from happier days: 
chocolate-eyed with feathered 
hair and perfect skin, a wide, red 
mouth reminiscent of Macaulay 
Culkin’s. The effect is a poignant 
portrait of a tormented spirit, a 
gentle soul who discovered his 
true self in the transposition of his 
real name: Teena Brandon. 

Although the film is clearly an 
elegy to the young Nebraskan, it 
casts a complicating light on his 
victim status in revealing he was 
no saint. Teena paid for most of 
those flowers with kited checks 
and pilfered credit cards, and 
though his manipulative actions 
are sympathetically shown as the 








consequence of confusion, sever- 
al women — all of whom claim to 
have had sexual relations with 
him and none of whom is bisexu- 
al or lesbian — still seem to be 
reeling from the titanic scale of 
his ruse. 

Most surprising, however, is 
the way the film portrays Teena’s 
killers as victims too: casualtics 
of a gun-toting world where 
intolerance is as much a part of 
life as John Deere and demolition 
derbies. In one of several com- 
pelling moments that push the 
film beyond Midwestern insular- 
ity, one of Lotter’s fellow 
inmates takes on the judicious 
voice of a Greek chorus in 
explaining the brutal legacy of 
prison rape. 

The film shudders with such 
sad ironies. Never too far from 
Muska & Olafsdottir’s lens is the 
character of Nebraska _ itself, 
which one highway sign heralds 
as home of “the good life.” In a 
series of grainy tableaux, the film 
tills a metaphor for Teena’s soli- 
tariness in the desolation of the 
frost-hardened land; meanwhile, 
its twangy country soundtrack 
drops such prescient lines as “It’s 
a wishy-washy world . . . | want 
out and | want in it.” 

Ultimately, the documentary 
offers little consolation: there are 
no candlelight vigils, no signs 
that a new understanding of 
diversity has dawned on the citi- 
zens of Falls City. Perhaps most 
haunting is the smiling face of 
nine-month-old Tanner Lambert, 
who witnessed the murder of not 
only Teena but also his own 
mother. In a film that lays bare 
the insidious cycle of human 
destruction, one is left with the 
frightening thought that tiny 
Tanner just may grow up bottling 
the same surge of hatred that 
killed Brandon Teena. eS 





have followed their consciences 
also, believing that the American 
thing to do is to pay your taxes. If 
you don’t pay them, you must 
accept the penalty of the law. 
That’s what happened, they 
believe, and rightly, to the now- 
homeless Kehler and Corner. 

It’s to videomaker Leppzer’s 
credit that, though championing 
Kehler and Corner, he gives 
Franklin and Chamesky their time 
before the camera. We understand 
their justifications even if we can’t 
quite approve. (Scabs!) But don’t 
worry: there’s a fairly upbeat end- 
ing for An Act of Conscience, plus 
guest visits from activists Father 
Daniel Berrigan and Pete Sccger. 
What’s nicest: Kehler and Corner 
never compromise, and they main- 
tain their humanity and humility, 
coming up roses for the five years 


covered by the movie. (And 
beyond: it’s 1999, and the US gov- 
crnment still hasn’t seen a cent 
from them.)

conscious film about doubles, Mr.

Stay away from Hollywood, Neil Jordan. High Spirits, 
We're No Angels, Interview with the Vampire, and now In 
Dreams —~ there’s something about the glitz, money, stars, 
and bad taste that lures the director of such gems as Mona 
Lisa and The Crying Game into excess, folly, and inanity. 
In Dreams starts out auspiciously enough. Divers probe an

abandoned town that’s been flooded by a Massachusetts 
reservoir for the child victims of a serial killer (shades of 
Deliverance, M, and 10 other movies), and the image is a 
surreal harbinger of the unconscious. Meanwhile, Claire 
(Annette Bening, who seems to be acting on a three-sec- 
ond delay from the rest of the movie) coaches her daugh- 
ter in the “Mirror, mirror” speech for a high-school pro- 
duction of Sleeping Beauty. 

Poor Claire, though, is prone to nightmares of endan- 
gered children, a malignant man (or is it a woman?), a 
flooding bedroom, and an apple orchard, all of which seem 
to tie in to the killing spree and inconveniently surface 
when she makes love with her errant husband, Paul (the 
unfortunate Aidan Quinn). With oneiric logic a little girl 
and a dog disappear, Claire cracks up, she’s put in the 
loony bin by Stephen Rea (playing the dumbest shrink in 
film history), and after shooting its wad in the first half- 
hour (Darius Khondji’s cinematography is gorgeous and 
gratuitous) the film subsides into a bloody pas de deux 
with a wigged-out Robert Downey Jr. 

It’s hard to believe this is the same director who made 
The Butcher Boy, where madness terrifies because it is 
rooted in a real place and in real people. Here those are 
replaced by all the empty effects and hokum money can 
buy. Despite its flashes of genius and unnerving obsessive- 
ness, Dreams is all wet. One hopes Jordan will wake up in 
time for his next picture.

AT FIRST SIGHT 


The medical stories of Oliver Sacks evoke terror at the bio- 
logical frailty of human consciousness, identity, and per- 
ception but offer the consolation of sentimentality. The 
Hollywood versions stick to the sentimentality. Like Penny 
Marshall’s adaptation of Awakenings, Irwin Winkler’s At 
First Sight poses profound neurological disorders as just 
another way to get a date. 

The needy one here is Amy Benic (Mira Sorvino, demon- 
strating that it takes only a Mickey Mouse voice to win an 
Oscar), who’s on leave from the architectural firm run by 
her ex-husband. She takes in a tony health spa, where she 
falls under the hands of masseur Virgil Adamson (Val 
Kilmer in a bizarre performance that 
combines Mister Rogers with Billy Bob 
Thornton’s role in A Simple Plan). His 
knowing touch causes her to weep 
(there’s a similar scene in Living Out 
Loud —-- are masseurs the new route to 
women’s empowerment on film?). 

To Amy’s surprise, she discovers 
Virgil is also blind — in short, a perfect 
mate. Nonetheless, Amy urges Virgil to 
undergo a new treatment for his 
cataracts, and the result is restoration 
of his vision. Unfortunately, Virgil's 
neurological system has atrophied dur- 
ing his blindness, and he doesn’t under- 
stand what he sees. 

You can anticipate the facile plays on 
the words “looking,” “seeing,” and 
“vision” the movie is going to throw at 
you, especially when Nathan Lane pops 
up in the Robin Williams role as the 
feel-good therapist. At First Sight does 
show some power in the scene when the 
bandages are taken off and Virgil expe- 
riences the visual world as a violation. 

“This can’t be seeing!” he screams. The 
filmmakers agree, and the rest of Sight 
is best unseen.

THE FARMER’S WIFE 


If you thought family farms had all but 
vanished, mect the Buschkoetters: a 
Nebraska couple with hundreds of 
acres, hundreds of hogs, and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of debt. Over 
three years of filming, documentarian 
David Sutherland chronicles Darrel and 
Juanita’s seemingly unavoidable finan- 
cial ruin, which is brought on by endless 
drought, early frost, and plummeting 
pork prices. Ever resourceful and opti- 
mistic, the loving couple cope with the 
fatigue, frustration, and humiliation of 
their impossible situation: all income 
derived from their farm must go direct- 
ly toward repayment of their FMHA 
loans. So, to survive, Darrel works a

factory job and farms at night while Juanita cleans houses 
and cares for their three daughters. Not surprisingly, the 
marriage cracks — but not before these two astoundingly 
brave, resilient people have faced pressures that would send 
most city dwellers straight to the psych ward. 

The intimate, often excruciating, detail of the 
Buschkoetters’ daily lives is punctuated by thoughtful 
voiceovers in which Darrel and Juanita consider their mar- 
ital problems against a backdrop of rural tableaux worthy 
of Andrew Wyeth. Despite its length and leisurely pace, 
this film is thrilling to watch as it examines not just a rela- 
tionship in turmoil but the tragic erosion of a way of life 
that, long ago, made this country a great place. At the 
Museum of Fine Arts (Saturday) and the Harvard Film 
Archive (Sunday); Sutherland and the Buschkoetters will be 
in attendance.

body in the skin flick decided to make a change (say, 
become an artist or a parent or a politician), that change 
would happen. Such belief brings many of us to Annie 
Sprinkle’s theater pieces, and to Herstory of Porn: Reel to 
Real, her second theatrical foray into the mainstream. 

For the first few minutes of the show (which I saw in its 
original run at New York’s Performance Space 122 last 
fall), Sprinkle skips close to what-might-have-been: a dan- 
gerously funny and irreverent send-up of our most sacred 
hang-up, sex. The concept of Herstory has potential: this 
now overweight, surgically enhanced, middle-aged woman 
in the leather-and-lace French maid’s outfit stands on stage 
and narrates, in a squeaky little-girl voice, with occasional- 
ly ironic asides, a video anthology of 20 years of her peep- 
show hits that’s projected onto a large screen beside her. 
Although most of her comments on the porn reels tend to 
be banal sit-com one-liners (after congratulating herself for 
coming up with the idea of masturbating on camera with a 
toothbrush, she quips that she brushes after every meal), 
there’s at least one riveting moment: in another projection 
of the twentysomething Sprinkle masturbating, the actual 
45-year-old buries her face between the legs of her youth- 
ful image, purring how happy it makes her to make herself 
happy. It’s a bizarre, dizzying moment of dramatic intrigue. 

Unfortunately, Sprinkle’s presence on stage ranges from 
self-congratulatory to didactic: when she isn’t reminding 
you what she’s accomplished, she’s instructing you on how 
much more she knows about pleasure than the hoi polloi. 
Worse, she’s humorless. And when you consider the nature 
of Herstory, that qualifies as a crime. At the Coolidge

ironic coincidence when we consid- 
er the most popular cartoon char- 
acters of the past century. Bugs 
Bunny and Mickey Mouse, to name 
two, were never bound by walls or 
even the rules of physics. When 
they were made for the movie 
screen, cartoons were full of comic 
fury and confusion, with characters 
moving so fast that they appeared 
as a blur (Popeye, when he was 
hopped up on spinach) or a cloud 
of dust (the Tasmanian Devil in 
Warner Brothers shorts). 

Warner Brothers cartoons work 
just as well on TV, but animated 
series made directly for the tube 
tend to feature characters with 
much slower rates of metabolism. 
Bugs Bunny bore a strong resem- 
blance to Groucho Marx — same 
motormouth wit, same darting eyes 
— but he also had Harpo Marx’s 
ability to produce any object he 
desired from behind his back. Most 
memorable TV cartoon characters 
are closer to the lumbering ineffec- 
tiveness of Oliver Hardy (Fred 
Flintstone, Homer Simpson) or the 
stammering uneasiness of Bob 
Newhart (Charlie Brown, Dr. 
Katz). In their cases, the cel/cell 
pairing is only too apt: they’re sur- 
rounded by various instruments of 
torture, and unlike Bugs, they lack 
the ability to tunnel their way out. 

The peculiar qualities of prime- 
time animation — as opposed to 
the half-hour commercials for 
action figures that turn up on day- 
time TV — can be seen clearly on 
Space Ghost: Coast to Coast 
(Fridays at 11 p.m. and Sundays at 
midnight, on the Cartoon 
Network). Space Ghost started out 
in the 60s as a typical Saturday- 
morning superhero who could defy 
gravity, turn invisible at will . . . in 
short, a master of his own destiny. 
In his current incarnation, he’s the 
lunkheaded host of a TV talk show 
who gets no respect from his crew 
or his guests (live humans who 
appear on video monitors). Space 
Ghost takes a very long time to 
comprehend things — like the fact 
that he’s being sued by two young 
sidekicks from his ’60s series for 
violation of child-labor laws — and 
I find the frequent “reaction shots” 
of his blank face oddly comforting, 
even Zen-like. There are plenty of 
live anchormen and _ talk-show 
hosts who come close to Space 
Ghost’s total breakdown in synaptic 
functions, but only a cartoon series 
can get away with lingering on this 
nothingness. Call it a triumph of 
suspended animation, one rivaled 
only by couch potatoes Beavis and 
Butt-head (weeknights at 7 p.m. on 
MTV). 

Plenty of other TV cartoon stars, 
though quicker on the uptake, 
spend much of their time reacting 
to the insanity around them with 
“this can’t be happening” expres- 
sions on their faces. There’s the title 
character on Daria (Wednesdays at 
10 p.m. and weekdays at 3 p.m. on

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Animating the real world 


Prime-time cartoons come down to earth

building block of a cartoon is a cel. It’s a sheet 
of plastic covered with paintings of characters 
that can come to life — at least when 
combined with thousands of other cels. The 
term sounds the same as a cage in prison, an 


teenager who stoically puts up with 
the jocks, blonde bimbos, and other 
morons at her high school. There’s 
Dr. Katz, Professional Therapist 
(Mondays at 10 p.m. and weekdays 
at 1:30 p.m. on Comedy Central), 
an impossibly tolerant father and a 
straight man for a parade of stand- 
up comics in the guise of therapy 
patients. And Bob and Margaret 
(Mondays at 10:30 p.m. on 
Comedy Central), a late-30s mar- 
ried couple in London who are 
totally flummoxed by the most 
mundane aspects of life. For 
instance, they regard children of all 
ages and temperaments with a mix- 
ture of wonder and fear that sug- 
gests the sighting of a winged uni- 
corn. 

If we go to the movies to dream 
about escaping our boring lives and 
joining the characters on screen, we 
often turn on the tube to feel supe- 
rior to the pathetic losers on sit- 
coms and the tortured souls on dra- 
mas. TV cartoons often combine 
the two genres, as on The Simpsons 
(Sundays at 8 p.m. on Fox), where 
Homer Simpson’s stupidity and 
bad luck continually battle for con- 
trol over each episode’s fanciful sto- 
ryline — but everything turns out 
okay in the end. Warner Brothers 
characters tap into the cinematic 
imperative to keep moving, even if 
there’s no destination in sight 
(Exhibit A: the Road Runner and 
Wile E. Coyote). Their turtle-like 
TV counterparts have a grin-and- 
bear-it attitude toward life — just 
like most of us viewers. 

Adult-oriented animation has 
been common on TV only since 
1990, when The Simpsons hit it big, 
and the genre seemed to lose steam 
a few years ago, after a string of dis- 
appointing shows (The Critic, 
Family Dog, and Duckman, among 
others). More recently, a trio of 
niche hits — King of the Hill, South 
Park, and Rugrats (which has actu- 
ally aired since 1991) — made car- 
toons cool again. The three low- 
end broadcast networks (Fox, 
UPN, and WB) are preparing to 
roll out seven new prime-time car- 
toons this year, beginning with this 
month’s premiere of The PJs. 

There are sound economic rea- 
sons for this trend. The smaller net- 
works have done poorly with sit- 
coms, and rather than add to the 43 
Seinfeld wanna-bes on last fall’s 
schedule, they’re desperate enough 
to try something new. Producers 
also have an incentive to get into 
grown-up cartoons, since these 
have the potential to do well in end- 
less reruns. (The Simpsons is a hit 
five or even 10 times a week, and 
the Cartoon Network will need to 


| increase its video library on a regu- 
| lar basis.) 


Cartoons also have several artis- 
tic advantages over network sit- 
coms. They aren’t saddled with 
laugh tracks, for a start, and they 
aren’t required to be full of attrac- 
tive people. Just think what Homer 
Simpson and his frequently bared

butt would look like in real life. As 
for Beavis and Butt-head, John 
Waters and Federico Fellini com- 
bined couldn’t find actors 
grotesque enough to bring that pair 
to life. And despite a lingering mis- 
conception that they’re made for 
kids, cartoons can be a lot more 
daring in their treatment of politics 
and religion. No American series 
has come close to The Simpsons in 
its satire of church-sponsored 
hypocrisy (chiefly through the holi- 
er-than-thou Flanders Family, 
including a wife who went to Bible 
camp to “learn how to judge peo- 
ple”) or amorality in the corporate 
world (including brilliant send-ups 
of a Disneyland-type amusement 
park and a Microsoft-type compa- 
ny run by a villain straight out of 
James Bond flicks). 

Another paradox is that anima- 
tion has a static quality no weekly 
TV series can duplicate. Characters 
never age, and tormentors are 
never vanquished. Dr. Katz’s 
patients are never cured, and his 
layabout son, Ben, never gets a job. 
(Usually seen wearing mismatched 


| socks and eating junk food, Ben 


Katz is irresistibly cute as a cartoon 
but would surely be obnoxious as a 
real person.) Daria will never grad- 
uate from high school and never be 
free of her shallow classmates. 
They’re part of a tradition best illus- 
trated by the recurring Peanuts bit 
where Lucy promises Charlie 
Brown that she’ll hold the football 
in place for him to kick — but she 
always pulls it away just as he 
approaches, so that he lands on his 
ass. 

This comic fatalism seems to 
pervade several of the new offer- 
ings. Dilbert (Mondays at 8 p.m. on 
UPN, premiering January 25) is, of 
course, based on the popular comic 
strip about white-collar drones 


| trapped in Cubicle Hell. Family Guy 


(premiering January 31, after the 
Super Bowl, on Fox) is about a 
schlub terrorized by his infant son. 
The PJs (Tuesdays at 8:30 p.m. on 
Fox), a “claymation” effort, has 
perhaps the bleakest setting yet: a 
poor black neighborhood seen 
through the eyes “of an illiterate 
building superintendent (voiced by 
co-creator Eddie Murphy). A cou- 
ple of civil-rights groups have 
already complained about the 





series, particularly its depiction of 
alcohol use. The pilot episode, 
which aired last Sunday, is an 
uneven mixture of sit-com and fan- 
tasy (a child falls off the roof but is 
sucked to safety by a backed-up toi- 
let — don’t ask). The housing-pro- 
ject setting also seems eerily quiet, 
perhaps because there are no char- 
acters between the ages of 10 and 
40. Still, Murphy’s character has a 
Fred Sanford—like charm that could 
wear well over time. 

On a slightly cheerier note, 
UPN’s Home Movies (premiere 
date to be announced), from the 
same folks who created Dr. Katz, is 
about a geeky third-grade filmmak- 
er living with his single mom 
(voiced by Paula Poundstone). 
Probably the most eagerly awaited 
new cartoon series, Matt 
Groening’s Futurama, is reported 
to have fallen behind schedule and 
may not show up on Fox until the 
fall. 

With so many new series vying 
for attention, there’s bound to be a 
serious shake-out in Toon Town 
before the fall schedules are 
announced. Blessed with consis- 
tently strong ratings, The Simpsons 
seems certain to return — a shame, 
actually, because its quality has 


| dipped in the past two years and its 


writers would be probably be put to 
better use on Futurama (which 
seems to take place in a 23rd-cen- 
tury version of Springfield). The 
funny but repetitive South Park 
(Wednesdays at 10 p.m.) is also a 
lock to return on Comedy Central, 
and I hope it will subsidize the 
addictive Dr. Katz on the same net- 
work, 

Unfortunately, the best animated 
series for adults, King of the Hill, 
may be the most endangered, 
thanks to its ill-advised move to 
Tuesday. King may be the riskiest 
cartoon on right now. It doesn’t 


| chase after younger viewers with 


gross-out humor, and its political 
leanings aren’t as obvious as the 
anti-corporate Simpsons. It’s also 
the only cartoon I’m aware of that 
has a continuing storyline and 
evolving characters. I love the fact 
that beauty-school student Luanne 
still hasn’t grown back her big hair 
since she was caught in a propane 
explosion in last year’s season 
finale. Then there was last fall’s 








episode in which wonderfully naive 
Peggy finally figured out her best 
friend’s relationship with “healer” 
John Red Corn. 

King of the Hill gets plenty of 
laughs from its Bible Belt, NRA- 
loving locale, but it’s never mean- 
spirited, and there are plenty of 
well-aimed shots against liberals as 
well. When the show really works, it 
reminds us that a cartoon, much 
like a black-and-white film, can 
make a virtue of simplicity. Take 
one recent episode in which 12- 
year-old Bobby is dumped by his 
vegetarian girlfriend. Afterward, he 


| spots her at a restaurant and seizes 


an opportunity to get a little 
revenge: he orders the “bet you 
can’t eat it” 75-ounce steak, which 
he consumes, blood dribbling down 
his cheek, while being cheered on 
by a crowd of diners. If such a 
scene were in a live-action movie, 
we'd be so distracted by the cultur- 
al baggage — the décor of the 


| restaurant, and the way the charac- 


ters dress and talk, all painstakingly 
chosen for accuracy — that it 
would be hard to get past the idea 
that we’re watching a satire of red- 
neck Texas. But the simple draw- 
ings on King of the Hill serve to 
convey a more universal theme: the 
dumb things we do for love are sur- 
passed only by the ridiculous things 
we do for spite. 

A little heavier than “What’s up, 
Doc?”, but we're grown-up 
enough to take it. 


DESPITE LUKEWARM RE- 
VIEWS, the first episode of the 
NBC series Providence easily won 
its time period last Friday, in one 
of the best premieres for a drama 
in recent memory. It’s not clear 
whether the show’s surprising suc- 
cess is due to America’s fascina- 
tion with Rhode Island (see 
There’s Something About Mary) or 
the fact that it’s a lot easier for a 
new show to get attention when 
it’s not competing with dozens of 
other debuts in September.

Huntington’s Dream is beautiful but bland 
BY CAROLYN CLAY All the stage’s a world in the Huntington 


Theatre Company’s A Midsummer Night’s Dream, which is certainly 
one of the most beauteous of bare-bones stagings. The playing area is 


open to its brick walls. The setting 
is a theater — according to direc- 
tor Mary Zimmerman, “the one 
place in the world where the 
enchanted and the material world 
coexist,” as they do_ in 
Shakespeare’s comedy of spatting 
fairies and mortals bewitched. 
Before this drab backstage milieu, 
set designer Scott Bradley strews 
his lush, spare “visions”: a formal 
row of gaunt, tall arches to repre- 
sent the rational, daylight world of 
Athens; a billowing green drop on 
which watery and forestial images 
ripple, indicating the “dream” 
world of the Athenian wood; plexi- 
glass boxes filled with verdant bits 
and pieces; a giant fluorescence- 
girdled moon; and a framed, 
flower-laden bower for Titania 
that’s straight out of a Romantic 
painting. 

“Think . . . /That you have but 
slumbered here/While these visions 
did appear,” says Puck at the end, 
indicating the retreating pieces of 
scenery and a few departing actors 
as he wiggles into street clothes and 
pops off his Yoda ears. Thus are all 
of us enfolded, like the play’s mar- 
veling lovers and rustics, into the 
question: what of this was real? Or, 
since clearly none of it was real, 
what of it was genuine? As 
Zimmerman puts it, “Is the 
enchanted world of the forest the 
dream world, or is it the real 
world? Are we really ourselves

when we're in that heightened state 
of consciousness, or are we really 
ourselves when we're not?” Is 
Theseus the temperate but imagi- 
nation-spurning lauder of “cool 
reason,” or is he Oberon, tenderly 
manipulating the denizens of the 
dream? Is there such a thing as 
true love, or is coupling so arbitrary 
it can be ordained by nectar and 
mischief? 

Both the conception and the 
design of this Midsummer are so 
captivating that one wishes the act- 
ing were more uniformly inspired 
and that the momentum were 
stronger. For such a stripped- 
down, anti-illusory staging to 
work, the play’s enchantment must 
be supplied by the performers. The 
Huntington company is certainly 
competent: the bare-chested, goat- 
legged Puck of Doug Hara is an 
intriguing combination of Pan and 
punk, and there are memorable 
turns by Ed Dixon as a low-rent 
Old Vic Bottom and Sarah Rafferty 
as a Paula Prentissy Helena. 


Moreover, Zimmerman is a direc- 
tor of certified smarts — she’s a 
recent recipient of a MacArthur 
Fellowship (often dubbed the 
“genius grant”). But here she 
appears to have done more think- 
ing about what Midsummer means 
than about how to put it across. In 
the end, she counts’ on 
Shakespeare, laid out straight, to 
sprinkle the fairy dust. 

The production is arresting to 
look at, with Bradley's floating set 
pieces and lighting designer Scott 
Zielinski’s harsh white beams in 
marked contrast to Mara 
Blumenfeld’s lavish costumes, the 
regal blacks and silvers of court 
dress giving way to shocking reds 
and blues as the lovers come 
undone in the woods. Still, there 
are some inconsistencies: 
Francesca Faridany’s Titania is as 
ravishingly Pre-Raphaclite as her 
bower, but her train of winged 
fairies — mostly children — are 
almost goofily turned out, in tutus, 
bright tights, and diddly-boppers.

Is there a Doctorow in the house? 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE Director Frank Galati sounds for all the 


world like an evangelical preacher when he talks about Ragtime, the multiple- 
Tony-winning musical that loads its 17 trucks worth of razzle-dazzle 


into Boston’s Colonial Theatre 
next week. “It’s time for reflection 
and meditation,” says Galati of 
viewing the musical on the eve of 
the millennium. “It’s time for us 
to look back and say, ‘Hey, wait a 
minute, we can do better. We can 
change. We can be a family. Why 
not? Why can’t we listen to one 
another? Why can’t we love one 
another, and ourselves?’ ” 
Beaming and ebullient, Galati 
eclipses Tony-winning composer 
Stephen Flaherty and the three 
cast members who have joined 
him at a. press conference that 
doubles as a celebration of the 
show's resurrection. In 
November, the national touring 
company got the pink slip after 
Livent Inc., its producer, filed for 
bankruptcy protection. But Pace 
Theatrical Group and Broadway 
in Boston engineered an 1Ith- 
hour bailout, allowing the eagerly 


awaited Broadway hit to open in 
Boston. (Following the 10-week 
run at the Colonial, the tour will 
indeed fold, at least until summer, 
when it’s expected to recom- 
mence in Houston.) 

The entire panel, however, 
nods in awed agreement when 
Galati opines that there’s some- 
thing “uncanny” about the con- 
temporary relevance of Ragtime, 
which explores the roots of prob- 
lems that plague American culture 
to this day. Adapted by Terrence 
McNally from E.L. Doctorow’s 
novel, the musical centers on 
three very different American 
families — one white and afflu- 
ent, one African-American, and 
one made up of Jewish immi- 
grants — whose fates intertwine 
in the early years of this century. 
The entire company and 
Doctorow himself, Galati 
explains, have been struck by the 





“strange appropriateness that our 
cultural attention has been turned 
to the first years of the century, to 
how we got here, in this last year 
of the 20th century.” 

But the musical’s lessons tran- 
scend the historical, the director 
insists. “Ragtime is a work of great 
complexity. It’s a work about the 
human heart and the aspirations of 
the human family. But it’s also 
about the Amcrican family and the 
way in which all of our lives, as 
members of immediate families 
and larger familics, play out against 
the backdrop of history. . . . It’s a 
play about those crises in our 
American family that have divided 
us — racism, intolerance, bigotry, 
blindness, selfishness, greed — 
and the way in which we have been 
damaged, shriveled, by that mean- 
ness in the episodes in our past. 
And it’s about the way in which we 
have grown and transformed our- 








Michael Bodeen’s original music is 
as richly textured as the costumes. 

Among the performers, the 
physically adroit Hara (whose last 
Huntington outing was as the ath- 
letic Monkey of Zimmerman’s 
Journey to the West) is the most 
interesting — a convincing combi- 
nation of elf and animal. And the 
moment when his Puck suddenly 
leaps up onto the shoulders of John 
Wojda’s tall Oberon is gorgeous. 
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TITANIA SOARS ALOFT, but most of the 


verse here is earthbound. 





But Hara tosses off his speeches; 
there’s no poetry in him. Wojda 
best handles the verse and makes a 
stately if lackluster Oberon/ 
Theseus. Faridany, so delightful in 
the Huntington’s The Game of 
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Love and Chance, is here a Titania 
less lyrical than vexed. Among the 
lovers, Rafferty’s Helena is awfully 
contemporary but full of dizzy 
spunk, whereas Meredith Zinner’s 
Hermia is a spitfire whose relent- 
less cuteness had me rooting for 
Helena in the cat fight. The 
Demetrius of Kevin Daniels and 
Lysander of Michael Medico are 
just bland. 

As a plummy Bottom, Dixon is 
laughable yet dig- 
nified — a verita- 
ble Gielgud among 
the mechanicals. 
And there are 
poignantly funny 
turns by Larry 
Paulsen as_ rube- 
impresario Quince 
and Robert Saoud 
as a _ dazedly 
stagestruck Snout. 
The interplay 
among the on- 
stage audience 
members (in a row 
of theater scats) 
and __ performers 
during the act-five 
play within the play 
is clever, with Jesse 
Weaver, as Flute, 
providing the high- 
light of “The most 
lamentable come- 
dy, and most crucl 
death of Pyramus 
and Thisby”: the 
heroine’s out- 
landish suicide by 
sword-through-the-head. 

In the end, though, this carefully 
considered but insufficiently pro- 
pelled production is part Dream, 
part snooze. I’ve seen some mem- 
orable productions of 
Shakespeare’s comedy, among 
them Alvin Epstein’s, which incor- 
porated Purcell’s music for The 
Faerie Queen, and Peter Brook’s, 
which framed the acrobatic action 
in a gleaming white box. This one’s 
heady — but without the “seething 
brains” and “shaping fantasics” 
Theseus attributes to those exem- 
plars of imagination, the lunatic, 
the lover, and the poet. *

selves through the crucible of con- 
flict, strife, and suffering. At the 
same time, the play is full of enor- 
mous joy, a lot of laughs, and 
splendid theatrical energy. And 
Stephen Flaherty’s score and Lynn 
Ahren’s incredible lyrics are joyous 
and soaring and magnificent.” 

In creating the score, says 
Flaherty, he treated music as “an 
emotional shorthand to under- 
score the themes and ideas” of the 
novel. “I think this score captures 
the tapestry effect of the book. 
What was interesting to me, musi- 
cally, was not so much creating 
pure types of music but seeing how 
they could connect and collide. So 
cach of the families, at the begin- 
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ning of the story, has its own 
sound: you'll hear that in the open- 
ing number, which is basically an 
overture of ideas and musical col- 
ors. . . . But, throughout the 
evening, as the groups collide and 
the individual lives intersect, you 
begin to see how this type of music 
meshed to that type of music. . . . 
As the piece evolved, many of these 
themes and sounds became inter- 
esting hybrids. It was a joy for me 
to see how that developed.” =

Out of Vogue 


Diana Vreeland holds court in Lowell

forces of nature. Diana Vreeland was a 


force of the unnatural: 


ARTIFICE,” she declares in 
the capital letters that make up 
much of Full Gallop, the deli- 
cious one-person play about 
“the sultana of style” that’s 
now having its area premiere at 
Merrimack Repertory Theatre. 
The show, reminiscent of Jay 
Presson Allen’s equally irre- 
sistible Tru, was written by 
Mark Hampton and the actress 
Mary Louise Wilson, who 
played the imperious Vreeland 
when Full Gallop premiered at 
the Manhattan Theatre Club 
in 1995. Here the Vogue 
doyenne is the property of 
Geraldine Librandi, who 
takes the stage like a garish- 
ly accoutered brushfire, 
waving bracelets as thick as 
sausages, eyes afire beneath 
a red-rouged forehead and a 
black lacquered mass that 
purports to be hair. “I am a 
great believer in vulgarity,” 
declares this personification 
of kabuki chic. 
“We could all use 
a splash of bad 
taste. No taste is 
what I’m against.” 
Vreeland, of 
course, had taste 
up the yin-yang, 
and she was pas- 
sionate about it, 
given to such 
absolute pro- 
nouncements as 
“Blue jeans are 
the greatest inven- 
tion since’ the 
gondola!” —s Full 
Gallop, culled in 
the main from 
Vreeland’s mem- 
oir D.V, is full of 
such hyperbolic 


crackle, and 
Librandi, under 
David Zoffoli’s 


lively direction, 
shows she knows 
how to rub the 
two sticks’ of 
Vreeland’s hau- 
teur and_ her 
wackiness togeth- 
er. Leading with 
her hips, chop- 
ping the air with 
red-nailed fingers, 
speaking in 
emphatic explo- 
sions of edict and 
anecdote, dipping 
into deep pliés for 
emphasis, the actress hovers 
between impersonation and 
characterization, turning a 
self-styled caricature almost 
human. Librandi, a BU grad 
and founding member of the 
Next Move Theatre (where she 
played, among other memo- 
rable roles, Emma Goldman in 
Howard Zinn’s Emma), 
returned to acting and direct- 
ing in these parts a year or so 
ago. This, however, is her 
chance to announce — as 
Vreeland does in Full Gallop 
— “Je suis arrivée!” 

The play is set in 1971,

are enough flowers to field a 
funeral but no dinner save 
saltines. When not addressing 
us, she’s talking via intercom 
to a French-speaking secretary 
(whose deadpan replies of oui 
and bon are provided by Chloe 
Leaman) whom she hits up for 
money and obeisance. Every 
once in a while, she wages an 
assault on a slipcovered chair 
whose look offends her. And it 
is not alone: in Vreeland terri- 
tory, the primary offense of the 
Nazis was that they wore 
“overcoats with trains,” and 
Hitler’s big sin was that his 
moustache was “JUST 
WRONG.” 

Of course, Full Gallop is 
about as substantive as a bon- 
bon, and its subject has the 
social conscience of Marie 
Antoinette. Moreover, like 
most shows built on the 
unlikely premise of a famous 
person’s flouncing about for 
an hour and a half addressing 
the ether, it can seem forced. 
Still, in addition to being 
entertaining, it offers a 
fascinating glimpse of a 
woman to whom “fashion is 

history,” style is 
art. Vreeland can’t 
remember half the 
names she drops, 
but she remem- 
bers every detail 
— from the chee- 
tah on a leash to 
the white dress cut 
on the bias — that 
contributed to Jo- 
sephine Baker’s 
allure some long- 
ago afternoon in 
Paris. The helmet- 
headed fashion 
arbiter is as pas- 
sionate about col- 
or in the pullovers 
of Balenciaga as 
she is about rouge 
in the paintings of 
Velazquez. Ap- 
pearance is what 
moves her, as is 
evinced in a 
poignant if ab- 
surdist moment 
when Vreeland 
puts down the 
receiver follow-

| Museum of Art to revamp its

The Moiseyev as 
ethno-pop granddaddy 
BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL I: was 1958 when 


the culture impresario Sol Hurok brought the 
Moiseyev Dance Company (then called the Igor 


Moiseyev Folk Dance Ensemble) to America for the first time. We were in 
the middle of the Cold War, the year after Sputnik severely undermined the 
image of American technological superiority. The world seemed splintered 
into unstable and incompatible entities. Cultural exchange was one of the 
few international successes of the time, and the Moiseyev’s sensational 
debut at New York’s Metropolitan Opera House, followed by a sold-out US 
tour, symbolized a rapprochement with the Soviet Union that was still far 
in the future. 

The Moiseyev’s visit had a huge artistic impact, too, though it certainly 
wasn’t the first time Americans had seen folkloric material adapted for the 
Stage. Most 
19th-century bal- 
lets incorporated 
staged ethnic 
dances — from 
the csardas to the 
candle dances of 
Hindu bayaderes 
— as a contrast 
to strict classi- 
cism. Katherine 
Dunham's Afro- 
Caribbean shows 
of the 1940s, 
despite their hot 
investiture, were 
choreographical- 
ly developed ritu- 
als based’ on 
Dunham's §seri- 
ous ethnographic 
research. 

In fact, one of 
Igor Moiseyev’s 
innovations may have been the elimination of plotlines and ritual authentic- 
ity, and the distillation of each regional number to its visual and theatrical 
high points. The strategy worked so well that the Moiseyev troupe, per- 
forming in Symphony Hall last Sunday at the beginning of a new American 
tour, still follows it. Each of the 14 numbers introduced its participants with 
a flourish, then paraded them in colorful patterns that set up a series of spe- 
cialty movements, tricks, or jokes. 

Even though the Moiseyev claims to have drawn from Russia’s many eth- 
nic groups (I suppose the pool is quite reduced now that the Soviet Union 
has de-unified), the numbers all seem to share the same choreographic 
vocabulary. The emphasis is on the legs, with a generous, expansive upper 
body. Women and men step from side to side, accenting the phrase with a 
kick or a circular leg gesture, and often crossing the legs with a twist of the 
lower torso. The men’s acrobatic tricks involve jumping into a low squat 
from which they suddenly spring up into a split jump or a high kick. Or they 
scramble along in the same squat, sliding their legs out to the front or the 
side at super-speed. 

The Moldavian dances — Zhok, for instance — begin with orchestrated 
Gypsy airs and dim lighting. Women dance in perfect unison lines. Men dis- 
play fast stepping and solo bits in friendly competition. Then the men and 
women pair up and create even more dazzling precision designs. The 
dancers are personalized, but generic, as they engage in coy flirtations, 
roughhouse wrangling, and pantomime conversations that recur from one 
number to the next, with only slight variations. 

Only in the Jewish Suite was there any narrative pretext, a Ukrainian 
wedding, but the bride and groom were relegated to roles as centerpieces 
in a men’s and a women’s circle of congratulatory friends. Two patriarchal 
characters dominated this celebration, gesturing broadly in some unspeci- 
fied but not too serious argument, and the rest was dancing display — 
chains of beautiful women, an acrobatic men’s trio, and a group of eight 
men weaving through rows of wine bottles. This last effect somehow did- 
n’t come off, but the men returned anyhow for an encore to “Hava 
Nagila,” which instantly galvanized the audience into a clapping and 
singing accompaniment. 

The Moiseyev show always includes favorite numbers like Partisans, 
where 20 soldiers in voluminous black capes glide magically around the 
stage. Even though you’ve seen it before and know the dancers aren’t on 
skateboards, your eyes insist they can’t be moving so fast on their own two 
feet. Three women now join the men in this piece, but when they throw off 
their capes and get down to dancing, the same gender distinctions apply as 
in the village dances. The women step sideways, displaying their ankles and 
upper torsos. The men do fiery acrobatics. 

The Moiseyev is the granddaddy of today’s ethno-pop dance spectacles: 
Riverdance, hip-hop, and the rest. It was the first to exploit the beguiling 
mass effect, not as corps de ballet or Broadway chorus line, but as folk spec- 
tacle, a somehow highbrow, not quite esoteric art form. In fact, maybe folk- 
loric dance like this helped crack open the rigid boundary between high and 
low art on the dance stage.

The art of ZIT’s noise 


BY DOUGLAS WOLK When the English label 
ZTT was founded, in 1983, it was unlike any 
other. The label’s name stood for “zang tumb 
tuum” — a snatch of Italian Futurist Luigi 
Russolo’s 1913 manifesto “The Art of Noises” 
that referred to the sound of cannons firing. 


And it was devoted more to its 
own existence as a rich, funny art 
project than to the business of 
cranking out hits. 

The label's two principals were 
Trevor Horn, who’d made a name 
for himself with lush productions 
for ABC and Yes, and Paul 
Morley, a music journalist more 
interested in experimental writing 
and high-concept gestures than 
simply rating new albums or 
churning out celebrity profiles. 
What came out of their union 
could have been pretentious and 
bombastic, and it did sometimes 
fall into being a triumph of style 
over substance. More often, 
though, ZTT’s catalogue was the 
triumph of style as substance: its 
superstars were its producers and 
designers; its arrangement and 
production were as baroque and 
engrossing as its songs were triv- 
ial; and its ideological underpin- 
nings suggested an_ intellectual 
depth that depended on the shal- 
lowness of the hit parade — on 
the idea of pop as chatter, as 
ephemeral experience. 

A decent-sized chunk of the 
early ZTT catalogue has recently 
been reissued by Universal: 
Frankie Goes to Hollywood's 
Welcome to the Pleasuredome and 
Liverpool, plus Bang! (a greatest- 
hits collection drawing on both) 
and Reload! (a remix collection); 
Propaganda’s A Secret Wish and 
its remix counterpart, Wishful 
Thinking; the Art of Noise’s 
Who's Afraid of the Art of Noise 
and the subsequent compilation 
Daft, which includes all of the 
former album; and the first three 
808 State discs, Ninety, Ex:El, 
and Gorgeous. The re-releases 
offer a fair overview of ZTT’s 
musical mission, but they stop 
short of conveying a true sense of 
what made the label so exciting in 
its day — the way ZTT operated 
as a mystery machine, pressing 
version after version of its releas- 
es until there were no definitive 
editions, wrapping its sounds in 
quotes and allusions and images 
that co-opted the highbrow intel- 
lectualism of Barthes, Genet, and 
the Frankfurt School's critique of 
pop in a way that defied every- 
thing that pop was supposed to be 
about. 

In fact, ZTT operated as a sort 
of spy in the house of early-’80s 
pop. Both Horn and Morley have 
suggested that they thought of the 
label as a home for the experi- 
mental and the extreme. That 
changed very quickly in 1984, 
when one of their first releases, 
Frankie Goes to Hollywood's 
“Relax,” became a #1 hit in the 
UK. Given a huge push by being 
banned by the BBC, “Relax” was 
a natural hit, as salacious a song 
as has ever been recorded, built 
on a relentlessly pounding one- 
note bass part and bathhouse 
sound effects. Horn’s subsequent 
productions for Frankie were 


even more lush and gigantic, cul- 
minating in “Welcome to the 
Pleasuredome,” a scrap of Holly 
Johnson's singing worked up into 
a majestic 15-minute soundscape. 
When the album of the same 
name finally came out, in October 
of 1984, most of it was pretty 
awful, but the singles are still 
impressively immense. And 
though Frankie were by no means 
the first band to celebrate homo- 
eroticism, they were the first band 
since the Village People to do it so 
blatantly at the top of the charts. 

The hetero-erotic side of the 
label was left to Propaganda, a 
German synth-pop quartet whose 
dark, rhythm-heavy records were 
mostly produced by Horn disciple 
Stephen Lipson. Their songs, in 
terms of both lyrics and music, 
were about losing one’s organic 
self: in abandonment of will, in 
sex, and mostly in the processes 
and rhythms of machines. Singer 
Claudia Brucken appeared in a 
few photographs wearing a wire- 
lattice dressmaker’s model, but 
the band’s main visual icon was 
the model itself, empty and stand- 
ing fetishized in space, pho-

remix album, where Brucken 
and Freytag are almost entirely 
lost in what the Goethe quote on 
the sleeve calls “umzuschaffen 
das Geschaffene” — “to refash- 
ion the fashioned.” 

But the flagship outfit of ZTT 
was the Art of Noise. As origi- 
nally conceived, they were the 
clearest statement of the compa- 
ny’s aesthetic idcal, of pillaging 
the 20th century in a thorough- 
ly postmodern way. Their 
response to the idea of the death 
of the author was the absence of 
an artist. The Art of Noise were 
pictured on their record sleeves 
only as a hand clutching a 
wrench in front of a broken win- 
dow, or as comedy and tragedy 
masks. The members credited 
on their ZTT albums were a 
producer (Horn), a publicist 
(Morley), a sound cngincer 
(Gary Langan), an 
arranger/keyboardist (Anne 
Dudley), and a Fairlight synthe- 
sizer programmer (J.J. Jeczalik). 
No stars, no images, nothing to 
wrap the normal machinery of 
pop stardom around: a name 
and an album, but no band. 

Their music and vidcos broke 
the same kind of ground. “Beat 
Box” was basically just a super- 
heavy beat, dosed with sound 
effects and dub treatments, splin- 
tered, reversed, mutated, and 
doubled back on itself. “Moments 
in Love” was a barely there synth- 
hoot that went on for more than 
10 minutes, totally sappy and, as 
far as some people were con- 
cerned, utterly romantic: it was 
played at the wedding of 
Madonna and_ Sean 
Penn. “Close (To the 
Edit)” took an arty cut- 
up of a motorcycle start- 
ing up and sct it to a 
ferocious dance groove 
— pure noise turned into 
song. In the best-known 
of several videos made 
for this number, a tiny 
woman and three men in 
suits destroy a grand 
piano with chainsaws. 
Once again, it was a song 
of near-absolute nega- 
tion: no band, no singing, 
no hook that could be 
represented in conven- 
tional notation, no noth- 
ing — only the noise, 
and the beat. It was a 
huge dance hit. 

Everything the label 
released was tinged with 
mystery and arcanely 
catalogued. There was 
the “Action Scrics,” with 
most major releases 
assigned a number, and 
the “Incidental Scrics,” 





tographed by Anton Corbijn or 
represented in a more abstract 
drawing: a machine in the shape 
of a body that works on its own as 
one might have once expected the 
body to work. The voices of 
Brucken and Susanne Freytag, 
too, surrendered to the mechanics 
of the mix, trying and failing to 
find their way out of the percus- 
sive labyrinths of “Frozen Faces” 
or being overwhelmed by a tsuna- 
mi of synthetic orchestration at 
the end of “p:Machinery.” So 
Propaganda’s essential album 
isn't even the song-based A Secret 
Wish; it’s Wishful Thinking, the

which gave a number to 
everything associated with the 
label: ads, live performances, 
Holly Johnson’s walking stick, 
the actors in the “Two Tribes” 
video. The Art of Noise’s “Close- 
Up” single was actually three 
very different singles, quictly 
released in identical sleeves; one 
might offer a slightly altered 
remix of the tune, another a rau- 
cous live-in-the-studio __re- 
recording of it. Quotes from 
20th-century writers — Roland 
Barthes was a particular Morley 
favorite — appeared, uncredited, 
everywhere (on album and sin- 
gles sleeves and T-shirts).

Linguistic games would wind 
from record sleeve to record 
sleeve: one would say “How do 
you do? How do you dance? 
What do you think?”; another 
would twist that into “Who? 
Chance? Blink?” The front cover 
of one 12-inch featured nothing 
but a giant photograph of a bowl 
of fruit and the serial number 
“12XZTAS7”; the idea was that 
ZTT fans would see it and 
instantly decode it as meaning 
“the limited-edition alternate 12- 
inch version of Zang Tumb 
Tuum’s Action Series number 
7,” meaning Frankie’s “Welcome 
to the Pleasuredome.” 

But this initial exuberance did- 
n't last. The Art of Noise eventu- 
ally split from Horn, Morley, and 
ZTT, went off on their own, had 
a few dance hits; made some dull 
proto-ambient music, and finally 
fizzled out. A promising band 
called Instinct never got further 
than one track on a compilation 
LP; the dreadful Das Psych-Oh 
Rangers made only one single 
before they called it quits. 
Recording sessions with Grace 
Jones produced basically one 
song, “Slave to the Rhythm,” 
which was nonetheless puffed up 
into an album of the same title. 
Propaganda splintered, then 
resurfaced on a different label 
with only one original member 
and a new, American singer 
while Brucken stayed on ZTT 
with the rather nifty Act. 
Frankie’s second album, the 
arrogantly titled Liverpool, 
stiffed, and they got into a messy 
legal battle with the label, then 
broke up. Finally, Paul Morley 
left the label, and with him went 
a lot of its conceptual splendor. 

That might have been it for 
ZTT if two of its most important 
acts hadn’t turned up in the wake 
of Morley’s departure. In 1989, 
Graham Massey’s 808 State 
emerged on ZTT in the middle of 
the house-music explosion, but 
Massey was much more far-sight- 
ed than most of his dance con- 
temporaries. 808 State’s early 
tracks looked forward to what we 
think of now as electronica and 





big beat. Much of the music on 
Ex:El, which included a couple of 
Bjork’s first appearances with 
electro-dance back-up, was far 
ahead of its time; a remix of the 
album’s “Cubik,” in fact, is on the 
British dance charts right now. 
And, in 1990, Seal signed to the 
label and scored a series of mas- 
sive international hits built on 
Horn’s over-the-top-and-out-of- 
the-stadium production. 

Other than Seal, ZTT has kept 
pretty quiet for the last year or 
two, which the label has spent 
extricating itself from a distribu- 
tion deal with WEA. There has 
been an occasional signing — the 
Marbles and the Frames, each of 
whom will release a debut album 
next year. Meanwhile, here in the 
States, the first batch of ZTT reis- 
sues has appeared in stores with 
very little fanfare — “We'll be 
concentrating on catalogue 
exploitation next year,” says 
Fraser Ealey, the head of the 
label’s international division. 
That’s likely to include lesser- 
known (but collector-bcloved) 
albums like Anne _ Pigalle’s 
Everything Could Be So Perfect (a 
peculiar mix of French chanson 
and synth-pop), the soundtrack 
to Nicolas Roeg’s film 
Insignificance, and composer 
Andrew Poppy's two bizarre 
albums of orchestral dance music. 

But the big news is that the Art 
of Noise are once more a going 
concern — this time as a quartet 
of Dudley, Horn, Morley, and Lol 
Creme, the former 10cc member 
and renowned _ videomakcr. 
They've been holed up for the last 
year and a half, putting together 
an album to be called The 
Seduction of Claude Debussy, 
which will involve, among other 
things, drum ‘n’ bass beats, a full 
orchestra, and rapper Rakim. The 
group’s ornate, funny, very obvi- 
ously Morley-created Web site (at 
www.ztt.com) notes that there's a 
new AON single, “Dream On,” 
and that it’s not available in 
stores; figuring out how to get a 
copy is left as an exercise for the 
reader. The mystery is back,

Sir Simon Rattle talks about conducting Mahler 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ Sir Simon Rattle sits 
back in the conductors’ room at the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra and bites into an apple, 
but it’s not till the end of our conversation that 
I bite into the question that’s really on my 
mind: now that, after 18 seasons, he’s ended 


his full-time commitment as 
director of the City of Birmingham 
Symphony Orchestra, would he be 
interested — should the 
opportunity ever arise — in 
coming to Boston? The answer is 
not encouraging: he _ looks 
surprised, as if the idea had never 
occurred to him, then says simply, 
“I’m a European. My life is in 
Europe.” In the musical-chairs 
world of international conducting, 
one never says never, but it does 
seem likely that this most sought- 
after of young maestros (he’ll be 
44 this coming Tuesday, in case 
you'd like to send an early birthday 
card c/o the BSO) will wind up in 
Vienna or Berlin, or with a London 
orchestra, rather than in Boston. 

All the more reason to appreci- 
ate his guest appearances. Already 
on this visit he’s given us a superb 
program of Rameau (a suite from 
Les Indes galantes) and Beethoven 
(the Eroica). This weekend he’ll be 
performing Oliver Knussen’s 
Flourish with Fireworks; the world 
premiere of a BSO commission, 
Judith Weir’s Natural History, with 
soprano Dawn Upshaw; and 
Gustav Mahler’s Fourth Sym- 
phony, also with Upshaw. 

The Mahler Fourth is apposite, 
since he recently recorded it with 
the City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra. (See accompanying 
box.) And because, though Rattle’s 
repertoire is wide-ranging and 
eclectic, Mahler is one of the com- 
posers with whom he made his 
reputation. “I grew up in the first 
European city where there was a 
Mahler cycle played with the same 
orchestra and conductor.” Uh, 
Vienna? Berlin? Amsterdam? “It 
was in Liverpool, with Sir Charles 
Groves and the Liverpool 
Philharmonic. No one had ever 
done it before.” That cycle includ- 
ed the Deryck Cooke performing 
version of Mahler’s uncompleted 
Tenth Symphony, a work most 
conductors still refuse to program. 
Yet at age 25, Simon Rattle was 
recording it with the Bournemouth 
Symphony Orchestra — it’s a 
mark of EMI’s faith (and 
England’s) in this conductor that 
his first recording of a major 
orchestra work was a two-disc 
release of an unfinished, and con- 
troversial, Mahler symphony. 

Not that it was controversial to 
Rattle. “I grew up _ hearing 
Berthold Goldschmidt’s perfor- 
mance,” he explains. [Gold- 
schmidt conducted the work’s 
1964 premiere.] “At the time I was 
coming to consciousness, there 
always was a completed Tenth. It’s 
so much more complete than the 
Mozart Requiem or the Bartok 
Viola Concerto — it never 
occurred to me that it was a prob- 
lem. One of the things Berthold 
said was that there were a number 
of people, [Otto] Klemperer par- 
ticularly, who were really upset 
that they hadn’t been asked to do 
the first performance. And then 





there were, as Berthold told me, 
certain conductors who looked at 
the second movement and realized 
that they just weren’t physically 
equipped to conduct it. Mahler 
himself had never conducted any 
music like that, there was nothing 
like it before Petrushka. If you look 
at the manuscript, he has no idea 
how to write it, anymore than 
Stravinsky did when he — you 
know the Sacre was written with- 
out bar lines, the last dance, and so 
is this.” 

When it comes to Mahler, Rattle 
has always gone his own way. He 
recorded the complete three- 
movement version of the cantata 
Das klagende Lied \ong before it 
became fashionable. And his 1989 
recording of the Sixth is the only 


major release to challenge the.

Gesellschaft’s 1963 Critical 
Edition on the order of the inner 
movements. Mahler composed this 
work with the Scherzo second and 
the Andante third, but during 
rehearsals he decided the Andante 
should go second; that’s how he 
conducted it in his lifetime, and 
that’s how it was played until 
1963, when editor Erwin Ratz 
“explained” that, before his death, 
Mahler had reverted to his original 
plan. Virtually every recording 
since (Harold Farberman and, on 
an early cassette, Boston 
Philharmonic director Benjamin 
Zander are Rattle’s fellow hold- 
outs) has placed the Scherzo sec- 
ond. The problem is that there’s 
not a shred of evidence for Ratz’s 
“reversion”: no score, no letter, no 
conversation, no anecdote. 

Rattle, who back in 1991 was 
castigated by Norman Lebrecht in 
Classic CD (“Simon Rattle, who 
ought to know better, reverses the 
order of movements in the Sixth”), 
is undeterred. “As a young musi- 
cian, Berthold [who was born in 
1903] loved Mahler, and he trav- 
eled all around Germany and 
Austria to hear what few perfor- 
mances there were, and he said it 
was always done this way, with the 
Andante second. The problem is 
that there was a gap in 
the Mahler tradition — 
despite Bruno Walter, 
because the Sixth really 
wasn’t his piece — so 
most people got to know 
the piece after the new 
edition came out and 
never questioned it. I feel 
that Mahler should have 
the right of choice over 
the ordering of his own 
symphony. This was a 
great composer. There 
are people who would 
not dare change one note 
of Mahler, but they say, 
“He was too good a man 
of the theater to have the 
Andante follow the first 
movement,” as if he did- 
n’t know better. It’s not 
really a matter of opin- 
ion, it’s just wrong. Of 
course it’s a shock when 
you first hear it, it took 
me a while to get used to 


Rattle on record 


With the three releases that have appeared over the past six months 
— the Third and Fourth with his City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra, and the Ninth in a live performance with the Vienna 
Philharmonic (reviewed in the September 4 Boston Phoenix) — 
Simon Rattle has now recorded eight of Mahler's 10 symphonies 


(he’s also done Das klagende Lied and Das Lied von der 
Erde, both with the CBSO). Yet to come are the Eighth 
(with the CBSO), the Fifth (“probably with the Berlin 
Philharmonic”), and a remake of his 1980 Bournemouth 
(“definitely in Berlin”) that if it's anything like his 1996 
BSO performances will go straight to the top of the list. 
In Nicholas Kenyon's 1987 biography of the conductor, 
Rattle repeatedly describes his approach to music as 
“building from the bottom up.” Some of his Mahler record- 
ings give the impression of having not quite reached the 
top: there’s lots of fascinating detail without the weltan- 


schauung of an Otto Klemperer or a Bruno Walter. Those luminaries, 
of course, were in their 70s and 80s when they made their Mahler 
statements. Rattle is a big, complex conductor who, on the verge on 
turning 44, is just beginning to mature. 

But one piece of the picture has fallen into place: he’S become what 
the Gramophone's David S. Gutman calls an “interventionist” con- 
ductor. And though Gutman doesn't mean that as a compliment, the 
truth is that Mahler was an interventionist composer whose scores 








it. But you do what the composer 
asks.” 

Doing what Mahler asks can, it 
turns out, get you into a lot of 
trouble with reviewers. Rattle’s 
new recording of the Third (which 
we'll review in “Off the Record” 
next week) drew a caustic observa- 
tion from David S. Gutman, who 
in last November’s Gramophone 
described Rattle’s soloist in the 
“Nietzsche” fourth movement as 
being “menaced by the intrusive, 
upward, slurred portamentos of 
Hitchcockian seagulls.” Rattle 
responds, “It’s the only time I’ve 
actually written back to the 
Gramophone, | said, ‘I’m terribly 
sorry — look at the score, look at 
what it says, it’s an oboe glissando, 
oboe and cor anglais [English 
horn]. The Bird of the Night 
[Mahler’s description in the manu- 
script score] is a glissando.’ The 
oboes of Mahler’s time had no keys 
between those notes, so they were 
able to do a glissando in the way 
the clarinets can at the beginning 
of Rhapsody in Blue. But people 
say, ‘Well, this can’t be right 
because I haven’t heard it on a 
recording.’ Yet Mahler marks so 
clearly the things he wants. I have 
no problem being criticized on 
matters of taste, but I do mind 
when it’s there, when it’s clearly 
written. You just want people to do 
the research.” 

Rattle’s Mahler performances 
are making it increasingly clear 
that what critics — and audiences 
— are used to hearing isn’t neces- 
sarily what Mahler wanted. Right 
at the start of the Fourth his CBSO 
recording challenges recorded 
“tradition” by taking the opening 
sleigh-bell measures slowly, then 
accelerating into the main theme. 
Will this weekend’s BSO Fourth 
sound significantly different? “The 
whole concert is done in four 
rehearsals. There’s an awful lot 
you can do in four rehearsals. It’s a 
piece that great orchestras play 
very well. It’s one of the less com- 
plicated symphonies to mold in 
that way, it’s just a matter of talk- 
ing about character, about what 
the shapes are. 

“At the City of Birmingham we 
knew each other so well that many 
things were taken for granted, the 








swinging of Viennese rhythms [he 
hums a lilting Viennese waltz 
tune]. If the rhythms are swung in 
that way, if the 16th notes are later 
and closer, Austrian rather than 
Germanic, and if phrases are really 
shaped, well, he’s given you every- 
thing else. And if Heaven is like 
that, then there’s really an argu- 
ment for this as one of the most 
perfect pieces there is, in every 
way. But the Viennese thought he 
was, as we say in England, ‘taking 
the piss out of them’ with this kind 
of deconstructed Schubert. Even 
the slow movement got booed; 
they thought it was disgusting. The 
slow movement [now considered 
one of Mahler’s most sublime 
efforts].” 

And why is it that this symphony 
in G ends in the key of E? “It’s 
Himmel [Heaven], we’ve moved 
somewhere entirely else, and so it 
must be different. When Heaven 
arrives, it is in E major, but the 
land of Vienna is in G major, and 
yet there’s this wonderful thing 
that you can still hear Viennese 
café music when you're in 
Heaven.” 

One thing we won’t hear this 
weekend, unfortunately, is the 
sound of laterally separated violins 
— that is, firsts on the conductor’s 
left, seconds on his right. 
“Basically, until the ’30s all orches- 
tras played like this, it would never 
have occurred to any of the com- 
posers up to that point that it 
would be any other way. It was a 
matter of rising standards of 
ensemble and intonation in the 
violins that they got together, 
because there is no doubt that it’s 
much easier to play together. And 
for ensemble, many contemporary 
pieces are written with that in 
mind. All these Mahlers I’ve done 
with the violins separate; next 
week I will have them together, 
just because there’s so _ little 
rehearsal time and the program is 
so. difficult. And for Ollie 
Knussen’s piece it won’t work to 
have them separate. But when I 
can, I do [as he did this past week 
for the Rameau and Beethoven]. 
It’s what the composers wrote for, 
it’s what they expected, and it 
explains why Mahler’s second-vio- 
lin parts are as they are.” gS 


are constantly calling for this or that nuance. Rattle's Mahler Fourth is 
a caprice, a child’s view of the symphonic process, its mood chang- 
ing as often as a two-year-old’s. You can quibble with some interpre- 
tative decisions — the sleigh-bell tempo at the beginning, the 
unmarked acceleration into the first-movement coda, the lack of 

weight when the Poco Adagio achieves apocalypse 


and, in the finale, the perfunctory phrasing and the not- 
at-all-childlike singing of Amanda Roocroft — but not 
with his attentiveness to the score, or his chamber- 
orchestra grasp of what Mahler is asking for. And there 
are felicities here | don't find in any of my 20-odd other 
Fourths: the soft, crisp, beeping horns that underpin the 
opening theme; the sweet swaying cellos of the third 
group and the pungent oboe that follows; the gentle 
release of the “Ruhig and immer ruhiger werden” sec- 
———— tion of the coda; the vinegary, lightfooted (and not over- 
miked) scordato violin of the Scherzo and the way it becomes pro- 


gressively less nightmarish; the sighing, delicately pointed pair of 
landier trios, not schmaltz but schlag (whipped cream); the ecstatic 
rather than ethereal beginning of the Poco Adagio (with full measure 
for every one of the double basses’ plucked notes) and the gradual 
way Rattle later speeds up, as per Mahler's instruction. His orchestra 
is a credit to his 18 years in Birmingham: it could pass for the BSO.

NATION OF FEAR: 
FAMILY 
ENTERTAINMENT 


lt was an interesting enough ques- 
tion to make me brave the icy Mass 
Ave winds on a Wednesday night: 
what the hell does it take to get 
kicked out of Marilyn Manson? 
Such was the fate of one Olivia 
Newton Bundy. Sacked by Manson, 
he now fronts the Fort Lauderdale 
metal band Nation of Fear, who 
played upstairs at the Middle East a 
week ago Wednesday. It was a 
homecoming of sorts, since two 
Bundy sidemen are originally from 
the Boston area (I’m assuming the 
kindly-looking elderly woman in the 
front had a parental interest in the 
proceedings). And though the 
turnout wasn’t overwhelming, it was 
respectable — in fact, the show itself 
was ecrily respectable, the sort of 
thing you wouldn't be embarrassed 
to take your mom to. 

Bundy, with head shaved and cyc- 
brows extended to curl up at the 
ends, and wearing a loose-fitted, 


wide-lapel red velvet shirt, came off | 


as a combination of Anton LaVey 
and Fab Five Freddy. Except, well, 
cuddlier. He was polite and 
restrained without appearing sub- 
dued, and the only gesture he hadn't 
quite mastered was the one Manson 
perfected on the Antichrist Superstar 
tour in which you go limp like a mar- 
ionette; when Bundy did it, he just 
looked like a limp fat guy. 

Three of his backing musicians 
looked like death-disco club kids: 
the stout guitarist in S&M gear, a 
lanky keyboardist with baggy pants 
made out of an American flag, and a 
drummer wearing large padded 
headphones keeping time to a click 
track. A dreadlocked lad sat inside a 
steel-grate-encased booth housing 
turntables, a sampler, and a modi- 
fied power rotary sander that, 
applied to a steel drum, showered 
the front rows in sparks. 

The first song sounded like a 
straight cross between Manson and 
say, Limp Bizkit or 311 (i.e., not as 
mighty as Korn). No applause fol- 
lowed, and Bundy politely asked for 
more vocals in the monitor. A lyric 
from the second tune, “dream anoth- 
er dream,” played up its resemblance 
to “Sweet Dreams,” the Eurythmics 
hit Manson is fond of. A different 
kind of dream was perhaps on 
Nation of Fear’s minds for a song 
later in the set whose chorus was 
“We shall overcome.” 

Everything was quite professional 
— they brought their own 
Metropolis-inspired _welded-steel 
cymbal and microphone stands, a 
couple of banners, a camouflage 
backdrop ensnared with baby-doll 
parts, a fold-out steel merchandise 
stand with four different kinds of T- 
shirts, and an array of wireless units. 
All of which seemed completely out 
of proportion with the scale on 
which they were performing, but, 
hey, the guy used to be in Marilyn 
Manson, so he’s gotten uscd to these 
things. 

At one point, Bundy shyly admit- 
ted that the Middle East wouldn't 
allow them to burn anything on 
stage; later, he dutifully thanked and 
praised the opening bands — a class 
act, you know, totally professional, 
even if it was professional by-the- 
numbers post-metal. Professional 
and boring as hell. No wonder 
Manson gave him the boot.

A joke, maybe, but one not with- 
out a kernel of truth. Baby Ray, onc 
of the more intriguingly skewed (or, 
perhaps, skewering) pop outfits to 
come out of Boston in a while, deliv- 
ered picture-perfect renditions of 10 
of 14 songs from their Thirsty Ear 
debut, serving them up more or less 
in the same order that they appear 
on Monkeypuzzle. And given that it 
had taken the band two months from 
the disc’s release back in November 
to get around to throwing this CD- 
release party, most of the near- 
capacity crowd did indeed seem well 
enough acquainted with the songs to 
sing along. 

Baby Ray’s clever kind of contor- 
tionist pop, with its pretzel-shaped 
melodies and impishly bratty word- 
play, is not the easiest of styles to 
pull off. Cleverness can get annoying 
in a hurry when it’s done solely in 
the name of cleverness. And it’s the 
rare band or artist who can deploy 
deranged time changes and demen- 
tia-addled narratives with humor 
and (most important) hooks. Robyn 
Hitchcock, whom Baby Ray evoke 
on their “MFG,” is one such citizen 
of the surreal. XTC, whom Baby Ray 
brought to mind on just about every- 
thing else, is another. But the 
moment the foursome — Groat, 
guitarist and second vocalist Ken 
Lafler, drummer Nathan Logus, and 
bassist Paul Simonoff — lit out for 
the loopy orange-and-lemon territo- 
ries of their current single, “Never 
Know My Name,” then bounded 
merrily into “Buster Pig Man,” you 
just knew their sonic sleight-of-hand 
could have left Andy Partridge 
adjusting his spectacles in delight 
and disbelief. 

On “The Ballad of Baby Ray,” the 
band were like a Rubik’s Cube that 
had discovered the solution to its 
own enigmatic puzzles, leaving lis- 
teners to ponder the riddle of lyrics 
like “Outslur the slang bums with 
infant vocabulary/Stuttering silver 
miracles atmospherical so moronic 





and partially demonic.” Lafler, sup- 
plying strong counterpoint har- 
monies and sinewy yet restrained 
runs on lead guitar, was a perfect foil 
for the magnetic Groat’s more 
hyperbolic leanings. Meanwhile, 
Simonoff and Logus made for a 
whip-smart rhythm section of 
impeccable timing and punch, high- 
lighting the already vivid colors of 
the bouncing “Buster Pig Man” and 
the new-wave stutter of “Sorry.” It 
was delirious and focused and very 
tight — not so much “pop gonc 
wrong,” as Baby Ray have wryly 
described their sound, but rather 
pop gone very, very right. 

The show reached its apex on the 
circling, swirling sunrise of “Big 
Sun’s a-Comin’.” With the band fly- 
ing inside a flamingo-pink melody 
that climbed higher and higher like a 
beautiful balloon, Groat hugged the 
lyric “I will never grow up” like a 
child making a wish, repeating the 
line as if it were a mantra. It was 
guilelessly innocent and knowing at 
the same time, and it seemed as 
good a code to live by as any. 

Rounding out the bill were three 
Boston bands whose styles were as 
varied as the guests of honor’s song 
structures. The mostly acoustic duo 
Chronic Pleasure set the table with a 
goofy, They Might Be Giants—ish 
take on various and sundry subjects, 
among them the true measure of 
rock stardom (namely, being offed 
by “an irate fan”). Next up, Ross 
Phasor — a band, not a guy — 
delivered an anachronistic though 
striking set of glam-dusted arena 
rock (but without all the make-up or 
costumes). And while we're on the 
subject of arena rock: the Ray 
Corvair Trio, fresh from their New 
Year’s Eve gig opening for 
Aerosmith at the FleetCenter, closed 
the show with a set unfortunately 
sabotaged by technical problems. No 
matter. They got it right when it 
counted.

Close encounters with Abbey Lincoln 


BY JIM MAGNIE Over the holidays, while I was exchanging one of 
those currently ubiquitous fleece pullovers, my wife and I wandered 
into the stereo section of a suburban department store to try out one of 


those currently ubiquitous mini- 
systems. The teen in charge was 
without a test disc, so | popped in 
the advance of Abbey Lincoln’s 
new Wholly Earth (Verve) and 
bumped it up to track seven. 

“I would while away the 
hours/Conferring with the flow- 
ers/Consulting with the rain,” the 
singer sighed for her new-found 
Middle America audience. Two 
shoppers stopped immediately 
and commented on the voice. 
Three more halted when Lincoln 
promised to “unravel every riddle 
for every individil in trouble or in 
pain.” By the time she was done 
with the Scarecrow’s tender 
plaint, there were nine consumers 
forsaking Dockers and espresso 
makers to play jukebox jury. The 
final consensus was decidedly 
pro-Abbey, though not one listen- 
er had ever heard of the vocalist. 
The most garrulous of the crew 
was actually pissed when he 
learned that the CD wasn’t yet 
available (it comes out a week

from Tuesday, January 26). 

The 68-year-old Lincoln, who 
comes to Scullers next weekend 
for a three-night stand, cackles 
when | tell her of this incident. 
“But,” she adds quickly, “it does- 
n't really surprise me. We live 
through music, and it usually has 
an impact. The ability to captivate 
is a spiritual thing, and when you 
get a brilliant lyric like that, peo- 
ple react.” 

In what seems an impossible 
scenario, Lincoln had never heard 
“If | Only Had a Brain” until just 
recently, when she came across 
the sheet music in a bound vol- 
ume of old tunes. And yeah, that 
means this one-time film actress 
— her last role was playing a 
tough-love matriarch in Spike 
Lee’s Mo’ Better Blues — has 
never seen The Wizard of Oz. 

Suffice to say Lincoln concen- 
trates on other things. The last 10 
years have been the most consis- 
tently productive of her recording 
career — Wholly Earth is the sev- 


enth disc she’s made for Verve in 
that period. Although a command- 
ing singer from the get-go — her 
work stretches back to 56 with the 
release of the ocuvre d’amour 
Abbey Lincoln's Affair . . . A Story 
of a Girl in Love (Liberty) 
— each new outing finds her 
a bit more cloquent, a bit 
more authoritative. Like its 
predecessors, Wholly Earth 
creates a place where rumi- 
nation and melancholy gen- 
erate a forlorn sort of 
grandeur. Emotional vehe-' 
mence has been one of 
Lincoln’s hallmarks for 
decades now; this new 
album reminds us that she 
can make a six-minute ballad 
seem cpic. “It’s so dramat- 
ic,” mumbled a member of 
that department-store audi- 
ence before drifting away 
toward housewares. 

Those who have caught 
one of Lincoln's recent 
shows will surely subscribe 
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“ABBEY SINGS LIFE”: “Anybody | 
worth their salt in this music is a social | 
observer,” offers Lincoln. 


to that nction as well. Her stage 
work can be enthralling. Like every 
vocalist who came up in the ’50s, 
she has sung her share of stan- 
dards — everything from “Love 
Walked In” under the baton of 
Benny Carter to “The Jitterbug 
Waltz” in tandem with Hank 
Jones. But common jazz tunes 
don’t best display her depth, and in 
some cases they inhibit her singu- 
larity.

:' stations, in-store appearances and more 
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I'm supposed to have something 
to say. I'm experienced. If I see a 
hole somewhere, I say so. This is 
what an artist does.” 

Rather than probing knots in the 
social fabric, as she’s previously 
done, Lincoln uses the new album 
to examine the great beyond. 
Spirituality is a common frame of 
reference for the singer, and on the 
disc she queries a newborn on life's 
grand scheme and gives Lionel 
Hampton’s “Midnight Sun” an 
existential edginess, adducing love 
as the key to transcendence. 

Pianist Marc Cary, drummer 
Alvester Garnett, and vibraphone 
virtuoso Bobby Hutcherson help 
shape the moods. Joined by John 
Ormond'’s bass, they create a mes- 
merizing air on the disc’s center- 
piece, “Another World.” The 
tune’s theme echoes the six-note 
salutation of the alien craft in Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind. 
Lincoln may be fuzzy about Oz, 
but she’s got the cosmos covered. 

“I got some nice stuff from 
Marc and Bob on that,” she says 
proudly. “Listening to them at 
one point, | thought, ‘This is the 
way the ship could have 
answered.’ Mr. Spielberg knows 
that music is more than entertain- 
ment. It’s a technology push 
the buttons on the phone and it’s 
a chord. | believe music can 
relieve us of anxiety and worry. | 
don’t know how anybody could 
stand it here if they didn’t sing 
and dance.”

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River of songs 


Ani DiFranco keeps flowing 
BY GARY SUSMAN It’s fitting that Ani DiFranco serves 


as the narrator of the current PBS documentary series 
River of Song, tracing the diverse musics that are played 


along the entire length of the Mississippi. 
DiFranco herself is a river of song, so 
stylistically versatile that she stymies 
simplistic genre pigeonholing, and so 
prolific that she’s released a torrent of 12 
albums since her 1990 debut. 

That even an institution as stodgy and 
timid as PBS surely knew all this shows just 
how widely promulgated the DiFranco 
mythology is. It’s been a couple of years 
since the mainstream awoke to the geomet- 
rically increasing popularity of the uncate- 
gorizable thrush who had achieved success 
entirely on her own terms, through hard 
touring and self-distribution of all her 
records on her own Righteous Babe label. 
Magazine cover stories and accusations of 
selling out followed inevitably, as did an 
album (last year’s Little Plastic Castle, her 
biggest seller yet) in which she addressed 
her ambivalence both toward mainstream 
media recognition that painted her as some

confessionally candid that makes 
DiFranco’s songs so resonant. She’s a vivid 
storyteller with an eye for detail, as in 
“Jukebox” (about a depressed woman who 
finds solace in drink and old songs), or 
“Trickle Down,” a Springsteen-esque dirge 
about a dying steel town that the listener 
can almost smell. She has a laserlike preci- 
sion with metaphors, as in “ ’Tis of Thee,” 
a sharp polemic about the criminalization 
of poverty and difference, or “Virtue,” 
which opens, “Virtue is relative at 
best/There’s nothing worse than a sun- 
set/When you’re driving due west.” Often, 
however, she is simple and direct, as in 
“Angry Anymore,” where the singer 
acknowledges that though she used to side 
with her mother against her father, she 
now understands that both were just 
“[playing] out the hands that they were 
dealt.” DiFranco delivers these lyrics in a 
supple voice rich in emotional color, pass- 
ing from sweetness 
to anger to resigna- 
tion to anguish, 
sometimes (as in 
“Come Away from 
It,” where the 
singer tries to coax 
a lover away from 
drugs) within a sin- 
gle song. 

Showing off those 
lyrics and _ that 
voice to _ best 
advantage is 
DiFranco’s austere 
touring line-up, 
which is marked by 
Andy Stochansky’s 
crisp drumming, 
Jason Mercer’s fat 
upright bass, Julie 
Wolf’s classic-soul 
organ and electric 
piano, and  Di- 
Franco’s own 
famously percus- 
sive strumming. 
Unfortunately, the 
arrangements tend 
toward sameness, 
with meandering 
melodies and simi- 
lar stuttering, lop- 
ing rhythms that 
DiFranco probably 
means to be jazzy 
but end up making 
her sound like Edie 
Brickell. 

Even the experi- 
mental moments 
here don’t deviate 
much from formu-

Sugar Ray’s first hit, “Fly,” sounds almost too dumb to bash.

It didn’t really matter, because “Fly” 
went down like a big friendly slug of Sunny 
Delight, the soundtrack for a super-cool 
summer or the cure for a cruel one. 
Combined with the shiny, happy, bikini- 
model-enhanced video directed by future 
Mase collaborator “McG,” that pool-party- 
in-a-bubble vibe made the song’s vaguely 
escapist chorus — “I just wanna fly” — 
seem almost redundant. The fact that the 
band’s comparatively riddim-less follow-up 
single “RPM” stiffed proves it. Nobody was 
interested in a Sugar Ray song that didn’t 
keep the party going, especially with 
Smashmouth, Puffy, Brandy, ’N Sync, and 
the Brian Setzer Orchestra waiting in the 
wings and armed with better soundtracks 
for that elusive funky good time. 

On one level, “Every Morning” — the 
first single off Sugar Ray’s new /4:59 
(Atlantic), named in spooked acknowledg- 
ment of the band’s Warholian halflife — is 
just “The Fly II,” a prudent return to hum- 
mable folk in hip-hop drag. McGrath 
whines tunefully about a girlfriend who 


weren’t enough, there’s a Steve Miller 
cover — not one of his early hits, but 
1982’s “Abracadabra,” his last. This is a 
nervous, humbled band, aware that without 


popularity, pop stars don’t really exist. So if 


irony dead, ushering in the dumb-rock 
renaissance, that’s pretty damn profound. 

I liked the Dust-Brothers-versus-the- 
Archies vibe of “Every Morning” the first 
time, and I didn’t mind it on “Someday,” 
but “Even Though” (practically a 
“Someday” rewrite) is one ditty too many. 
And though McGrath finally has something 
to write about — the possibility of not 
being famous anymore, and how it’s got 
him shook — he’s still not exactly a writer. 
Most of the time, you can fill in his punch 
lines.

“the deep blue sea.” “Falls Apart” gocs 
from “run away” to “leavin’ today” before 
further abusing alterna-rock’s favorite 
adjective, “wasted.” 

But if you can get past this stuff and the 
occasional regression into meathead pscu- 
do-hardcore — “Aim for Me” wouldn't 
have sounded out of place on Floored, 
unfortunately — there’s evidence of real 
growth here. If nothing else, Sugar Ray 
have been listening to cooler records, and 
stealing better tricks.

A “Fly”-style guitar fill, now 
sounding more like a traitorous question 
mark, keeps cropping up; then a beamed-in 
chorus of doo-wop “Whoa-oh-oh-oh” 
materializes to make it all okay again.

“Someday,” the line “ . . . when my life has 
passed me by” follows the title, and when 
McGrath sings, “I hear a song from anoth- 
er time/And fade away,” he’s probably 
thinking about a certain reggae-fied jingle 
that'll outlast his band. And as if that

On the earlier 
tracks the playing was still rough, 
and the political angles in 
singer/guitarist Tom Keenan's 
songs (mostly anti-Reagan and 
anti-military) were righteous but 
overstated (notable exception, 
“Approved Cuts,” which chides 
the management of a local radio 
Station that aired the song a few 
times before noticing the lyrics). 
But the band found their groove 
and beefed up their songwriting 
on the second album, whose mix 
of punk venom and roots-rock 
finesse would fit well in the cur- 
rent climate — think of Last 
Stand as the Shods of their day. 
“When I listened to the disc, I 
started thinking, ‘God damn, 
these are good songs,’ ” Keenan 
notes. “We knew the second 
album was good as soon as it was 
done. I knew it pretty much sai 
what I had to say and I didn’t care 
if it made a nickel. But it didn’t go 


anywhere, just like a lot of stuff 


back then. And | hear the music 
that’s going on right now and it 
doesn’t seem that far off.” They 
gave the CD re-release an 
extremely modest initial pressing 
of 100, but they’re up to a second 
batch, and now the current line- 
up — which includes Keenan, 
Mulford, drummer Kathy 
DeMarco (lately of the DeNiros), 
and bassist Tom Carnali — is 
pondering a more permanent 
reunion. “I wouldn’t be opposed 
to it,” says Mulford, who spent 
most of the intervening years in 
the recently disbanded Mung. 
“Now that we’ve brushed off a lot 
of the rust, it wouldn’t be that 
tough.” 

Today Keenan and Mulford 
both have kids, and Lehane, who 
once chided his coupled friends 
by writing “Pussywhipped,” got 
married two years ago. “But I’m 
37, so I held out long enough,” he 
notes. “My wife’s heard the song 
and she thinks it’s pretty funny. 
Believe me, being married is a lot 
easier than all the chasing around 
I used to do.” Adds Mulford, 
“I’ve had a daughter for a year 
and a half, so your priorities defi- 
nitely change. Your responsibili- 
ties change, and you want to do 
different things with your time. 
That might sound kind of sad, but 
it’s really not — you’re just off in 
a new direction with a family, and 
there’s other things besides music 
that are just as rewarding.” 


MAMA KIN. It’s ironic that 
Aerosmith chose to play “Mama 
Kin” at the FleetCenter two weeks 
ago for their first song of 1999, 
because their club of the same 
name ceased to exist only four 
days later. After months of specu- 
lation, word arrived last week that 
the band had sold their interest in 
the club to co-owners That’s 
Entertainment (one of the Lyons 
Group companies), citing “differ- 
ences in operating philosophies” 
between the two parties. The club 
remains open as the Lansdowne 
Street Music Hall, but the original 
name and Aerosmith associations 
are gone with the band. The news 
comes almost exactly four years 
after the club’s opening. 
Although Mama Kin was a fun 
place and a lot of good bands 
played there, it never became the 
Aerosmith hangout that fans were 
hoping for. When the band 
opened the club, they hinted 
they’d be helping to expose some 
of their favorite rock and blues 
acts, and dropping in for surprise 
visits. But they wound up playing 
Mama Kin just twice, at the open- 
ing and in December 1995 — 
and the latter gig was preceded by 
a Middle East appearance one 
night earlier. The club’s booking 
agents picked up the slack with a 
wide range of mostly alternative 
acts. Old-timers ranging from the 
Cramps to John Entwistle also 


packed the place. But Aerosmith 
didn’t include the club in any of 
their promotional shows for the 
Nine Lives album, claiming that 
their schedule was too full. 

All of the band memorabilia 
has already been removed 
(including the nifty light fixtures 
with the wings carved into 
them), and the bar bearing the 
names of dozens of Aerosmith 
songs has been covered over. 
The front sign has also been 
changed, with the Tyler-associat- 
ed microphone logo as the only 
remaining sign of the band’s 


involvement. But the January 
bookings are going on as 
planned, and there are no imme- 
diate plans to change the format. 

“The safest thing to say is that 
nothing will happen: it’s doing 
great the way it is,” says Mindy 
D’Arbeloff of the Lyons Group. 
“We may decide to do something 
[different] in the future, but right 
now we haven't even decided to 


decide.”

Friends out of habit at 8 p.m. on Thursdays, 
all the while missing this masterpiece of 
comic-book dialogue writing just two chan- 
nels distant. Let's get past the critical 
overview right away: Vengeance Unlimited 
sports all the acting grace of rural commu- 
nity theater, dramatic pacing that we 
thought was left behind with Barnaby 
Jones, and narrative gaps wide enough to 


accommodate Montana. Our hero is called 
simply Mr. Chapel — men of mystery are 
more mysterious if they don't have first 


names (which presumably would reveal to 
much about their true identities). He's por 
trayed by Michael Madsen, who played a 
hood in Donnie Brasco and Reservoir Dogs 
and also counts among his credits Thelma 
& Louise, Species, and two-thirds of the 
Free Willy triptych. Chapel’s pissed about 
something — though we never know his (as 
they say in the trade) “back-story.” We sus 
pect the writers just couldn't think of one 
but just as with Charles Bronson’s Paul 
(Death Wish) Kersey, something catharti- 
cally bad happened to Chapel, condemning 
him to walk the earth acting like a glowering 
thug despite his heart of gold 

And like Bronson's Kersey, he’s a vigi- 
lante — operating way outside the law to 
champion the little folk victimized by con 
men, renegade FBI agents, renegade IRS 
agents, and renegade cops. He stumbles 
upon injustices and then interferes, offering 
to “fix” things for a million dollars or “a favor 
to be called in later (to help him right some 
travesty in a future episode). Such heroic 
deeds are accomplished through a combi- 
nation of applying unlimited financial 
resources to entrapments of Mission 
Impossible proportions/implausibility and 
good-old-fashioned kicking the crap out of 
the bad guy. That's supposed to be satisfy- 
ing to us viewers since we too are pissed at 
the faceless high-handed authorities that 
screw us over. In reality, it's kinda scary, 
because’ the only thing Madsen's good at 
acting is stupid. Last Thursday's episode 
ended with Chapel's confidante/friend/girl- 
friend/whatever (actress/singer/songwriter 
Kathleen York) asking him point-blank, “Are 
you Satan?” Nothing that interesting — just 
a mumbling actor with nothing better to do.

On his 
two-CD 21-track debut, Paris DJ 
Mederic Nebinger (a/k/a Funky 
Derrick) mixes textures ranging 
from jazzy to electronic funk to 
sultry, sighing house. Like fellow 
French homeboys Daft Punk, he 
rarely uses voices. And he doesn't 
need to, because his instrumental 
modes adopt a diversity of quasi- 
vocal shapes: spitting and sigh- 
ing, sour drollery, laughter and 
coughs, screams, heavy breath- 
ing. Still, it's the rhythm that mat- 
ters most in these mixes. Most 
often Derrick employs a smooth- 
pumping, even cocky, pulse that 
preens itself on house music's 
lush life. Sometimes he turns to a 
raspy techno boom that swells 
with lust. Either way, he never 
compromises the plush purity of 
true house with the acid style or 
trip-hop beats that non-house 
fans seem to prefer.

John Carter, known to ravers as 
Monkey Mafia, adds some 
Jamaican flava to the caffeinated 
cocktail of rock muscle, acid- 
house delirium, hip-hop attitude, 
and slamming beats known to the 
masses as big beat — the rock- 
‘em/sock-'em genre popularized 
by Norman “Fatboy Slim” Cook 
and the Chemical Brothers. 
Carter specializes in cross-fading 
NYC hip-hop grooves and 
Caribbean patois into supersized 
jams, bringing reggae, jungle, 
ska, and dancehall toasting into 
Big Beat’s usual hip-hop hooray. 
“Work Mi Body” aerobicizes with

guitar-slinging. Give Carter credit 
for putting a new spin on a style 
that could grow old fast, even if 
the disc’s militant title, its 1960s 
photos of riot-torn urban America, 
and its co-option of ghetto musics, 
all for the consumption of subur- 
ban nightclubbers, sometimes 
border on bad taste.

(Bullseye Biues & Jazz). This 
doesn't sound like the same 
Michelle Willson who's been sass- 
ing the blues with the help of 
Boston's best for the past few 
years. Yeah, she's still got a pow- 
erful, gravel-cracked voice to put 
you in mind of Dinah Washington, 
and some of the songs here are of 
the bawdy, jazzy variety she fash- 
ioned on her two earlier releases. 
But Willson is branching out in all 
kinds of directions. Selections on 
Tryin’ To Make a Little Love range 
from '60s-style gospel-soul shouts 
and creamy New Orleans funk to 
a little smoldering Latin jazz, all 
done with professional panache. 
Songwriters include Joan 
Osborne, the boys from Los 
Lobos, Southern-fried pop leg- 
ends Dan Webb and Spooner 
Oldham, Willson herself, and 
good old “copyright control.” The 
moral of the story? Willson is 
capable of wrestling any song into 
submission, but she does so with- 
out necessarily leaving a personal 
stamp.

***1/2 The Magnetic Fields, 
THE HOUSE OF TOMORROW 
(Merge). The Magnetic Fields — 
the primary vehicle of Stephin 
Merritt, also of Future Bible 
Heroes and the Sixths — released 
both these discs in '94 on the tiny 
label Feel Good All Over, in whose 
custody they drifted out of print. 
Merritt is something like the indie- 
rock Noél Coward, bending his 
well-groomed, impeccably man- 
nered baritone into delectable 
romantic farce. The extraordinary 
potency of the band’s “cheap” 
music — all grainy synthesizers, 
feeble second-hand drum 
machines, and gaudy disco 
baubles — is self-evident all over 
the near-perfect five-song House 
of Tomorrow EP. “Love Goes 
Home to Paris in the Spring,” 
“Alien Being,” and “Either You 
Don't Love Me or | Don't Love 
You” spin a web of unparalleled 
morose (dis)enchantment, a chilly 
isolation warmed by unforgettable 
melodies and the embers of a wry 
wayward charm best expressed in 
his alternately intimate and absurd 
putdowns of his lovers (“You have 
some extra limbs/You look like a 
Swiss army knife with wings”). 

Holiday follows Merritt on 
vacations of various sorts from 
desert islands to Coney Island, 
from swinging London to Spanish 
hotels by the sea, where exquisite 
misery arrives without fail and 
wounded expectations swoon and 
wash ashore. Just a bit less con- 
sistently rewarding than the EP, 
it's worth its weight in melancholy 
if only for the hopelessly discon- 
solate “In My Secret Place” (“Time 
swings like a wrecking ball into 
things/Youth fades as quickly as a 
hit parade") and “The Flowers 
She Sent and the Flowers She 
Said She Sent” — which includes 
the priceless lines “I! saw you clos- 
ing your antique shop with a boa 
‘round your throat/And you trem- 
bled like an ostrich in your ostrich- 
feather coat.”

Pat O’Connor’s adapta- 
tion of Brian Friel's acclaimed 
play settles comfortably into a 
stagebound iteration of the origi- 
nal’s programmatic bromides. 
Father Jack (a genuinely touch- 
ing Michael Gambon), the priest 
in question, returns from Africa to 
his tiny Donegal village to be 
greeted by his doting five sisters. 
They are flinty schooimarm Kate 
(Meryl Streep), long-suffering but 
gay-hearted Agnes (Brid 
Brennan), stolid Maggie (Kathy 
Burke), “simple” Rose (Sophie 
Thompson), and the youngest, 
rebellious Christine (Catherine 
McCormack). Also there's 
Christine's illegitimate son 
Michael, an adult version of 
whom provides the bland, retro- 
spective voiceover narrative. 
Father Jack has been rendered 
dotty by his encounter with the 
heart of dimness, and his scan- 
dalous incapacity adds one more 
burden to the teetering Mundy 
household, whose members are 
harried already by economic 
hardship and social ostracism. 
The title refers to the ancient Irish 
harvest festival (celebrated 
August 1, in honor of the god 
Lugh) — should the girls join in 
and kick up their heels in the face 
of their snooty neighbors? 
Neither the gods nor the God- 
fearing get a fair shake in this 
turgid rehash of Olde Soddisms.

* *x*DEAR JESSE (1998). Tim 
Kirkman’s poignant but amateur- 
ish documentary tartly chronicles 
long-time senator Jesse Helms’s 
vehement perpetuation of preju- 
dice. Kirkman and Helms grew 
up in the same small town in 
North Carolina, both attended 
Wingate College for one year, 
and both are obsessed with 
homosexuality — Heims because 
he’s a right-wing hatemonger, 
Kirkman because he’s gay. 
Kirkman’s amiable Roger & Me 
approach takes on its subject 











with wit and verve, but at times 
the camera meanders off as the 
filmmaker tries to illuminate irrel- 
evant details from his own per- 
sonal life. The most pointed 
moments come from Jesse him- 
self, on air and cultivating homo- 
phobia, and from Kirkman’s inter- 
views with persons who have 
had dealings with the senator. In 
a letter of condolence to a moth- 
er who lost her son to AIDS, 
Helms proselytizes the Bible's 
condemnation of homosexuals 
and tells her that her son “played 
Russian roulette with his sexuali- 
ty.” That says it all. Coolidge 
Corner.

DAVID SUTHERLAND.” A day 
devoted to David Sutherland that 
includes Feast of the Gods 
(1990), about the mystery 
reworking of Bellini’s 1514 mas- 
terpiece; High Energy (1995), a 
biography of Melissa Franklin, 
Harvard's first tenured professor 
of physics; Paul Cadmus: Enfant 
Terrible at 86 (1986), about the 
openly gay painter; Jack Levine: 
Feast of Pure Reason (1989), 
about one of the masters of 
Boston Expressionism; Halftime: 
Five Yale Men at Mid-Life (1990), 
about five graduates of the class 
of 1963); and Out of Sight 
(1993), about Diane Starin, a

* x x ELIZABETH (1998). With 
her noble cheekbones and impe- 
rious gaze, Cate Blanchett rules 
in Shekhar Kapur’s resplendent 
biography of the legendary 16th- 
century British monarch. The 
Australian-born actress never 
curtsies to caricature; her inter- 
pretation is complex, restrained, 
warmly sensual. Indeed, this 
Elizabeth is just your average 
working gal, Ally McBeal in bro- 
cade instead of Banana 
Republic. Everyone wants to 
marry her off, she’s anxious 
about her job, and she’s learning 
that her boyfriend just may be a 
cad (yes, boyfriend — Kapur has 
decided that Elizabeth's reputa- 
tion as the Virgin Queen is just 
so much spin control). The mem- 
bers of her court include Richard 
Attenborough as chief adviser Sir 
William Cecil, Christopher 
Eccleston (Jude) as the hawkish 
Duke of Norfolk, and Geoffrey 
Rush (Shine) as Lord Francis 
Walsingham, Elizabeth’s Machia- 
vellian master of spies. But it’s 
Blanchett’s movie. You goeth, 
girl.

* x* ENEMY OF THE STATE 
(1998). Tony Scott's glitzy, 
thoughtful, overiong paranoid 
thriller suffers from derivative- 
ness and a surplus of satellite 
imagery, car crashes, and ham- 
mered keyboards. Will Smith is 
plucky and vulnerable as Robert 
Dean, a smooth corporate lawyer 
drawn unwittingly into becoming 
a bastion of the Fourth Amend- 
ment. The inadvertent recipient 
of a tape of a political assassina- 
tion plotted by rogue National 
Security Agency administrator 
Reynolds (Jon Voight, oddly 
resembling Ken Starr), he’s 
stunned as his plush life collaps- 
es. He's implicated in scandal, 
his wife dumps him, he loses his 
job, his credit cards are rejected, 
people try to kill him. Only Brill (a 
crotchety Gene Hackman) — a 
shadowy surveillance expert — 
can help Dean fight back. Scott’s 
debt to Coppola’s brilliant The 
Conversation is acknowledged 
not just by the casting of 
Hackman but by a painstaking 
re-creation of that film’s opening 
scene. Although clever and 
provocative, Enemy is hardly 
state of the art.

FINZI-CONTINIS (1971). Neo- 
realist director Vittorio de Sica's 
great comeback movie was dif- 
ferent in style and subject matter 
from anything he had tried 
before: a period film, an elegy for 
the Italian-Jewish aristocracy 
Mussolini and Hitler wiped out in 
the early 1940s. The Finzi- 
Contini family are the center of 
society for the Jews of Ferrara in 
the late 1930s, and their estate, 
walled in like a fairytale castle, 
becomes the gathering place for 
the city's young disenfranchised 
Jews, friends of the cool, magnifi- 
cent Micdl (the exquisite 
Dominique Sanda) and her 
invalid brother, Alberto (Helmut 
Berger). Yet they can’t wall out 
the war. At the end, you're left 
with rhapsodic images: the Finzi- 
Contini mansion in the snow at 
twilight, the Finzi-Continis, 
dressed heartbreakingly, in their 
usual elegance, pausing on the 
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staircase as the Gestapo arrive 
for them.

**x GODS AND MONSTERS 
(1998). This is Bill Condon's 
screen bio of James Whale, the 
elegant (and flamboyantly homo- 
sexual) filmmaker of the original 
Frankenstein (1931) and The 
Bride of Frankenstein (1935). His 
career fizzled in the '40s, proba- 
bly because of his homosexuali- 
ty; in 1957, he was discovered 
dead, Sunset Boulevard fashion, 
in his California swimming pool 
Gods and Monsters tries to fill in 
those last days, as Whale (a 
white-haired, dandyish lan 
McKellen) becomes enamored of 
his new yard man (George of the 
Jungle's Brendan Fraser), who 
assures the horny old man he's 
straight. So instead, they talk 
And talk. And talk. And the 
James Whale of this movie 
proves to be a dotty bore. There 
is one great sequence in Gods 
and Monsters: a re-creation of 
the Universal Pictures 1935 
shooting of The Bride of 
Frankenstein, where an adult 
female is created for the Monster 
and where, coming to conscious- 
ness, she shrieks with abhor- 


rence when she actually sees her 
would-be husband.

* x *GREY GARDENS (1976). 
Richard Nixon had only recently 
resigned from the presidency 
when David and Albert Maysles 
Started filming their 1976 docu 
mentary in the eponymous East 
Hampton mansion of the Edith 
Beales, mother and daughter 
aunt and cousin to Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis (the elder 
Edith was the sister of Jackie's 
father, John “Black Jack’ 
Bouvier). Seen some two 
decades later, Grey Gardens 
seems both a precursor of the 
tell-all trend and a critique of it, a 
document that’s simultaneously 
engrossing and repelling, as 
chaotic and untidy as the Beales 
themselves. The imaginary fourth 
wall of the screen breaks down 
as the ladies insinuate their 
guests into their world, perform- 
ing (Little Edie kicks up a march 
from her days at Miss Porter's 
School, mom croons along with a 
recording of “Tea for Two”), con-

** *xLADY FROM SHANGHAI 
(1948). When Columbia Pictures 
boss Harry Cohn was shown 
Orson Welles's bizarre thriller, he 
reportedly said, “I'll give a thou- 
sand dollars to anyone who can 
tell me what the hell this god- 
damn movie's about.” If not 
always coherent, the picture is 
entertaining. It might be 
described as a series of revela- 
tions of moral decay, with Welles 
(using a ludicrous Irish accent) as 
a rather dim adventurer who dis- 
covers wickedness spiraling 
toward him from sources like the 
crippled lawyer (played by 
Everett Sloane) and his alluring, 
dangerous wife (Rita Hayworth). 
The deceptions multiply, and the 
movie's tension is released in the 
justly famous house-of-mirrors 
gunfight.

* LIFE IS BEAUTIFUL (1998). 
Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has 
garnered audience awards at 
Cannes, Toronto, and Vancouver 
plus endorsements from groups 
like the Anti-Defamation League, 
and it won the Best Jewish 
Experience Award at the 
Jerusalem Film Fest. The first 
half describes the improbable (in 
view of the anti-Semitic laws) 
courtship of Guido (Benigni), a 
homely Jewish waiter in the 
Tuscan town of Arezzo, and Dora 
(Nicolette Braschi, Benigni’s 
wife), an aristocrat schoolteach- 
er; your reaction will depend on 
whether you find the utterly goy 
Benigni’s Jerry Lewis/Robin 
Williams—like antics amusing or 
sophomoric. Cut to five years 
later: Guido and Dora have an 
adorable charcoal-eyed little boy, 
Giosué (Giorgio Cantarini), but 
the Nazis are rounding up Italian 
Jews, and so the whole family 
are shipped off to some unnamed 
death camp, where, to protect 
Giosué, Guido pretends it's all a 
game. The concept is well-inten- 
tioned and at times even moving, 
but the way Guido capers about 
like the Hogan’s Heroes gang at 
Stalag 13 trivializes what hap- 
pened at places like Auschwitz 
and Dachau: no heads are 
shaved, and death takes place 
off screen. The feel-good Final 
Solution ending cheers the sur- 
vival of a few while ignoring the 
extermination of millions — it’s a 
smiley-face Holocaust. See 
Benigni's film and decide for 
yourself — but don't be surprised 
if you find Life Is Beautiful unfor- 
givably obscene.

For 
the first 30 minutes of Mark

First- 
grader Mina (Mina Mohammad- 
Khani) has been left in the lurch 
by her mom, who fails to show up 
to fetch her after school. So Mina 
sets out on an odyssey through 
Teheran, little aided by clueless 
adults, and observing and over- 
hearing the lives and limitations 
of the society around her. After 
confronting an officious bus con- 
ductor who throws her off for 
using the men’s entrance, Mina 
revolts.

romantic comedy about Erin 
(Hope Davis), a nurse newly jilted 
by her left-wing radical boyfriend, 
and Alan (Alan Gelfant), a 
plumber struggling through col- 
lege and volunteering at the 
Aquarium with hopes of becom- 
ing a marine biologist. Erin and 
Alan seem perfect for each other, 
but they spend the entirety of the 
film circulating through the same 
urban venues and recursively 
coming into near-contact.

It’s the story of 
the flight of Tuscan townspeople 
from the Fascists in the days 
before the liberation of Italy, 
August 1944. The narrator, 
Cecilia, six at the time, recalls her 
impressions, framing them as a 
bedtime story for her daughter.

majestic, with sudden, quirky 
shifts of tone and startling rever- 
sals that are often sunny and hor- 
rifying at the same time. This pic- 
ture is basically expressionistic, 
but the Tavianis slide from bur- 
lesque to tragedy, from lament to 
erotic fantasy to heroic romance. 
And it's all so fresh that they 
seem to be discovering their 
technique, and the wonders of 
cinema, as they go.

* 1/2 PATCH ADAMS (1998). 
Laughter may be the best 
medicine, but the repeated sight 
of Robin Williams wearing a red 
rubber enema bulb on his nose 
can get emetic. He’s portraying

patient turned medical student 
and crusader for a more human- 
ized way of treating the ill. Set in 
the early '70s, the film offers 
montages of a sanctimonious, not 
terribly funny Adams doing shtick 
for kids in the cancer ward and 
having run-ins with cardboard vil- 
lain Dean Walcott (Bob Gunton).

Based on the 1974 kidnapping 
case, Paul Schrader’s film stars a 
disarmingly bland Natasha 
Richardson as the Hearst-empire 
heiress whose empty-headed 
establishment days come to an 
end when the self-proclaimed 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
drags her from her home and 
stuffs her blindfolded into a clos- 
et. Schrader shoots the first part 
of the film from Hearst's point of 
view, and it’s all in blackness bro- 
ken by the closet door being 
opened for her to be abused, 
cajoled, raped, and indoctrinated 
in the revolutionary mumbo- 








jumbo of the group’s drunk and 
deluded black leader, Cinque (a 
sinister Ving Rhames). When the 
blindfold comes off, the darkness 
only intensifies, with Patty trying 
to fit in with her new dysfunction- 
al family, joining in their pitiful 
“training,” and finally carrying a 
gun in the notorious bank hold-up 
that was filmed by a surveillance 
camera. Had she really become a 
revolutionary, or was she brain- 
washed? The courts couldn't 
stomach a member of the Elect’s 
turning against her own, and 
Hearst was convicted. For 
Schrader, though, the truth about 
Patty Hearst is that sliver of 
anger, resistance, and subterfuge 
— in short, identity — that pre- 
vails against the closets and 
cages of one’s oppressors.

Cambridge film- 
maker Marlene Booth was raised 
in the '50s and early '60s in Des 
Moines, then 98 percent 
Pleasantville Christian.

Internet remake of Ernst

previous efforts. Credit stars Meg
